AN  ad  for  continuing  and  granting  to  his  Majefty  certain  du- 
ties upon  malt,  mum,  cyder,  and  perry,  for  the  fervice  of 
the  year  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  fixty  four. 

II.  An  ad  for  granting  an  aid  to  his  Majefty  by  a land  taxtQ 
be  railed  in  Great  Britain , for  the  fervice  of  the  year  one  thou- 
fand feven  hundred  and  fixty  four.

An  acft  for  continuing  certain  laws  therein  mentioned  re- 
lating to  Britijh  fail  cloth,  and  to  the  duties  payable  on  foreign 
fail  cloth,  and  to  the  allowance  upon  the  exportation  of  britijh 
made  gunpowder,  and  for  giving  further  encouragement  for  the 
importation  of  naval  (lores  frbm  the  Bfrifijb  colonies  in  America . 

xrt.  An  acl  to  continue  feveral  laws  for  the  better  regulating 
of  pilots  for  the  conducing  of  (hips  and  veflels  from  Dover , 
Dcaly  and  I fie  of  Thanet , up  the  rivers  of  Thame s and  Medway ; 
relating  to  the  landing  of  rum  or  fpirits  of  the  Britijh  fugar  plan- 
tations before  the  duties  ofwexcife  are  paid  thereon  ; and  to  the 
further  punifhment  of  perfons  going  armed  or  difguifed,  in  de- 
fiance of  the  laws  of  cuftoms  or  excife ; and  to  the  relief  of  the 
officers  of  the  Cuftoms  m informations  upon  feizures ; and  for 
granting  a liberty  to  carry  fugars  of  the  growth,  produce,  or 
manufa<5lure  of  any  of  his  Majefty’s  fugar  colonies,  direclly  in- 
to foreign  parts,  in  fhips  built  in  Great  Britain , and  navigated 
according  to  law ; and  for  punching  perfons  who  (hall  damage 
or  deftroy  any  banks,  flood-gates.  Sluices,  orbtlier  works,  be- 
longing to  the  rivers  and  dreams  made  navigable  by  adt  of  par- 
liament. 

XIII.  An  adl  for  granting  to  his  Majefty  a certain  (um  of 
money  out  of  the  finking  fund,  for  the  fervice  of  the  year  one 
thoufand  feven  hundred  and  fixty  four  ; and  for  preventing,  in 
certain  cafes,  the  obtaining  of  allowances  in  refpe<5t  of  tne  leak- 
age of  wines  imported  into  this  kingdom;  and  for  making  forth 
duplicates  of  Exchequer  bills,  tickets,  certificates,  receipts,  an- 
nuity orders,  and  other  orders,  loft,  burnt,  or  otherwife  do 
(Iroyed. 

XIV.  An  a<ft  for  the  better  regulating  of  buildings ; and  to 
prevent  mifehiefs  that  may  happen  by  fire  within  the  weekly  bills 
of  mortality,  and  other  places  therein  mentioned. 

XV.  An  a<5l  for  granting  certain  duties  in  the  Britijh  colonies 
and  plantations  in  America ; for  continuing,  amending,  anti 
making  perpetual,  an  aCl  palled  in  the  fixth  year  of  the  reign  of 
his  late  majefty  King  George  the  Second,  (intituled.  An  aft  for 
the  better  fecuring  and  encouraging  the  trade  of  his  Majejlys  fugar  co- 
lonies in  AmcricaJ ; for  applying  the  produce  of  fucli  duties, 
and  of  the  duties  to  arife  by  virtue  of  the  faid  acl,  towards  de- 
fraying the  expences  of  defending,  protc<5ling,  and  fecuring,  the 
faid  colonies  and  plantations  ; for  explaining  an  atft  made  in  the1 
twenty  fifth  year  of  the  reign  of  King  Charles  the  Second,  (inti- 
tuled, An  aft  for  the  encouragement  of  the  Greenland  and  Eaftland 
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trod/s,  end  for  the  better  f (curing  the  plantation  trade)-,  and  for 
altering  and  difallowing  feveral  drawbacks  on  exports  from  this 
kingdom,  and  more  effedtually  preventing  the  clartdeftine  con- 
veyance of  goods  to  and  from  the  faid  colonies  and  plantations, 
and  improving  and  fecuring  the  trade  between  the  fame  and 
Great  Britain . 

XVI.  An  adt  to  enable  infants  who  are  feifed  of  lands,  tene- 
ments, or  hereditaments,  within  the  duchy  of  Lancajler , or  the 
counties  palatine  of  Chefter , Lancajler , or  Durham , or  the  prin- 
cipality of  Wales,  in  fee,  or  for  the  life  or  lives  of  one  or  more 
other  perfon  or  perfons,  in  truft,  or  by  way  of  mortgage,  to 

| make  conveyances  of  fuch  eftates  by  order  of  the  court  of  the 
duchy  chamber  of  Lancajler , of  the  court  of  Exchequer  of  the 
county  palatine  of  Chejler , the  court  of  chancery  of  the  county 
palatine  of  Lancajler , of  the  court  of  chancery  of  the  county 
palatine  of  Durham ; and  of  the  courts  of  the  great  feffions  in 
the  principality  of  Wales.

XXI.  An  adt  for  taking  and  fwearing  affidavits  to  be  made 
j ufe  of  in  any  of  the  courts  of  the  county  palatine  of  Durham. 

XXII.  An  adt  for  continuing  feveral  adtsof  parliament  made 
for  the  encouragement  of  the  whale  filhery  carried  on  by  his 
Ifaftvjs  fubjedts. 

XXIII.  An  adt  for  railing  a certain  fum  of  money  by  loans 
or  Exchequer  bills ; and  for  applying  certain  monies  remaining 
a the  Exchequer,  for  the  fervice  of  the  year  one  thoufand  fe- 
ven  hundred  and  fixty  four ; and  for  application  of  certain  fav- 
iofeof  publick  monies,  and  of  monies  arifen  by  the  fale  of 
Wmmrf  ftores-,  and  for  further  appropriating  the  fupplies  grant- 
ed in  th  is  feflion  of  parliament ; and  for  relief  of  perfons  who 
have  omitted  to  infert  in  indentures,  or  other  writings  the  full 
fom  agreed  to  be  paid  with  clerks,  apprentices,  and  other  fer- 
tuts. 

An  adt  for  preventing  frauds  and  abufes  in  relation 
to  the  fending  and  receiving  of  letters  and  packets  free  from  the 
duty -of  poftage. 
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- XXV.  An  a eft  for  eftablifhing  an  agreement  with  the  governor 
and  company  of  the  bank  of  England , for  railing  certain  fums 
of  money  towards  the  fupply  for  the  fervice  of  the  year  one 
thoufand  feven  hundred  andlixty  four;  and  for  more  effeeftually 
preventing  the  forging  powers  to  transfer  fueh  ftock,  or  receive 
fuch  dividends  or  annuities  as  are  therein  mentioned,  and  the 
fraudulent  perfonating  the  owners  thereof. 

XXVI.  An  a<ft  for  granting  a bounty  upon  the  importatioti 
of  hemp,  and  rough  and  undrefled  flax,  from  his  Majcfty’s  co-

XXVII.  An  a <51  for  granting,  fora  limited  time,  a liberty  to 
carry  rice  from  his  Majefty’s  provinces  of  South  Carolina  and  ' 
Georgia , directly  to  any  part  of  America  to  the  fouthward  of  the 
faid  provinces,  fubjedt  to  the  like  duty  as  is  now  paid  on  the 
exportation  of  rice  from  the  faid  colonies,  to  places  in  Europe 
fituate  to  the  fouthward  of  Cape  Finijlerre. 

XXVIII.  An  acl  to  enable  his  Majefty,  with  the  advice  of 
his  privy  council,  to  order  the  importation  of  provifions  from 
Ireland , during  the  next  recefs  of  parliament,  under  certain  re- 
ftridfions  and  regulations  therein  mentioned. 

XXIX.  An  adt  for  the  encouragement  of  the  whale  fifhery  in 
the  gulph  and  river  of  Saint  Lawrence , and  on  the  coafts  of  his 
Majefty’s  colonies  in  America . 

XXX.  An  adt  for  applying  the  money  granted  in  this  feflion 
of  parliament,  for  defraying  the  charge  of  the  pay  and  cloath- 
ing  of  the  militia  of  that  part  of  Great  Britain  called  England , 
for  one  year,  beginning  the  twenty  fifth  day  of  March , one 
thoufand  feven  hundred  and  fixty  four. 

XXXI.  An  a Cl  to  indemnify  fuch  perfons  as  have  omitted 

• to  qualify  themfelves  for  offices  and  employments ; and  to  in- 
demnify juftices  of  the  peace,  deputy  lieutenants,  and  officers 
of  the  militia,  brothers,  who  have  omitted  to  regiftcr  or  de- 
liver in  their  qualifications  within  the  time  limited  by  law,  and 

• for  giving  further  time  for  thofe  purpofes ; and  to  indemnify 
members  and  officers  in  cities,  corporations,  and  borough  towns, 

• whofe  admifiions  have  been  omitted  to  be  ftamped  according  to 
the  feveral  adts  of  parliament  now  in  force  for  that  purpofe,  or, 
having  been  ftamped,  have  been  loft  or  mifiaid,  and  forallow- 

; ing  them  time  to  provide  admiffions  duly  ftamped  j and  to  pre- 
vent the  deftrudtion  of  trees  and  underwoods  growing  in  forefts 
and  chafes.

XXXII.  An  adt  to  impower  the  high  court  of  chancery  to 
lay  out,  upon  proper  fecurities,  a further  lum  of  money,  not 
exceeding  a fum  therein  limited,  out  of  the  common  and  gene- 
ral cafh  in  the  bank  of  England  belonging  to  the  fuitors  of  the 
faid  court ; and  for  applying  the  intereft  arifing  therefrom,  to- 
wards anfwering  the  charges  of  the  office  of  the  accountant  ge- 
neral of  the  faid  court.

WHEREAS  the  raifmg  or  keeping  a /landing  army  within 
this  kingdom , in  time  of  peace ^ unlefs  it  be  with  c:nfc?it  of 

par- 
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parliament,  is  againf  law:  and  whereas  it  is  judged  necejfary  by  his 
Moicfy,  and  this  prefent  parliament , that  a body  of  forces  Jhould  be 
(intinued  for  the  fafety  of  this  kingdom , the  defence  of  the  poffejfions 
of  the  crown  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  prefervation  of  the  balance 
of  power  in  Europe ; and  (hat  the  whole  number  of  fuch  forces  Mlimber  of 
jhould  confijl  of  feventeen  thoufand  five  hundred  and  thirty  two  effcc-  forces,  17,531, 
five  men,  including  two  thoufand  /even  hundred  and  thirty  nine  wva-  including 
lids:  and  whereas,  during  the  late  juft  and  ncccffary  war  in  which  his  39  invaiidt. 

Majtfy  has  been  engaged  againf  France  and  Spain,  forne  part  of 
his  Majefy's  forces,  exceeding  the  number  aforefaid,  has  been  employ - 
td  in  dtjlant  parts  beyond  the  feas , which  mujl  render  the  time  when

ed  by  the  moft  heroic  qualities  y which  have,  from  his  early  youth , ren- 
dered him  iuujlrious  over  all  Europe,  and  endeared  him  to  this  nation:

WHEREAS  fo  much  of  the  alt,  paffed  in  the  eleventh  year  Preamble,  re* 
of  the  reign  of  his  late  majefly  King  George  the  Firft , inti-  cit 
tilled , An  aft  for  the  better  regulating  of  buildings  ; and  to  pre-  ,n 
vent  mifehiefs  that  may  happen  by  fire  within  the  weekly  bills  of  A* 
mortality,  and  other  places  therein  mentioned  ; as  relates  to  pul- 
ling down  or  rebuilding  of  partitions  or  party  walls , between  houfe 
and  houfe , is  confined  to  cafes  where  one  of  the  houfes  is  to  be  er cited  or 
built ; and  it  may  happen  that  party  walls  within  the  faid  city  and  li- 
berty of  Weftminfter,  and  the  parijhes , precincts,  and  places  cm - 
prifed  within  the  weekly  bills  of  mortality , and  within  the  feveral 
parijhes  of  Saint  Mary  Le  Bone,  and  Paddington,  and  within  the 
parijhes  of  Chelfea,  and  Saint  Pancras,  or  either  of  them , in  the 
county  of  Middlelex  (except  the  city  of  London,  and  the  liberties 
thereof  \ and  alfo,  except  houfes  on  London  Bridge,  and  on  the 
river  of  Thames  below  bridge)  may  be  fo  far  out  of  repair,  as  to 
render  it  necrjfary  to  pull  down  and  rebuild  the  fame,  although  neither 
of  the  adjoining  houfes,  to  which  fuch  party  walls  belong,  require  to 
be  rebuilt ; and  it  may  happen , that  party  walls,  within  the  limits 
aforefaid,  may  be  fo  far  defellive  and  bad,  by  falling  out  of  the  per- 
pendicular, as  to  become  unfafe  for  the  builder  of  the  next  adjoining 
houfe  to  refi  timbers  thereupon,  or  oblige  fuch  builder  to  run  or  place 
bis  timbers  quite  through  fuch  defellive  party  walls,  in  order  to  pre - 
ferue  their  juft  lengths,  whereby  fire  may  be  more  readily  communi - 
' cated  from  houfe  to  houfe , contrary  to  the  intent  of  the  faid  all : 
and  whereas  the  workmen  appointed,  by  virtue  of  the  faid  recited  all, 
to  examine  party  walls,  are  often  equally  divided  in  opinion  about  the 
necejfity  of  pulling  down  and  rebuilding  Juch  party  walls,  whereby  a 
certificate  from  the  major  part  of  fuch  workmen , as  by  the  faid  re- 
cited all  is  required,  cannot  be  obtained,  and  the  purpofes  of  the  faid 
all,  in  many  inflames , have  been  evaded ; wherefore,  may  it  there- 
fore pleafe  your  moft  excellent  Majefty  that  it  may  be  enaefted  ;

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and  be  it  enafted  by  the  King’s  moft  excellent  majefty,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  confent  of  the  lords  fpiritual  and  temporal, 
and  commons,  in  this  prefent  parliament  aflembled,  and  by  the 
authority  of  the  fame.  That  fo  much  of  the  faid  recited  aft  as 
relates  to  party  walls  within  the  faid  city  and  liberty  of  IVejl- 
minfler , or  any  parifli,  precinft,  or  place,  comprifed  within  the 
weekly  bills  of  mortality,  or  within  the  feveral  parifhesof  Saint 
Mary  le  Bone  and  Paddington , or  within  the  parities  of  Chelfea , 
and  Saint  Pancras , or  either  of  them,  in  the  county  of  Aiiddk- 
fex  (except  the  city  of  London , and  the  liberties  thereof ; and  al- 
fo,  except  the  party  walls  of  houfes  on  the  river  of  Thames  be- 
low bridge)  fhall,  from  and  after  the  palling  of  this  prefent  aft, 
extend,  and  be  conflrued,  deemed,  and  taken  to  extend,  to  all 
cafes  whatfoever  within  the  faid  city  and  liberty  of  IVeJlminJier , 
and  the  feveral  parifhes,  precincts,  and  limits  aforefaid,  where 
it  is  or  (hall  be  neceflary  to  pull  down  and  rebuild  any  party 
wall,  whether  either  of  the  adjoining  houfes  {hall  or  (nail  not 
be,  or  require  to  be,  rebuilt,  or  new  built. 

II.  And  be  it  further  cnafted  by  the  authority  aforefaid, 
That  from  and  after  the  pafling  of  this  prefent  aft,  in  cafe  the 
major  part  of  the  workmen  appointed,  in  manner  by  the  faid 
recited  aft  prescribed,  to  view  the  party  wall  of  any  houfe  or 
houfes  within  the  faid  city  of  IVeJlminJier , and  the  feveral  pa- 
rifhes, precinfts,  and  limits  aforefaid,  intended  to  be  pulled 
down,  (half  not,  within  the  fpace  of  one  calendar  month  next 
after  fuch  appointment,  lign  a certificate  in  writing,  as  by  the 
faid  aft  is  required ; then,  and  in  every  fuch  cafe,  it  fhall  and 
may  be  lawful  to  and  for  any  two  or  more  of  his  Majefty’s  ju- 
ftices  of  the  peace  for  the  city  or  county,  refiding  within  or  near

by  the  ad  palled  in  the  feventh  year  of  the  reign  of  her  late  ma- 
jefty  Queen  Anne^  intituled.  An  aft  for  making  more  cjfeftual  an 
cfl  made  in  the  ftxth  year  of  her  faid  Majefiy s reign , for  the  better 
prroenting  of  mifchiefs  that  may  happen  by  fire  ; and  if  no  timbers, 
except  the  timbers  of  the  girders,  binding  joifts,  and  the  templets 
under  the  fame,  were  laid  into  the  party  walls  ; and  if  no  tim- 
bers of  the  roof  be  laid  into  fuch  party  walls  (except  the  purloins 
or  kerb  thereof)  and  if  the  ends  of  the  girders  or  binding  joifts, 
lying  within  the  faid  party  walls,  did  not  exceed  one  foot ; and 
if  none  of  the  ends  of  the  girders  or  binding  joifts,  in  adjoining 
houfes,  met,  or  were  laid  oppofite  to  each  other,  and  the  fides 
thereof  were  laid  at  leaft  fourteen  inches  diftantfrom  each  other ; 
and  if  there  fhould  be  nine  inches,  at  leaft,  of  folid  brick-work 
left  at  or  between  the  ends  of  all  lentils,  wall  plates,  and  bond 
timbers,  which  may  or  (hall  be  laid  in  or  upon  the  walls  of 
the  fore  and  back  fronts  of  all  houfes  which  (hall  adjoin  to  each 
other;  be  it  therefore  enaftedby  the  authority  aforefaid,  That 
all  party  walls  which,  from  and  after  the  expiration  of  three 
calendar  months  next  after  the  palling  of  this  aft,  (hall  be  erefted 
or  built  within  the  faid  city  or  liberty  of  IVefiminfier , and  the  pa- 
rses, precinfts,  and  limits  aforefaid,  {hall  be  two  bricks  and  an

tween the  owner  or  owners  of  any  houfe  or  houfes  already  pul- 
led down,  or  that  fhall  be  pulled  down  in  order  to  be  rebuilt, 
and  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  houfe  adjoining  on  either  fide 
to  fuch  houfe  or  houfes,  within  the  faid  city  or  liberty  of  JVeJl- 
minjier , and  the  parifhes,  precincffs,  and  limits  aforefaid,  con- 
cerning any  part  or  parts  thereof  intermixed  over  or  under  each

any  houfe  or  houfes  as  aforefaid,  to  examine  into  fuch  difpute 
or  controverfy,  and  afeertain  the  property,  and  fix  the  value, 
of  what  may  be  found  nccefiary  to  be  wanted  for  erecting  perpen- 
dicular party  walls  upon  the  old  foundations  as  aforefaid  ; and  for 
that  purpofe,  to  ifiue  their  order  to  the  fheriffs  or  bailiffs,  or 
other  proper  officer  of  the  city  or  county  wherein  any  fuch  difpute 
or  controverfy  hath,  arifen  or  fhall  arife,  to  fummon  a jury  to 
view  the  premifles,,  try  the  fadls,  and  fix  the  value  of  any  da- 
mages that  may  arife,  on  their  verdi<51;  and,  upon  fuch  verdieff, 
the  faid  juftices  fhall  and  may,  and  are  hereby  authorized  and 
required  to  make  fuch  order  or  orders  in  the  faid  premiffes  as 
they,  in  their  diferetions,  lhall  think  to  be  juft  and  reafonable; 
and  the  determinations  of  the  faid  juftices  fhall  be  final  and  con- 
clufive  to  all  parties,  without  any  appeal  from  the  fame. 

IX.  And,  for  the  better  preventing  mifchiefs  that  may  hap-

burnt  down,  demolilhed,  or  damnified  by  fire ; unlefs  the  party 
or  parties  claiming  fuch  infurance  money  (hall,  within  fixty  days 
next  after  fuch  claim  (hall  be  adjufted,  give  a fufficient  fecurity 
to  the  governors  or  directors  of  the  infurance  office  where  fuch 
houfe  or  houfes,  or  other  buildings,  are  infured,  that  the  fame 
infurance  money  (hall  be  fo  laid  out  and  expended  as  aforefaid ;

by  fuch  order  in  pur fuance  of  the  faid  aft,  direct:  and  whereas  tht 
benefit  intended  by  the  faid  aft  will  be  manifefily  extended , by  giving 
to,  and  vefiing  in,  the  proper  rejpeftivc  courts  of  the  duchy  of  Lan- 
cafter, and  the  courts  in  the  feveral  counties  palatine  of  Chefler,

eoajls , ports,,  bays,  rivers , and  places,  within  the  limits  of  the  /aid 
aft  deferibed , were  vejled  in  the  company  by  the  faid  aft  ejlablijbed , 
and  called  The  company  of  merchants  trading  to  Africa , and  their 
fucceffors,  to  the  intent  and  purpofe , that  the  faid  forts , fettlements , 
and  premiffes,  Jhould  be  employed  at  all  times  thereafter,  only  for  the 
protection,  encouragement,  and  defence , of  the  faid  trade : and  where- 
as the  fort  of  Senegal  and  its  dependencies  were,  by  the  late  treaty  of 
peace,  ceded  to  Great  Britain,  and  are  now  fubjeft  thereto : and 
whereas  it  would  be  of  advantage  to  Great  Britain,  and  to  the  trade 
to  Africa,  if  the  faid  fort  and  its  dependencies  were  alfo  vejled  in  the 
faid  company : may  it  therefore  pleafe  your  Majefty  that  it  may 
be  enalted  ; and  be  it  enalled  by  the  King’s  mod  excellent  ma- 
jefty, by  and  with  the  advice  and  confent  of  the  lords  fpiritual 
and  temporal,  and  commons,  in  this  prefent  parliament  aflem- 
bled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  fame,  That  from  and  after 
the  palling  of  this  all,  the  fort  of  Senegal,  and  its  dependencies, 
(hall  be,  and  the  fame,  and  every  part  thereof,  are  hereby  de- 
clared to  be,  veiled  in  the  company  of  merchants  trading  to 
Africa,  to  be  employed  at  all  times  hereafter  for  the  proteltion,

WHEREAS  the  fum  of  eighty  thoufand  pounds  has  been  Preamble. 

granted  to  his  Majefiy  for  defraying  the  charge  of  pay  and 
cloathing  for  the  militia , for  one  year , from  the  twenty  fifth  day  of 
March,  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  fixty  four : in  order  there- 
fore that  the  charge  of  pay  and  cloathing  for  fuch  militia  may 
be  duly  and  properly  defrayed  and  fatisfied ; be  it  enabled  by 
the  King’s  moft  excellent  majefty,  by  and  with  the  advice  ana 
confentof  the  lords  fpiritual  and  temporal,  and  commons,  in  this 
prefent  parliament  affembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  fame.

Where  the  militia  is  or  fhall  be  railed,  the  receiver  general  of  the  county

(he,  or  they  had  received  fuch  debenture  or  debentures,  and  the 
money  thereon  due  had  been  fully  fatisfied  and  paid. 

IV.  And  whereas,  the  money  refpeeftively  adjudged  to  the 
feveral  perfon  and  perfons,  bodies  politic  and  corporate,  are, 
taken  diftributely,  fo  minute  and  inconfiderable,  that  were  the 
fame  to  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  deputy  of  the  King’s  re- 
membrancer of  his  Majefty’s  court  of  Exchequer  at  IVcftminfter , 
to  be  difpofed  of,  fubjeft  to,  and  by  the  orders  and  direction  of 
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the  faid  court,  the  feveral  owners  and  proprietors  of  the  lands 
would  have  no  fatisfa&ion  for  the  fame  ; but  the  whole  or  greater 
part  of  the  money,  would  neceflarily  be  expended  in  difeharging 
the  fees  of  the  faid  court ; for  remedy  whereof,  be  it  further 
enabled.  That  the  feveral  fum  and  fums  of  money  due  and 
owing  to  any  Impropriator,  appropriator,  parfon,  or  vicar,  in 
right  of  his  church,  (hall,  and  lawfully  may  be  paid  into  the 
hands  of  fuch  impropriator,  appropriator,  parfon,  or  vicar;  and 
all  fum  and  fums  of  money  due  and  owing  to  any  body  or 
bodies  politic  or  corporate,  or  any  truftees  for  their  ufe,  (hall, 
and  lawfully  may  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  mayor,  bailiff, 
or  other  chief  officer  of  fuch  body  or  bodies  politic  or  corporate ; 
and  all  fuch  fum  or  fums  of  money  of  any  perfon  or  perfons 
whatfoever,  who  by  reafon  of  any  di (ability,  by  nonage,  or  un- 
der any  fettlement,  is  or  are  not  capable  by  law  to  take  and  dif- 
pofe  of  the  feveral  fums  which  (hall  be  due  and  payable  to  them 
as  aforefaid,  (hall,  and  lawfully  may  be  paid  into  the  hands  of 
the  guardians  of  fuch  infants,  or  the  truftees  under  fuch  fettle- 
ment,  for  the  ufe  of  fuch  body  or  bodies  politic  or  corporate, 
ecdefiaftical  and  civil,  and  the  refpe&ive  perfons  interefted  there- 
in as  aforefaid ; which  feveral  fums  of  money  fo  to  be  paid,  (hall 
by  fuch  impropriators,  appropriators,  parfons,  vicars,  mayors, 
bailiffs,  or  other  chief  officer,  of  any  body  politic  or  corporate, 
guardians  and  truftees,  be,  with  all  convenient  fpeed,  refpc<Stive- 
ly  hid  out  in  the  purchafe  of  other  lands,  tenements,  or  here- 
ditaments, in  places  moft  convenient  for  the  parties  interefted, 
their  heirs  and  fucceflors ; any  law,  ftatute,  or  cuftom,  to  the 
contrary  thereof  notwithftanding : and  the  eftate  or  eftates,  fo 
to  be  purchafed,  (hall  be  conveyed  and  fettled  to  the  fame  ufes, 
intents,  and  purpofes,  as  the  former  eftates  were  fettled,  at  fuch 
time  as  they  became  vefted  in  the  truftees  appointed  by  the  faid 
recited  a<5t ; and  that,  until  fuch  purchafes  can  be  made,  it  (hall 
and  may  be  lawful  for  fuch  impropriator,  appropriator,  parfon, 
vicar,  mayor,  bailiff,  or  other  chief  officer  of  fuch  body  politic 
or  corporate,  guardians  and  truftees,  to  place  fuch  monies  out 
at  intereft  on  parliamentary  funds,  or  other  good  fecurities,  de- 
claring the  truft  thereof  in  the  fame  manner,  as  the  eftate  or 
eftates,  fo  to  be  purchafed,  are  to  be  conveyed  and  fettled  ; and 
the  intereft  thereof  (hall,  from  time  to  time,  as  the  fame  (hall 
grow  due,  be  paid  to  the  feveral  and  refpe&ive  parties  who 
would  be  refpeeftively  intitled  to  the  rents  and  profits  of  the 
eftate  or  eftates,  fo  to  be  purchafed,  in  cafe  the  fame  were  pur- 
chafed.

An  aB  to  continue  an  aB  made  in  the  fifth  year  of  the  reign 
of  his  late  majefiy  King  George  the  Second , intituled , An 
aft  to  prevent  the  committing  of  frauds  by  bankrupts; 
and  for  extending  the  laws,  relating  to  hackney  coaches , to 
the  counties  of  Kent  and  Eflex. 

\JLf  H E R E A S the  law  hereafter  mentioned  hath , by  experience, 
* * been  found  ttfeful  and  beneficial , and  is  near  expiring',  may 
it  therefore  pleafe  your  Majefty,  that  it  may  be  enafted ; and  be 
it  enafted  by  the  King’s  moft  excellent  majefty,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  confent  of  the  lords  fpiritual  and  temporal,  and 
commons,  in  this  prefent  parliament  afiTembled,  and  by  the  au- 
thority of  the  fame.  That  an  aft  made  in  the  fifth  year  of  the 
reign  of  his  late  majefty  King  George  the  Second,  intituled,  An 
aft  to  prevent  the  committing  of  frauds  by  bankrupts , which  was  to 
continue  in  force  for  three  years  from  the  twenty  fourth  day  of 
June9  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  thirty  two,  and  from 
thence  to  the  end  of  the  then  next  fefifion  of  parliament;  and 
which,  by  feveral  fubfequent  afts,  made  in  the  ninth  and  fix- 
teenth  years  of  his  faid  Majefty’*  reign;  was  further  continued 
until  the  twenty  ninth  day  of  September , one  thoufand  feven 
hundred  and  fifty;  and  which,  by  another  aft  made  in  the 
twenty  fourth  year  of  his  faid  Majefty’s  reign,  was  amended, 
and  further  continued  until  the  firft  day  of  September , one  thou- 
fand feven  hundred  and  fifty  feven,  and  from  thence  to  the  end 
of  the  then  next  fefiion  of  parliament;  and  which,  by  another 
aft  made  in  the  thirty  firft  year  of  his  faid  Majefty’s  reign,  was 
further  continued  until  the  twenty  ninth  day  of  September , one 
thoufand  feven  hundred  and  fixty  four,  and  from  thence  to  the 
end  of  the  then  next  fefTion  of  parliament;  ihall  be,  and  the 
fame  is  hereby  further  continued  from  the  expiration  thereof, 
until  the  twenty  ninth  day  of  September , one  thoufand  feven 
hundred  and  feventy  one,  and  from  thence  to  the  end  of  the 
then  next  fefiion  of  parliament. 

H.  And  whereas  by  the  feveral  laws  now  in  being,  for  licen- 
fing  and  regulating  the  owners  and  drivers  of  hackney  coaches 
within  tiie  cities  of  London  and  Wefiminfler,  and  the  fuburbs 
thereof,  and  the  parifhes  and  places  cqmprized  within  the  week* 
ly  bills  of  mortality,  the  faid  drivers  are  fubjefted  to  certain  pe- 
nalties and  punifhments  for  exaftions  or  miibchaviour,  but  the 
cognizance  thereof  is,  by  the  faid  laws,  configned  to  the  com- 
millioners  for  licenfing  the  faid  coaches,  the  aldcrmcn<>f  London, 
and  the  juftices  of  the  peace  for  the  city  of  IVefiminJler , and 
the  counties  of  Middlefex  and  Surrey  (into  which  counties  the 
limits  comprized  within  the  faid  bills  of  mortality  do  in  part 
extend:)  and  whereas  the  counties  of  EJfex  and  Kent  lie  but  at 
a fmall  diftance  from  the  city  of  London , and  the  laid  Hcenfed 
fcackuey  coaches  often  travel  into  thofc  counties  through  a 
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part  of  the  faid  county  of  Middbfex  or  Surrey , but  the  drivers 
thereof  are  fubjeft  to  no  jurifdi&ion  of  the  juftices  of  the  peace 
after  they  pafs  the  faid  counties  of  Middlefex  or  Surrey ; be  it 
therefore  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforefaid,  That  from  Juftices  for  the 
and  after  the  firft  day  of  May,  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  dEir 

hxty  four,  every  juftice  or  juftices  of  the  peace  of  or  for  the  ^£0arized 
counties  of  Kent  and  EJfex  (hall  have  the  fame  power  and  au-  put  the  laws 
thority,  within  his  or  their  refpe<ftivc  jurifdidhon  or  jurifdidtions,  relating  to 
to  put  the  faid  laws,  or  any  of  them,  in  execution  againft  thch^nqr 
drivers  of  the  faid  licenfed  hackney  coaches,  for  any  offence 
committed  againft  the  faid  laws,  or  any  of  them,  to  all  intents  within  their 
and  purpofes,  as  the  faid  commifiioners,  aldermen,  and  juftices  refpeftive  ju- 
of  London,  Weftmnfter , Middlefex , and  Surrey , now  have  by  law,  rifdittions.

CAP.  XXXVII. 

An  aC?  for  the  Utter  eftablifoing  a manufactory  of  cambricks 
and  lawns,  or  goods  of  the  kind  ufually  known  under  tbofe 
denominations , now  carrying  on  at  Winchelfea,  in  the 
county  of  SufTex-,  and  for  improving,  regulating,  and  ex* 
tending  the  manufacture  of  cambricks  and  lawns , or  goods 
of  the  kind  ufually  known  under  tbofe  denominations,  in  that 
part  of  Great  Britain  called  England. 

WHERE  A S the  eftablifhing  a manufacture  of  linens  in  Eng- 
land,  of  the  kind  ufally  known  under  the  denomination  of 
cambricks  and  French  lawns , will  be  of  great  utility  to  this  kingdom , 
as  well  by  the  employment  of  a great  number  of  poor,  as  by  prevent- 
ing the  illegal  importation  of  foreign  cambricks  and  French  lawns; 
and  whereas  a manufaClury  of  cambricks  and  lawns  hath  been  already 
fit  up  at  Winchelfca  in  the  county  of  SufTex,  and  large  quantities  of 
fueh  goods  have  been  made  there,,  and  may  be  made  in  other  parts  of 
this  kingdom , equal , if  not  fuperior,  in  quality  to  thofe  made  in  fo-  .. 
reign  parts ; and  many  per fons  are  defir ous  of  fubferibing  large  Jums  4 
towards  the  fupport  and  extenfion  of  the  faid  manufaClury  ( for  the 
effectual  carrying  on  of  which  a large  fund  will  be  necejfary)  but  are 
apprehenfjve  that  difficulties  may  arife , as  well  in  recovering  debts 
which  may  grow  due  to  the  proprietors  of  the  faid  manufaClury , as 
in  defending  fuits  or  actions  which  may  be  brought  or  commenced  a- 
ga in  ft  them,  for  any  matter  or  thing  relative  thereto , as,  by  law , all 
the  fever al  proprietors  or  fubferibers  to  the  faid  manufaClury  mu  ft, 
in  fueh  cafes  buth  fue  and  be  fued,  implead  and  be  impleaded , by  their 
feveral  and  dijlinCl  names  and  defcriptions ; and  therefore , for  the 
more  eafily  carrying  on  the  manufacture,  and  avoiding  the  difficulties 
aforefaid,  are  defirous  of  being  incorporated  and  having  a common  feal 
and  name  by  which  they  may  fue  and  be  fued ; and  many  perfons  are 
defirous  of  fubferibing  large  Jums  thereto , but  are  deterred  from  fo 
doing , left  they  may  thereby  become  liable,  in  cafe  the  faid  manufaClury 
jhould  not  be  fuccefsful,  to  pay  large  fums  of  money  over  and  above 
the  fums  by  them  fulferibed , to  make  good  the  debts  to  be  incurred 
there  from\  and  many  perfons  who  are  not  now  liable  to  become  bankrupts, 
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within  the  intent  and  meaning  of  any  of  the  laws  now  in  force  con- 
cerning bankrupts  are  likewife  fearful  of  fubferibing  money  to  carry 
on  the  faid  manufacture,  as,  by  becoming  Jubfcribers  to  and  part  own- 
ers thereof  \ they  may  be  liable  to  have  commijfions  of  bankrupt  iffued 
againjl  them  as  traders:  and  whereas  fome  doubts  have  arifen , whe- 
ther fuch  cambricks  and  lawns , fo  made  and  fabricated  in  England, 
can,  confident  with  the  laws  now  in  being  relating  to  cambricks  and 
French  lawns , be  legally  fold,  difpofed  of,  and  ufed  in  Great  Britain; 
may  it  therefore  pleafe  your  Majefty  that  it  may  be  enabled ; 
and  be  it  enadted  by  the  King's  moft  excellent  majefty,  by  and 
with  the  advice  ana  confent  of  the  lords  fpiritual  and  temporal, 
and  commons,  in  this  prefent  parliament  aflembled,  and  by  the 
authority  of  the  fame.  That  it  (hall  and  may  be  lawful  to  and 
for  any  perfon  or  perfons  whomfoever,  to  make  and  vend,  or 
caufeto  be  made  and  vended,  all  fuch  linen  goods  called  Cambricks 
or  Lawns , or  goods  of  the  kind  ufually  known  by  or  under  either 
of  thofe  denominations,  as  (hall  be  made  in  this  kingdom,  and 
damped  in  the  manner  herein  after  diredled;  and  that  fuch 
lawns  or  cambricks,  or  other  fuch  like  goods  fo  made  and  (lamp- 
ed, may  be  expofed  to  fale,  and  worn  by  any  perfon  or  perfons 
in  this  kingdom ; any  law,  ufage,  or  cuftom,  to  the  contrary 
notwithftanding. 

II.  And  whereas  the  foie  right  and  prerogative  of  granting 
charters  of  incorporation  (not  being  fuch  as  are  repugnant  to 
any  law  or  ftatute  of  this  kingdom)  doth  belong  to  your  Majefty; 
be  it  therefore  enabled  by  the  authority  aforelaid.  That  it  (hall 
and  may  be  lawful  to  and  for  his  Majefty,  his  heirs,  and  fuccef- 
fors,  by  one  charter,  indenture,  or  letters  patent,  under  the 
great  feal  of  Great  Britain , to  declare  and  grant,  That  the  right 
honourable  the  earl  Vcrrny  in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland , the  right 
honourable  Charles  Townjbend,  Sir  George  Colebrooke  baronet,  Sir 
Lawrence  Dundas  baronet,  Arnold  Nefbitt  efquire.  Peregrine  Gift 
efquire,  George  Prefcott  efquire,  Barlow  Trecothick  efquire,  Gilbert 
Heathcote  efquire,  Mofes  Franks  efquire,  mafter  Edward  Bridge, 
mafter  Benjamin  Barnett , mafter  IVilliam  Grace,  mafter  Thomas 
Bidwell , and  every  other  perfon  or  perfons  who  (hall  hereafter, 
cither  in  their  own  right,  or  as  executors,  adminiftrators,  fuc- 
ceflors,  or  aftigns,  in  right  of  any  other  perfon  or  perfons,  be- 
come proprietors  of,  or  interefted  in,  any  part  or  (hare  of  the 
joint  capital  (lock  or  fund  herein  after  mentioned,  fhall  be  one 
diftindt  and  feparate  body  politick  and  corporate,  in  deed  and

An  aft  for  the  importation  of  falted  beef  ’,  pork , bacon,  and 
butter , from  Ireland,  for  a limited  time . 

WHEREAS  tke  permitting  the  importation  of  falted  beef, 

pork,  bacon,  and  butter,  into  the  kingdom  of  Great  Britain,  Preamble. 
from  Ireland,  for  a limited  time,  may,  at  this  time,  be  a great  ad- 
vantage to  both  kingdoms  \ be  it  therefore  enabled  by  the  King’s 
mod  excellent  majefty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  confent  of 
the  lords  fpiritual  and  temporal,  and  commons,  in  this  prefent 
parliament  aflembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  fame,  That  The  importa- 
the  importation  of  all  falted  beef,  pork,  bacon,  and  butter,  into  t,on  .°f  kited 
the  kingdom  of  Great  Britain,  from  Ireland,  fhall  be,  and  is  from*" 
hereby  permitted,  allowed,  and  authorized,  for  and  during  the  Ireland  for  i» 
term  of  twelve  months  from  the  commencement  of  this  adl ; monthsj 
and  that  all  perfons  fhall  be,  and  are  hereby  exempted,  freed,

WHEREAS  it  may  be  neceflary  for  the  fafety  of  this  king- 
dom , and  the  defence  of  the  pcjfcflions  of  the  crown  of  Great 
Britain,  that  a body  of  marine  forces  Jhould  be  employed  in  his  Ma - * 

jefly's  fleet  and  naval  frvice , under  the  direction  of  the  lord  high 
admiral,  or  commiflioners  for  executing  the  office  of  lord  high  admira *

of  Great  Britain  ; and  whereas  the  Jaid  marine  forces  may  frequent- 
ly be  quartered  on  /bore , where  they  will  not  be  fubjeft  to  the  laws  relat- 
ing to  the  government  of  his  Majejlys  forces  by  fea  ; yet  neverthe!efs> 
it  being  requifite  for  the  retaining  of  fuch  forces  in  their  dutyy  that 
an  exaft  difctpline  be  obferved , and  that  marines  who  /hall  mutiny , or 
Jlir  up  j 'edition , or  /ball  defer t his  - Majejly's  fervice , be  brought  to 
a more  exemplary  and  fpeedy  puni/hment  than  the  law  will  allow  j be 
it  enabled,  &c.

Paymafter  to  pay  the  full  pay  of  fuch  men  to  the 
receiver.  Conftables,  Sec.  to  quarter  officers  and  men  in  inns,  ale-houfes, 
£tc.  But  in  no  diftillers  houfes,  or  ftiopkeepers,  or  in  any  private  houfes.

An  aft  for  punijhing  mutiny  and  defertion  •,  and  for  the  bet- 
ter payment  of  the  army  and  their  quarters. 

WHEREAS  the  raifng.  or  keeping  a flanding  army  within 

this  kingdom , in  time  of  peace , unlefs  it  be  with  con-  ream  e* 
fent  of  parliament,  is  againjl  law:  and  whereas  it  is  judged  necef- 
fary  by  his  Majejly , and  this  prefent  parliament , that  a body  of  forces 
Jhould  be  continued  for  the  fafety  of  this  kingdom , the  defence  of  the 
pojfejfions  of  the  crown  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  prefervation  of  the 
balance  of  power  in  Europe,  and  that  the  whole  number  of  fuch  forces  dumber  of 
Jhould  con fft  of  f event een  thoufand  four  hundred  and  twenty  one  cjfec - forces  17,421 
tive  men , including  two  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  twenty  eight , in-  including 
valids : and  whereas , during  the  late  juft  and  necejfary  war  in  which  hivalid* 
his  Majejly  has  been  engaged  againjl  France  and  Spain,  fome  part  of 
his  Majejly' s forces , exceeding  the  number  afore] aid,  has  been  em- 

Sed  in  diftant  parts  beyond  the  feas,  which  mujl  render  the  time 
•n  fuch  forces  may  return  home  uncertain ; fome  of  which  are  in- 
tendedto  be  broke,  and  others  reduced,  as  foon  after  fuch  arrival  as 
conveniently  may  be : and  zuhereas  no  man  can  be  forejudged  of  life 
or  limb,  or  fubjefled  in  time  of  peace  to  any  kind  of  punifhment 
within  this  realm,  by  martial  law , or  in  any  other  manner  than  by  the 
judgement  of  his  peers,  and  according  to  the  known  and  iftablifhed 
laws  of  this  realm  ; yet  ncverthelefs,  it  being  requijite  for  the  retain- 
ing all  the  before-mentioned  forces  in  their  duty,  that  an  exact  difei - 
pline  be  obferved,  and  that  J'oldiers  who  Jhall  mutiny,  or  Jlir  up  fe- 
dition,  or  Jhall  defert  his  Majejly  s ftrvice  within  this  realm,  or  the 
kingdom  of  Ireland,  Jerfey,  Guernfey,  Alderney,  and  Sark,  or 
the  iflands  thereto  belonging , be  brought  to  a more  exemplary  and 
jpeedy  puni foment  than  the  ufual  forms  of  the  law  will  allow ; be  it 
therefore  enadted,  &c.

and  mitffary,  that  provifion  be  made  for  raifing  a further  revenue 
'within your  Majejly  s dominions  in  America,  towards  defraying  the 
faid  expences : we,  your  Majefty’s  moft  dutiful  and  loyal  fubjedts, 
the  commons  of  Great  Britain  in  parliament  aflembled,  have 
therefore  refolved  to  give  and  grant  unto  your  Majefty  the  feve- 
tai rates  and  duties  herein  after  mentioned;  and  do  moft  humbly 
beleech  your  Majefty  that  it  may  be  enadfed,  and  be  it  enadted 
by  the  King’s  moft  excellent  majefty,  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  confent  of  the  lords  fpiritual  and  temporal,  and  commons, 
in  this  prefent  parliament  aflembled,  and  by  the  authority  of 
the  fame,  That  from  and  after  the  firft  day  of  November , one 
thoufand  feven  hundred  and  fixty  five,  there  fhall  be  raifed,  le- 
vied, colledted,  and  paid  unto  bis  Majefty,  his  heirs,  and  fuc- 
cefTors,  throughout  the  colonies  and  plantations  in  America 
which  now  are,  or  hereafter  may  be,  under  the  dominion  of  his 
Majefty,  his  heirs  and  fucceflors.

WH  E R E A S an  aft  was  made  in  the  fecond  year  of  his  prefent 
Majejly's  reign , intituled , An  a&  for  paving,  cleanfing, 
and  lighting,  the  fquares,  ftreets,  3nd  lanes,  within  the  city 
and  liberty  of  iVeJlminfter ; the  parifhcs  of  Saint  Giles  in  the 
Fields , Saint  George  the  Martyr , Saint  George  Bloomfbury , that  part 
of  the  parirti  of  Saint  Andrew's  Holbourn  which  lies  in  the  coun- 
ty of  Middlefex , the  feveral  liberties  of  the  Rolls  and  Savoy , and 
that  part  of  the  duchy  of  Lancafler  which  lies  in  the  county  of 
Middlefex , and  for  preventing  annoyances  therein,  and  for  other 
purpofes  therein  mentioned  : and  whereas  an  aft  was  made  in  the 
third  year  of  his  prefent  Majejly's  reign , to  explain , amende  and 
render  more  effeftual,  the  faid  former  aft : and  whereas  an  aft  was 
mode  the  laji  fejfton  of  parliament , to  explain , amende  and  render 
more  effectual,  the  faid  two  former  afts : and  whereas  great  progrefs 
bos  been  made  in  executing  and  performing  the  feveral  powers  and

An  aft  for  the  mors  effectual  prefervation  jijh  in  fijh  ponds 
and  others  waters ; and  conies  in  warrens  ; and  for  pre- 
venting the  damage  done  to  fea  banks , within  the  county  of 
Lincoln,  by  the  breeding  conies  therein . 

WHEREAS  the  feveral  laws  in  being  for  the  prefervation 
of  the  fijb  in  river s,  ponds , pools , moats,  flews , and  ether 
waters , are  by  experience  found  to  be  ineffectual  to  deter  divers  loofe , 
idle , and  diforderly  perfons , from  Jlealing , taking  away , or  dcjlr ey- 
ing, the  fijh  therein  bred  and  preferved ; may  it  therefore  pleafe 
your  molt  excellent  Majefty,  that  it  may  be  enacted ; and  be  it 
enadted  by  the  King’s  moft  excellent  majefty,  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  confent  of  the  lords  fpiritual  and  temporal  and  com- 
mons, in  this  prefent  parliament  affembled,  and  by  the  autho- 
rity of  the  fame.  That  in  cafe  any  perfon  or  perfons  from  and 
after  the  firft  day  of  June,  one  thou fand  feven  hundred  and  fix- 
ty  five,  (hall  enter  into  any  park  or  paddock  fenced  in  and  in- 
clofed,  or  into  any  garden,  orchard,  or  yard,  adjoining  or  be- 
longing to  any  dwelling-houfe,  in  or  through  which  park  or 
paddock,  garden,  orchard,  or  yard,  any  river  or  ftream  of  water 
(hall  run  or  be,  or  wherein  (hall  be  any  river,  ftream,  pond, 
pool,  moat,  ftew,  or  other  water,  and  by  any  ways,  means,  or 
device  whatfoever,  fhall  fteal,  take,  kill,  or  deftroy,  arty  filh 
bred,  kept,  or  preferved,  in  any  fuch  river  or  ftream,  pond, 
pool,  moat,  ftew,  or  other  water  aforefaid,  without  the  confent 
of  the  owner  or  owners  thereof;  or  (hall  be  aiding  or  affifting 
in  the  ftealing,  taking,  killing,  or  deftroying,  any  fuch  filh  as 
aforefaid ; or  (hall  receive  or  buy  any  fuch  filh  knowing  the  fame 
to  be  fo  ftolen  or  taken  as  aforefaid  ; and  being  thereof  indi<5ied 
within  fix  calendar  months  next  after  fuch  offence  or  offences

was  to  continue  in  force  jrorn  the  firjl  day  of  Auguft,  one  thoufani 
feven  hundred  and  fifty  eighty  for  the  fpace  of  fourteen  years , and 
from  thence  to  the  end  of  the  then  next  fejfton  bf  parliament : and 
whereas  the  cultivation  of  madder , from  the  fitting  to  its  being  ft 
for  ufe , requires  Jo  long  a time , and  the  buildings , mills,  and  other 
requifites  necejfary  to  be  provided  and  maintained  for  manufacturing 
it,  are  fo  expenfive,  that  many  people  may  be  unwilling  to  begin  tht 
culture  of  it  during  the  fubjifting  term  of  the  faid  aft : and  whereas 
the  price  of  foreign  madder  is  of  late  greatly  raifed,  and  the  fame 
docs  not  come  info  the  ccnfumcrs  hands  fo  good  as  it  may  be  manufac- 
tured here , be  it  therefore  enafted  by'the  King’s  moft  excellent 
majefty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  confent  of  the  lords  fpiritual 
and  temporal,  and  commons,  in  this  prefent  parliament  aflem* 
bled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  fame.

p K1  „'\X7'HEREAS  by  virtue  of  an  aft  of  parliament,  made  in  the 
citing  claufes  VV  twenty  third  year  of  the  reign  of  his  late  majefiy  King  George 
in  aft  *3  the  Second,  intituled.  An  ad  for  the  encouragement  of  the  Britijh 
Geo.  ».  white  herring  fifhery,  his  faid  late  Majefiy  did,  by  letters  patent  un- 
der the  great  feal  of  Great  Britain,  incorporate  f undry  perfons  by  the 
name  of  Tfte  Society  of  the  free  Britijh  fifhery,  for  the  purpofe  of 
carrying  on  and  improving  the  Britifh  white  herring  fijheries : and  by 
the  faid  aft  the  faid  fociety  were  impowered,  by  a voluntary  fubferip  • 
tion,  to  raife  the  fum  of  five  hundred  thoufand  pounds,  to  be  their  ca- 
pital flock  ; and  as  an  encouragement  to  fuch  perfons  as  Jhould  become 
fubferibers  thereto,  the  fum  of  three  pounds  by  the  year,  for  each  hun- 
dred pounds  which  Jhould  be  aftually  employed  in  the  faid  fijheries,  a»d 
proportionabiy  for  ary  greater  or  lejfer  fum,  was  direfted  to  be  paid 
to  the  proprietors  of  the  faid  flock,  for  and  during  the  fpace  of  four- 
teen years  from  the  date  of  the  faid  charter,  by  the  receiver  generals/ 
his  Majefiy* s cufioms , by  equal  half  yearly  payments ; provided  tbt 
faid  fociety  Jhould  employ  the  fum  of  one  hundred  thoufand  pounds  at

Moft  gracious  Sovereign, 

WE,  your  Majeftys  moft  dutiful  and  loyal fubj edit  the  commons 
of  Great  Britain,  in  parliament  afjcmbled,  have  taken  into 
our  ferious  confederation  the  prefent  Jlate  of  the  debt  of  your  Majifejs 
navy  ; and  being  defer ous  to  make  feme  previfion  towards  fatisfaft’m 
thereof have  refolved , that  all  perfons  inter efled  in,  or  infilled  unto, 
any  bill  or  bills  payable  in  the  courfe  of  the  navy  or  victualling  offices, 
or  for  tranfport  s,  which  were  made  out  on  or  before  the  thirtieth  day

Moft  gracious  Sovereign, 

WHEREAS  the  fecurity  and  improvement  of  correfpondence^ 

throughout  your  Majeffs  dominions , is  a matter  of  great  Preamble. 
concernment , and  highly  nectjfary  for  the  prefervation  and  extenfion 
of  trade  and  commerce : and  whereas  by  an  a5t  made  in  the  ninth  year 
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of  the  reign  of  her  late  majefly  ghieett  Anne,  feveral  rates  are  fet- 
tled for  the  port  and  conveyance  of  letters  and  packets  pajfmg  to  and 
from  the  feveral  parts  of  the  Britilh  dominions  in  Europe  and  A- 
merica ; arid  whereas  by  the  bicreafe  of  trade  and  commerce  fince  the 
pajfmg  of  the  faid  aft,  and  by  the  vafl  accejfion  of  territory  gained 
by  the  late  treaty  of  peace,  feveral  communications  are  opened , and 
new  pojls  have  been  or  may  be  ejlablijhed  to  and  from  the  feveral  parts 
of  your  Majefly* s dominions  in  America,  for  which  the  rates  of  pofl- 
age  cannot , under  the  prefent  law,  be  properly  ascertained:  and 
whereas  the  prefent  rates  of  pojlage  may  in  fome  parts  be  reduced , 
and  the  revenue  neverthelejs  may  hereafter  be  improved,  by  means  of 
a more  extenfive  circulation  : we  your  Majefty’s  mod  dutiful  and 
loyal  fubje£ts,  the  commons  of  Great  Britain  in  parliament  af- 
fembled,  do  tnoft  humbly  befeech  your  Majefty  that  it  may  be 
enaefted ; and  be  it  enabled  by  the  King’s  moft  excellent  maje- 
fty, by  and  with  the  advice  and  confent  of  the  lords  fpiritual  and

fice for  all  her  Majefly* s dominions , and  for  fettling  a weekly  fum 
out  of  the  revenues  thereof  for  the  fervice  of  the  war , and  other  her 
Majefly' s occaflons , as  eftablifhes  certain  rates  or  fums  for  the  port 
or  conveyance  of  letters  and  packets  pafling  between  London 
and  the  Britiflj  dominions  in  America,  and  between  any  places 
within  the  faid  dominions,  (hall,  from  and  after  the  tenth  day 
of  Oftober,  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  fixty  five,  be,  and 
is  hereby,  repealed.

And  be  it  further  enaCted  and  declared  by  the  autho- 
rity aforefaid,  That  all  letters  and  packets  whatfoever,  which 
(hall  or  may  be  brought,  by  the  inland  or  foreign  poft,  to  the 
general  poft  office  in  London , directed  to  any  perfon  or  perfons 
at  any  place  or  places  beyond  the  delivery  of  the  inland  or  fo- 
reign departments  of  the. general  poft  office  refpeCtively,  and

{hall  be  conveyed  and  delivered  by  the  faid  penny  poft  office; 
and  that  it  {hall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  meflengeror  perfon, 
carrying  or  tranfmitting  fuch  letters  or  packets,  to  demand  and 
take  for  the  carriage  and  delivery  of  the  fame,  one  penny,  and 
no  more,  over  and  above  the  rates  of  poftage  which  ftiall  have 
become  due,  for  the  port  or  conveyance  of  fuch  letters  or 
packets  to  the  general  poft  office.

fice, or  ftiall  be  paffing  by  the  faid  carriage  called  The  Penny  Poft, 
into  the  faid  general  poft  office.

**  TX7HEREAS  his  late  majefty  King  Henry  the  Fourth,  Preamble. 

VV  by  his  letters  patent  under  the  great  feal  of  England , 
bearing  date  at  JVeJlminJler  the  lixth  day  of  April , in  the  feventh 
year  or  his  reign,. did  grant  to  Sir  John  de  Stanley  knight,  the 
ifland,  caftle,  pele,  and  lordfhip,  of  Man , and  all  the  iflands  and 
lordfhips  to  the  faid  ifland  of  Man  appertaining,  which  did  not 
exceed  the  value  of  four  hundred  pounds  by  the  year  ; to  have 
and  to  hold  to  the  faid  John  and  his  heirs  and  afligns,  all  the 
iflands,  caftle,  pele,  and  lordfhip  aforefaid,  together  with  the 
royalties,  regalities,  franchifes,  liberties,  fea  ports,  and  all 
things  to  port  reafonably  and  duly  belonging,  homages,  feal- 
ties, wards,  marriages,  reliefs,  efeheats,  forfeitures,  waifs,  e- 
ftrays,  courts  baron,  views  of  frankpledge,  lcets,  hundreds,

Kings  of  England,  two  falcons  on  the  days  of 
their  coronations,  inftead  of  all  other  fervices,  cuftoms,  and 
demands,  as  freely,  fully,  and  entirely,  as  Sir  William  le  Scrope, 
deceafed,  in  the  faid  letters  patent  named,  or  any  other  lord  of 
the  faid  ifland,  was  ever,  in  former  times,  in  the  beft  and  freed 
manner  accuftomed  to  have  and  hold  thofe  iflands,  caftle,  pele, 
and  lordfhip,  with  the  appurtenances,  together  with  all  other  the

houfes,  by  force  and  virtue  of  an  ad  for  that  purpofe  made  in 
the  twenty  feventh  year  of  the  reign  of  his  late  majefty  King 
Henry  the  Eighth,  diflolved,  and  vefted  in  his  faid  Majefty,  his 
heirs  and  fucceflors : and  whereas  by  an  ad  of  parliament  made 
^ the  thirty  third  year  of  the  reign  of  his  faid  late  King  Henry 
the  Eighth,  for  dirfevering  the  bilhoprick  of  Cbcjiery  ana  of  the 
JJle  of  Many  from  the  jurifdi&ion  of  Canterbury  to  the  jurifdic- 
tion  of  York,  it  was  enaded,  That  the  bilhoprick  and  diocefeof 
Many  in  the  IJle  of  Many  {hould  be  annexed,  adjoined,  and  u- 
nited,  to  the  province  and  metropolitical  jurifdid.on  of  fork,  in 
all  points,  and  to  all  purpofes  and  effeds,  as  the  bilhoprick  of 
Chefler  was  annexed,  adjoined,  and  united,  to  the  fame : and 
whereas  on  the  death  of  Fcrdinando  earl  of  Derby , coufm  and 
heir  male  of  the  body  of  the  faid  Sir  John  de  Stanleyy  which  hap- 
pened in  or  about  the  thirty  fixth  year  of  the  reign  of  her  late 
majefty  Queen  Elizabeth,  acontroverfy  arofe  concerning  the  in- 
heritance of  the  faid  iflands,  caftle,  pele,  and  lord  (hip,  with  the 
appurenances,  between  the  daughters  and  coheirs  of  the  hid 
Ferdinando  earl  of  Derby  on  the  one  part,  and  IVilliam  earl  of 
Derby  his  furviving  brother  on  the  other  part ; which  contra* 
verfy  was,  by  her  faid  Majefty’s  command,  referred  to  the  lord 
keeper  of  the  great  feal,  and  others  of  her  Majefty’s  privy  coun- 
cil, together  with  the  chief  juftices  of  the  courts  of  Queens 
Bench  and  Common  PleaSy  and  the  chief  baron  of  the  court  of  Ex* 
chequer ; and  till  the  faid  controverfy,  and  certain  other  doubis 
which  arofe  on  the  faid  letters  patent,  (hould  be  determined,  ti*

ther  conftdcrations,  demife,  leafe,  and  to  farm-lett,  to  the  faid 
Sir  Thomas  Leighe  knight,  and  Thomas  Spcncery  all  thofe  houfe, 
feites,  circuits,  and  prccinds,  formerly  the  monaftry  and  priory 
of  Rujbing  and  Douglas , and  the  Fryers  Minor Sy  commonly  ail- 
ed the  Grey  Fryers  of  B ryniaketiy  otherwife  Byrnaken,  with  a5 
their  appurtenances  in  his  illand  of  Many  and  all  thofe  his 
re^ories  and  churches  of  Kirkecriflm  Skclding  and  Kirklovan,  w’w 
their  appurtenances  in  his  faid  ifland  of  Alan,  formerly  belon:* 
ing  to  the  monaftry  of  Rujhing  aforefaid,  and  being  parcel  of  the 
pofiellions  thereof,  thentofore  ufually  lett  at  the  annual  rent  of 
one  hundred  and  one  pounds,  fifteen  (hillings,  and  eleven  pence; 
• except,  and  always  referved  to  his  Majefty,  his  heirs,  and  fuc- 
ceflors,  all  and  all  manner  of  woods,  underwoods,  wardlhip5. 
man  iages,  mines,  and  quarries,  belonging  to  the  premilTes ; to 
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be  had  and  holden  to  the  faid  Sir  Thomas  Leigh e>  and  Thomas 
Spencer , their  executors  and  afligns,  for  the  term  of  forty  years

to  be  by  them  received,  without  any  account  for  the  fame : and 
whereas  his  faid  late  majefty  King  James  the  Firft,  by  certain  o- 
ther  letters  patent  under  the  great  feal  of  England , bearing  date 
at  IVeJlminJler  the  fecond  day  of  May  in  the  eighth  year  of  his 
reign,  did  give  and  grant  to  the  faid  William  earl  of  Derby  and 
Elizabeth  his  wife,  and  the  heirs  of  the  faid  William,  all  thofe 
houfes,  feites,  circuits,  and  precindts,  formerly  the  monaftry 
and  priory  of  Rujhing  and  Douglas , and  the  fryers  minors  com- 
monly called  The  Grey  Fryers  of  Brymaken,  otherwife  Bymaken , 
with  all  their  appurtenances  in  the  IJland  of  Man,  and  all  thofe 
his  reeftories  and  churches  of  Kirkecrijl  in  Shelding  and  Kirklovan 
with  their  appurtenances  in  the  faid  Ifland  of  Man , formerly  be- 
longing to  the  monaftry  of  Rujhing  at'orefaid,  and  being  parcel  of 
the  pofleflions  thereof,  by  a particular  thereof  extending  to  the 
clear  annual  rent  or  value  of  one  hundred  and  one  pounds, 
fifteen  Ihillings,  and  eleven  pence,  over  and  above  certain  other 
payments  in  the  faid  letters  patent  mentioned  ifluing  thereout, 
and  amounting  in  the  whole  to  twenty  one  pounds,  feventeen 
fhillings,  and  all  and  fingular  his  monafteri.es,  abbies,  granges, 
lands,  tithes,  tenements,  and  hereditaments  whatfoever,  with 
all  and  fingular  their  rights,  members,  aud  appurtenances,  in  the 
faid  IJland  of  Man , and  all  mefluages,  mills,  houfes,  edifices, 
buildings,  barns,  ftables,  dovehoufes,  orchards,  fruiteries,  gar- 
dens, lands,  tenements,  tofts,  cottages,  pools,  fifhponds,  mea- 
dows, feeding  paftures,  heaths,  moors,  marfhes,  ways,  void 
grounds,  roads,  paths,  eafements,  woods,  underwoods,  coppice 
woods,  woodlands,  trees,  fruits,  profits,  commodities,  ftreams, 
banks,  rivulets,  watercourfes,  aquedudls,  pifearies,  fifhings, 
rents,  avenues,  and  fervices,  tithes  of  corn  in  iheaf,  corn  in 
blade,  grain,  a«d  hay,  and  all  other  tithes  whatfoever  as  well 
great  as  fmall,  oblations,  obventiorvs,  hawkings,  huntings. 
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frankfolds,  turbaries,  fuits,  fokes,  multures,  warrens,  mines, 
quarries,  rents  and  fervices  as  well  of  free  as  of  cuftomary  tenants, 
rent  charges,  rents  feck,  and  rer*s  and  fervices  referved  upon 
any  demiies,  or  grants  of  the  premises,  or  any  parcel  thereof, 
works  of  tenants,  annual  farm  rents,  fee  farms,  cuftoms,  an- 
nuities, knights  fees,  wards,  marriages,  efcheats,  reliefs,  aids, 
heriots,  fines,  amerciaments,  courts  leets,  views  of  frankpledge, 
perquifites  and  profits  of  courts  and  leets,  and  all  that  to  courts 
leet  or  view  of  frankpledge  belonged,  or  thereafter  could  or 
ought  to  belong,  waifs,  goods  and  chattels  of  petty  traitors,  fe- 
lons, fugitives,  perfons  outlawed,  attainted,  condemned,  and  put 
in  exigent,  and  of  thofe  who  being  indidled  of  any  petty  treafon, 
murder,  or  felony,  (hall  (land  obftinately  mute,  or  will  not  an- 
fwer  directly  and  juftify  themfelves  according  to  the  law  and 
cuftom  of  England , and  of  all  perfons  convidled  or  attainted,  e- 
ftrays,  deodands,  villeins  and  naifs  with  their  iflue,  eftovers  and 
commons  of  eftovers,  fairs,  markets,  ftallages,  tolls,  duties,  im- 
ports, rights,  jurifdidtions,  franchifes,  liberties,  cuftoms,  privi- 
leges, profits,  commodities,  advantages,  emoluments,  and  here- 
ditaments, with  all  and  Angular  their  rights,  members,  and  ap- 
purtenances, within  the  faid  JJland  of  Man , to  the  faid  monafte- 
ries  and  priories  of  Rujhing  and  Dowglafs , and  the  fryers  minors 
of  Brymaken , otherwife  Bymakeny  and  redlories  and  churches  of 
Kirkecrijl  in  Shelding , and  Kirklovany  and  other  the  premises 
therein  before  given  and  granted,  or  to  any  parcel  thereof,  be- 
longing, appertaining,  incident,  or  appendant,  and  thereverfion 
and  reverfions  of  the  fame  expectant  on  any  grant  or  demife  for 
term  of  life  or  lives,  or  years,  or  otherwife,  whether  the  fame 
be  of  record  or  not  of  record,  and  all  woods,  underwoods,  cop- 
pice woods,  and  trees  whatfoever,  growing  and  being  in  and  up- 
on the  premifles,  or  any  part  thereof,  and  the  land,  ground,  and 
foil  of  the  fame,  and  all  rents  and  annual  profits  referved  upon 
any  demife  or  grant  of  the  premifles,  or  any  part  thereof;  and 
alfo  that  the  faid  IVtlliam  earl  of  Derby  and  Elizabeth  his  wife, 
and  the  heirs  of  the  faid  William^  (hould  have,  hold,  and  enjoy, 
all  fuch  and  the  like  courts  leets,  views  of  frankpledge,  law 
days,  aflife  and  afl*ay  of  bread,  wine,  and  beer,  waifs,  eftrays, 
chattels  of  felons,  fugitives,  and  perfons  put  in  exigent,  deo- 
dands, knights  fees,  wards,  marriages,  reliefs,  efcheats,  heriots, 
free  warrens,  hawkings,  huntings,  and  all  other  rights,  jurisdic- 
tions, franchifes,  liberties,  cuftoms,  privileges,  profits,  commo- 
dities, advantages,  emoluments,  and  hereditaments  whatfoever, 
and  as  fully,  freely,  and  intirely,  as  any  abbot  or  prior  of  the 
faid  former  monaftery  and  priory  of  Rujhing  and  Dozvglas , and 
the  fryers  minors  of  Brymakeny  otherwife  Bymaken , or  any  other 
perfon  or  perfons  heretofore  having,  poflefling,  or  being  feifed 
of  the  faid  monaftery,  priory,  fryers  minors,  reSories, 
churches,  and  other  the  premifles,  ever  had,  held,  ufed, 
or  enjoyed,  or  ought  to  have  had,  held,  ufed  or  enjoyed,  the 
fame,  or  any  part  thereof,  by  reafon  or  pretence  of  any  charter, 
gift,  grant,  or  confirmation,  by  his  faid  Majefty,  or  any  of  his 
anceftofs  Kings  or  Queens  of  England}  or  of  any  aft  or  afts  of  par- 
liament 
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Jiament,  or  of  any  lawful  prefcription,  ufage,  or  cuftom,  or  4 

otherwise  howfoever  by  any  lawful  means,  right,  or  title,  and 
as  fully,  freely,  and  intirfty,  as  his  faid  Majefty,  or  any  of  his 
faid  anceftors,  ever  had  and  enjoyed,  or  ought  to  have  had  and 
enjoyed,  the  fame,  and  in  as  ample  manner  and  form  as  the 
fame  came,  or  ought  to  have  come,  to  the  hands  of  his  faid 
Majefty,  or  any  of  his  faid  anceftors,  by  reafon  or  pretence  of  the 
diflolution  or  (urrender  of  any  of  the  faid  monafteries  or  priories, 
or  by  reafon  or  pretence  of  any  aft  or  afts  of  parliament,  efcheats, 
exchanges,  attainders,  or  forfeitures,  or  by  any  other  lawful 
means,  right,  or  title  whatfoever ; to  be  had,  holden,  and 
enjoyed,  to  and  to  the  ufe  of  the  faid  William  earl  of  Derby  and 
Elizabeth  his  wife,  and  the  heirs  of  the  faid  JVUliam,  for  ever, 
of  his  faid  Majefty,  his  heirs  and  fucceflors,  as  of  the  manor 
of  eaft  Greenwich  in  Kent,  by  fealty  only,  in  free  and  common 
foccage,  and  not  in  chief,  or  by  knight  fervice,  at  and  under  the  » 
yearly  rent  of  one  hundred  and  one  pounds,  fifteen  (hillings,  and 
eleven  pence,  of  lawful  money  of  England , to  be  paid  at  the  re- 
ceipt of  his  Majefty’s  exchequer  at  Wejlminjler , at  the  feaft  of 
Saint  Michael  the  Archangel , and  the  annunciation  of  the  blefled 
Virgin  Mary , by  equal  portions,  in  lieu  of  all  other  rents, 
fervices,  exactions,  and  demands  whatfoever , and  it  was  agreed, 
that  the  faid  JVilliam  earl  of  Derby  and  Elizabeth  his  wife,  and 
the  heirs  of  the  faid  .William*  fhould  yearly  and  every  year  pay, 
or  caufe  to  be  paid,  the  feveral  fums  therein  mentioned,  due  and 
ifluing  out  of  the  premifles,  and  amounting  in  the  whole  to  the 
fum  of  twenty  pounds,  feventeen  (hillings,  yearly ; and  thereof 
(hould  acquit,  difcharge,  and  fave  harmlefs,  his  faid  Majefty, 
his  heirs,  and  fuccefiors : and  whereas  by  an  aft  of  parliament 
made  in  the  eighth  year  of  the  reign  of  his  faid  late  majefty 
King  James  the  Firft,  intituled,  An  atl  for  the  ajjuring  and  ejla- 
blijhing  of  the  Ifle  of  Man,  in  order  to  continue  the  faid  if  and,  ca - 
fie,  pele , and  lordjhip  of  Man,  with  their  rights , members , and 
appurtenatices,  in  the  name  and  blood  of  the  faid  William  earl  of 
Derby,  it  was  enafted,  that  the  faia  JVilliam  earl  of  Derby  and 
Elizabeth  his  wife,  for  and  during  their  lives,  and  the  longer 
liver  of  them,  and  after  their  deaths  the  faid  James  lord  Stan- 
ley, and  the  heirs  male  of  his  body  lawfully  begotten,  and  after 
his  death  without  fuch  iflue,  Robert  Stanley  fecond  (on  of  the 
faid  earl,  and  the  heirs  males  of  his  body  lawfully  begotten,  and 
after  his  death  without  fuch  iflue,  the  heirs  males  of  the  body 
of  the  faid  JVilliam  earl  of  Derby  lawfully  begotten,  and  for  de- 
fault of  fuch  iflue,  the  right  heirs  of  the  faid  James  lord  Stan- 
ley, (hould  and  might  for  ever  thereafter  have,  hold,  and  quietly 
enjoy,  freely  and  clearly,  againft  his  faid  Majefty,  his  heirs  and 
fucceflors  (by  the  tenures,  rents,  and  fervices,  therein  after 
mentioned  to  be  referved)  againft  Thomas  lord  Ellefmere  lord 
chancellor  of  England  and  Alice  countefs  of  Derby  his  wife,  late 
the  wife  of  Ferdinando  earl  of  Derby  deceafed,  and  againft  Henry 
earl  of  Huntingdon  and  Elizabeth  his  wife.  Gray  lord  Chandoys  and 
Anne  his  wife,  Sir  John  Egerton  knight  fon  and  heir  apparent  of

the  (aid  Thomas  lofd  Ellefmere  and  Frances  his  wife,  and  the  heirs 
of  the  faid  Elizabeth , Anne,  and  Frances , who  were  the  only 
daughters  and  foie  heirs  of  the  faid  Ferdinando  hte  earl  of  Der- 
by, and  to  whom  and  their  hufbands  the  faid  IVilliam  earl  of 
Derby  had  paid  divers  fums  of  money  for  their  claim,  right,  and 
title,  to  the  faid  ifle,  caftle,  pelc,  and  lord  (hip  of  Man , as  ap- 
peared by  their  deed,  bearing  date  the  fourteenth  day  of  Febru- 
ary in  the  (ixth  year  of  his  faid  Majefty’s  reign,  whereby  they  had 
agreed  to  give  their  confents  for  the  palling  of  an  a<5t  of  parlia- 
ment, for  the  giving  and  extinguilhingof  fuch  their  right,  title,  and 
intereft,  and  againft  the  heirs  of  the  faid  Ferdinando  late  earl  of 
Derby,  and  againft  Thomas  Ireland  efquire,  his  executors,  ad- 
miniftrators,  and  aftigns,  all  the  faid  ifle,  caftle,  pele,  and 
lordlhip  of  Man , with  the  rights,  members,  and  appurte- 
nances, and  all  the  then  or  late  monaftery  and  priory  of  Rujbirtg 
and  Douglas , and  the  fryers  minors  commonly  called  The  grq 
fryers  of  Brymaken , otherwife  Bymaken , with  their  rights,  mem- 
bers, and  appurtenances,  and  the  redtories  and  churches  of 
Kirkecrifle  in  Shelding  and  Kirkelovan , with  their  appurtenances, 
and  the  patronage  of  the  bifhoprick  and  bilhopricks  aforefaid, 
and  all  other  the  hereditaments  whatfoever  granted  by  his  faid 
Majefty  by  his  faid  feveral  letters  patent,  the  one  bearing  date 
the  feventh  day  of  July  in  the  feventh  year  of  his  faid  Majefty’s 
reign,  and  the  other  bearing  date  the  (econd  day  of  May  in  the 
eighth  year  of  his  faid  Majefty’s  reign,  which  laft  mentioned 
letters  patent  were  made  and  granted  during  the  then  feflion  of 
parliament:  and  it  was  further  enadted,  Thar  neither  the  faid 
lord  Stanley , nor  the  faid  Robert  Stanley , nor  any  of  the  heirs 
males  of  their  bodies  refpedlively  nor  any  of  the  heirs 
males  of  the  body  of  the  faid  IVilliam  earl  of  Derby , (hould 
have  any  power  to  alien,  fell,  or  convey,  the  faid  ifle,  caftle, 
pele,  and  lordfhip  of  Man , and  other  the  premifles,  or  any 
part  of  them,  from  his  or  their  iflue,  or  other  perfons  appoint- 
ed by  the  faid  adt  to  enjoy  the  fame,  but  that  the  fame  (hould 
remain  and  continue  as  by  the  faid  adt  is  appointed ; and  that 
all  gifts,  grants,  alienations,  bargains.  Tales,  conveyances,  af- 
furances,  and  adts  done  or  to  be  done  to  the  contrary  (except  as 
therein  is  excepted)  (hould  be  utterly  void,  and  of  none  effedl: 
and  it  was  further  enadted.  That  neither  the  faid  adt,  nor  any 
thing  therein  contained,  (hould  extend  or  be  conftrued  to  avoid, 
fruftrate,  abridge,  impair,  diminilh,  or  prejudice,  the  (late, 
intereft  and  term  of  years  of  Sir  Thomas  Leigh  knight,  and  Th:- 
mas  Spencer  efquire,  their  executors,  adminiftrators,  and  affigns, 
of  the  meffuage,  lands,  tenements, tithes,  profits,  hereditaments, 
and  other  things  in  the  faid  ifte  of  Man , granted  by  the  faid 
letters  patent,  bearing  date  the  feventeenth  day  of  March  in  the 
third  year  of  his  faid  Majefty’s  reign,  for  the  term  of  forty  years; 
and  that  they  and  every  of  them  (hould  and  might  peaceably 
and  quietly,  during  the  faid  term,  have,  hold,  occupy  and  en- 
joy, the  fame,  upon  fuch  yearly  rents,  refervations,  covenants, 
provifoes,  and  agreements,  as  were  mentioned  and  expreftfed  in 
the  faid  letters  patent ; faving  to  the  archbilhop  of  York  and  his 
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fucceflors,  all  metropolitical  jurifdi&ion  in  all  points,  and  to  all 
purpofes  of  the  bifhopricks  and  diocefe  of  Man  in  the  faid  ifle 
of  Many  as  is  given,  united,  limited,  and  appointed,  to  the 
province  and  archbifhoprick  of  Torky  by  the  faid  adt  of  parlia- 
ment made  in  the  three  and  thirtieth  year  of  the  reign  of  the 
faid  King  Henry  the  Eighth : and  whereas  his  late  majefty  King 
Charles  the  Second  by  his  letters  patent,  bearing  date  at  Weft- 
minflery  the  twelfth  day  of  February  in  the  nineteenth  year  of 
his  reign,  did  give  and  grant  unto  Charles  earl  of  Derby  (fon  and 
heir  ot  the  faid  James  lord  Stanley  afterwards  earl  of  Derby  de- 
ceafed)  all  and  all  manner  of  mines  royal  of  gold  or  (ilver,  or 
holding  gold  or  filver  to  fuch  a proportion  as,  according  to  the 
laws  of  England , doth  make  the  fame  a mine  royal,  iituate,  ly- 
ing, and  being,  in  the  ifle  of  Man , whether  the  fame  be  opened 
or  not  opened ; to  be  had  and  holded  unto  the  faid  Charles  earl 
of  Derby , and  to  the  heirs  males  of  his  body  lawfully  begotten, 
at  and  under  the  yearly  rent  and  payment  therein  contained  and 
exprefled  j which  faid  grant,  upon  the  failure  of  heirs  male  of 
the  body  of  the  faid  Charles  earl  of  Derby  by  the  death  of  James 
late  earl  of  Derbyy  which  happened  on  or  about  the  firft  day  of 
February  ym  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and 
thirty  five,  expired,  and  the  right  of  the  faid  mines  royal  re- 
vetted in  his  then  majefty  King  George  the  Second,  his  heirs  and 
fucceflors  : and  whereas  in  and  by  one  other  a <51  of  parliament, 
made  in  the  twelfth  year  of  the  reign  of  his  late  majefty  King 
George  the  Firft,  intituled.  An  aft  for  the  improvement  of  bis  Ma- 
jejly's  revenues  of  cujlomsy  excifey  and  inland  duties , after  laying 
feveral  reftri&ions  upon  the  fraudulent  trade  then  carried  on  be- 
tween Great  Britain  and  the  faid  ljle  of  Many  it  was  (for  the 
better  enabling  his  Majefty  to  prevent  the  faid  frauds  and  abufes) 
enadted,  That  it  fhould  and  might  be  lawful  to  and  for  thecom- 
milfioners  of  his  Majefty’s  treafury  then  or  for  the  time  being, 
or  any  three  or  more  of  them,  or  the  lord  high  treafurer  for  the 
time  being,  on  the  behalf  of  his  Majefty,  his  heirs  and  fuccef- 
fors,  and  alfo  to  and  for  the  right  honourable  James  earl  of 
Derbyi  his  tenants,  or  afligns,  the  right  honourable  John  lord 
AJhburnham  for  and  on  behalf  of  his  daughter  Henrietta  Bridget 
AJhburnham  an  infant,  Bryan  Fairfax  elquire,  truftee  for  the  faid 
infant,  or  the  furvivor  of  them,  and  all  or  any  other  perfon  or 
perfons  claiming  or  to  claim  by,  from,  or  under,  the  faid  earl, 
or  any  of  his  anceftors,  to  treat,  contract,  and  agree  for  the 
abfolute  purchafe  or  fale,  releafe  or  furrender  to  or  for  the  ufc 
of  his  Majefty,  his  heirs  and  fucceflors,  of  all  or  any  eftate, 
right,  title,  or  intereft,  which  he  the  faid  earl,  his  tenants,  the 
faid  Henrietta  Bridget  AJhburnbamy  or  fuch  other  perfon  or  per- 
fons then  had  or  claimed,  or  could  or  might  have  or  claim,  in 
or  to  the  faid  ifland  or  lordfhip  of  Many  or  in  or  to  all  or  any 
regalities,  powers,  honours,  fuperiorities,  jurisdictions,  rights, 
privileges,  duties,  cuftoms,  revenues,  profits,  or  other  advan- 
tages whatfoever,  in,  over,  or  about  the  faid  ifland  of  Many 
or  its  dependencies,  for  fuch  fum  or  Turns  of  money,  or  upon 
2 fuch 
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fuch  other  terms  or  conditions,  as  they  fhould  think  fitting-,  and 
that  upon  the  executing  of  fuch  contracts  or  agreements  by  or 
on  the  behalf  of  the  faid  earl,*  his  tenants,  the  faid  Henrietta 
Bridget  Ajhburnham , or  fuch  other  perfon  or  perfons  claiming  or 
to  claim  under  him,  or  any  of  his  anceftors  as  aforefaid,  or  upon 
executing  fuch  other  conveyances,  alignments,  releafes,  or  fur- 
renders,  'as  in  fuch  contract  or  contracts  fhould  be  agreed  on 
for  that  purpofe,  it  fhould  arid  might  be  lawful  to  and  for  the 
faid  commiflioners  of  the  treafury  then  or  for  the  time  being,  or 
any  three  or  more  of  them,  or  the  lord  high  treafurer  for  the 
time  being,  and  they  were  thereby  impowered,  by  and  out  of 
any  monies  arifen  or  to  arife  to  his  Majefty,  his  heirs,  or  fuc- 
celfors,  of  or  for  any  cuftoms,  fubfidies,  impofitions,  or  other 
duties,  upon  the  importation  or  exportation  of  any  goods  or 
merchandizes  whatfoever,  already  granted  or  payable,  or  there- 
after to  be  granted  or  payable  to  his  Majefty,  his  heirs  or  fuc- 
ceffors,  in  Great  Britain , Wales,  or  Berwick  upon  Tweedy  to  or- 
der and  direCt  the  payment  of  fuch  fum  or  fums  of  money,  from 
time  to  time,  as  fhould  be  fo  contracted  or  agreed  on  for  fuch 
purchafe  or  purchafes,  to  fuch  perfon  or  perfons  as,  according 
to  the  terms  of  fuch  contra&s  or  agreements,  fhould  be  intitled 
to  have  and  receive  the  fame : and  whereas  the  moft  noble  Jama 
Jate  duke  of  Atholl,  as  right  heir  of  the  faid  James  lord  Stanley, 
on  failure  of  heirs  male  of  the  body  of  the  faid  William  earl  of 
Derby  by  the  death  of  the  faid  James  late  earl  of  Derby , became 
feifed  to  him  and  his  heirs  of  the  faid  iftand,  caftle,  pele,  and 
lordfhip  of  Man^  and  all  other  the  premifles  aforefaid,  except 
the  mines  royal  fo  revefted  in  the  crown  as  aforefaid  ; and  by  a 
certain  indenture  or  deed  of  feoffment,  with  livery  of  feifin  there- 
on indorfed,  bearing  date  the  fourteenth  day  of  November  in  the 
year  of  our  Lord  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  thirty  fev.en, 
and  made,  or  mentioned  to  be  made,  between  the  faid  late  duke 
of  Atholl  of  the  one  part,  the  right  honourable  John  late  earl  of 
Dunmore,  and  the  right  honourable  William  now  lord  Mansfield, 
by  the  name  and  description  of  the  honourable  William  Murry 
ot  Lincoln's  Inn  London  efquire,  and  John  Murray  of  the  city  of 
Edinburgh  efquire  (fince  deceafed)  of  the  other  part,  the  faid 
James  duke  of  Atholl  did  grant,  bargain,  fell,  alien,  enfeoff,  and 
confirm  unto  the  faid  John  earl  of  Dunmore , and  William  now 
lord  Mansfieldy  and  John  Murray , all  the  faid  iftand,  caftle,  pele, 
and  lordlhip  of  Man , and  all  other  the  premifles  therein  and 
herein  more  particularly  mentioned  and  deferibed,  except  as 
before  excepted ; to  be  had  and  holdcn  to  the  faid  John  earl  of 
Dunmore , William  now  lord  Mansfield , and  John  Murray , their 
heirs  and  afligns  for  ever,  upon  the  trufts,  and  to  and  for  the 
intents  and  purpofes,  therein  mentioned  and  declared,  of  and 
concerning  the  fame ; in  which  faid  indenture  or  deed  of  feoff- 
ment a power  was  referved  to  the  faid  James  duke  of  Atholl , bv 
any  deed  or  deeds,  or  by  his  laft  will  and  teftament,  executed 
and  attefted  as  is  therein  mentioned,  to  revoke  and  make  void  a!! 
and  every  or  any  of  the  faid  trufts,  directions,  declarations,  and 
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agreements,  and  to  declare,  limit,  or  appoint,  any  farther, 
other,  or  different  trufts,  ufes,  or  directions  thereof,  or  of  fo 
much  thereof  as  fhould  be  fo  revoked  and  made  void,  with  or 
without  power  of  revocation,  as  to  the  faid  duke  fhould  feem 
proper : and  whereas  by  indenture  bearing  date  the  fourth  day 
of  May,  one  thoufand  (even  hundred  and  forty  eight,  and  ex- 
prefled  to  be  made  between  the  fame  parties  as  are  parties  to  the 
laft  recited  indenture,  the  faid  James  duke  of  Atholl,  in  purfu- 
ance  of  the  powers  in  him  vefied,  did  revoke  and  make  void 
all  and  every  the  faid  trufts,  directions,  declarations,  and  agree- 
ments, contained  in  the  faid  recited  indenture  or  deed  of  feoff- 
ment of  the  fourteenth  day  of  November , one  thoufand  feven 
hundred  and  thirty  feven,  of  and 'concerning  the  faid  ifland,  caf- 
tle,  pele  and  lordfnip  of  Man,  and  all  other  the  premiftes ; and 
did  diredt,  limit,  and  appoint,  that  the  faid  John  carl  of  Dun- 
more,  William  now  lord  Mansfud,  and  John  Murray,  and  their 
heirs  and  afligns,  fhould  ftand  feifed  of  the  premies  upon 
fuch  other  trufts,  and  to  and  for  fuch  intents  and  purpofes,  as 
therein  are  mentioned  and  declared  of  and  concerning  the  fame* 
in  which  faid  indenture  was  alfo  referved  to  the  faid  duke  of 
AM,  a like  power  of  revocation,  with  authority  to  declare,  limit, 
or  appoint,  any  farther,  other,  or  different  trufts  or  directions  of 
the  fame,  or  any  part  thereof,  with  or  without  power  of  revocation, 
as  to  him  fhould  feem  proper : and  whereas  by  oneother  indenture 
or  deed  of  feoffment,  with  livery  of  feifin  thereon  indorfed,  bearing 
date  the  fixth  day  of  April , in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thou- 
fand feven  hundred  and  fifty  fix,  and  made,  or  mentioned  to  be 
made,  between  the  faid  James  duke  of  Atholl  of  the  firft  part ; the 
faid  William  now  lord  Mansfield , by  the  name  and  deferiptioft  of 
the  honourable  IVilliam  Murray  of  Lincoln's  Inn  in  the  county  of 
Middlefex  efquire  his  Majefty’s  attorney  general,  of  the  fecond 
part,  and  the  moft  noble  Archibald  late  duke  of  Argyle,  the  right 
honourable  David  lord  vifeount  Stormont , and  John  Sharpe  of 
Lincoln's  Inn  in  the  county  of  Middlefex  efquire,  fince  deceafed, 
of  the  third  part;  reciting  (amongft  other  recitals  therein  con- 
tained) that  propofals  had,  from  time  to  time,  been  made  to 
the  faid  James  duke  of  Atholl  on  the  part  of  the  King’s  majefty 
that  then  was,  in  order  to  purchafe  of  the  faid  duke  of  Atholl 
the  faid  ifle  and  territories  of  Man,  and  other  the  hereditaments 
and  premifTes  therein  mentioned;  and  that  the  faid  duke,  though 
reiuCfant  to  alien  fo  honourable  a principality  from  his  family, 
had  always  been  ready  to  fubmit  to  his  Majefty’s  will  and  plea- 
fure  therein,  who  had  never  propofed  to  purchafe  but  upon  pay- 
ing a full  and  adequate  confederation  for  the  fame  ; but  that  it 
was  uncertain  whether  any  fuch  fale  would  be  made  of  the  faid 
ifle,  hereditaments  and  premiftes,  in  the  life-time  of  the  faid 
duke  of  Atholl ; and  that  therefore  he  the  faid  duke  was  minded 
and  defirous  that  the  fame  fhould  be  fettled,  aftured  and  con* 
veyed,  upon  fuch  trufts,  and  to  and  for  fuch  intents  and  pur- 
pofes, as  therein  and  herein  after  are  exprciTed ; the  faid  James 
duke  of  Atholl,  in  purfuance  of  the  powers  referved  to  him  by 
Voi.  XXVI.  T the 
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the  faid  laft- mentioned  indenture,  and  of  all  other  powers  to 
him  given  in  that  behalf,  did  revoke  and  make  void  all  and  every 
the  trufts,  declarations  and  agreements,  in  the  faid  indenture 
contained  concerning  the  faid  itle,  caftle,  pele,  lord fhip  and 
territories  of  Alan,  and  all  other  the  premises  as  aforefaid;  and 
further  the  faid  James  duke  of  Atholl , and  alfo  the  faid  Willim 
now  lord  Mansfield*  by  the  direction  and  appointment  of  the 
faid  duke,  did  grant,  bargain,  fell,  alien,  infeoff  and  confirm, 
unto  the  faid  Archibald  duke  of  Argyle * David  lord  vifcoum  of 
Stormont*  and  John  Sharpe  efquire,  the  faid  ifle,  caftle,  pele, 
lordihip  and  territories  of  Man*  with  the  rights,  royalties, 
members,  dependencies,  jurifdiCfions  and  appurtenances  there- 
of, or  thereunto  belonging,  and  all  and  fingular  other  the  here- 
ditaments and  premiffes  aforefaid,  to  be  had  and  holden  unto 
the  faid  Archibald  duke  of  Argyle*  David  lord  vifeount  of  Stor- 
mont* and  John  Sharpe , their  heirs  and  affigns  for  ever,  of  our  | 
fovereign  lord  the  King,  his  heirs  ahd  fucceffors,  by  the  rents, 
tenures,  fuits  and  fervices,  by  which  the  faid  James  duke  of 
Atkoll*  and  IVilliam  now  lord  Mansfield*  or  either  of  them,  then 
held  the  fame;  upon  truft  (among  other  things)  after  thedc-s 
ceafe  of  the  faid  James  duke  of  Atholl*  that  they  the  faid  dr-l 
chibald  duke  of  Argyle*  David  lord  vifeount  of  Stormont  and  Jsh 
' Sharpe*  and  the  furvivors  of  them,  their  nominees  and  affigns, 

fliould,  at  any  time  thereafter,  with  the  confent  and  approba- 
tion of  the  perfon  or  perfons  who,  after  the  death  of  the  faid 
James  duke  of  Atholl*  ihould,  by  virtue  of  the  trufts  therein  ex- 
preffed,  be,  from  time  to  time,  intitlcd  to  the  aCtual  receiptor' 
the  rents,  revenues  and  profits,  of  the  faid  ifie  and  premitb 
(fuch  perfon  and  perfons  being  then  of  the  age  of  twenty  on: 
years),  fell  and  convey,  or  releafe  and  furrender  the  faid  ifle, 
caftle,  pele,  lordlhip  and  territories  of  Man*  and  other  the  trufted 
premiffes  (whereof  no  appointment  fliould  have  been  made  by  I 
the  faid  John  duke  of  Atholl  in  his  life-time,  purfuant  to  a power 
to  him  therein  referved  and  mentioned  unto  the  King’s  majefb, 
his  heirs  or  fucceffors,  for  fuch  price  in  ready  money  as  they 
could  reafonably  get,  and  fiiould  judge  to  be  a proper  equivalent 
and  adequate  confideration  for  the  fame  ; and  Ihould,  with  furfc 
content  and  approbation  as  aforefaid,  lay  out  and  invert  the  mo- 
ney to  ariie  by  the  fale  and  difpofition  thereof,  in  the  purchase 
of  lands  of  inheritance  in  that  part  of  Great  Britain  called  Set- 
land  ; and  after  fucli  purchafe  or  purchases  made,  fhould  convey', 
fettle  and  entail  the  lands  fo  to  be  purchafed,  with  all  the  proper 
prohibitive,  irritant  and  refolutive  claufes,  fo  as  the  fame  might  j 
be  effectually  limited  and  unalienably  intailed,  as  far  as  the  rules ! 
of  the  law  of  Scotland  would  permit,  to,  upon  and  for,  fuch 
perfons,  ufes,  intents  and  purpofes,  as  are  therein  declared  con- 
cerning the  fame;  that  is  to  fay,  to  the  heirs  male  of  the  body 
of  the  faid  James  duke  of  Atholl*  remainder  to  the  heirs  female 
of  the  body  of  the  faid  James  duke  of  Atholl  (the  eldeft  heir  fe- 
male always  fucceeding  without  divifion,  and  excluding  heirs 
portioners)  remainder  to  the  moft  noble  John  now  duke  of  AM 
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by  the  name  and  defcription  of  John  Murray  of  Strowan  in 
Scotland  efquire,  nephew  of  the  faid  James  duke  of  Atholl , and 
hulband  of  the  right  honourable  the  lady  Charlotte  Murray , the 
only  daughter  then  living  of  the  faid  James  duke  of  Atholl  (now 
dutchefs  of  Atholl  and  baronefs  Strange)  and  the  heirs  male  of 
his  body,  with  like  remainders  to  James  and  George  Murray  e- 
fquires,  brothers  of  the  faid  John  now  duke  of  Atholl , fuccef- 
fively,  and  the  heirs  male  of  their  refpedive  bodies,  with  divers 
other  remainders  over  in  tail  male,  remainder  to  the  heirs  and 
afligns  of  the  faid  James  duke  of  Atholl  whatfoever,  with  power 
to  the  truftees  (with  the  confent  of  the  perfon  or  perfons  who 
would  have  been  intitled  to  the  receipt  of  the  rents  and  profits 
of  the  premiffes,  in  cafe  there  had  been  no  fale)  to  place  out 
the  money  arifing  by  fuch  fale  on  real  Securities  in  Scotland , or  in 
any  other  part  of  Great  Britain , or  in  the  purchafe  of  Rocks  in 
the  publick  companies,  or  in  the  publick  funds,  or  upon  go- 
vernment Securities,  and  to  call  in  and  place  out  the  fame  again 
upon  new  or  other  Securities  of  the  like  nature,  the  yearly  inte- 
reft  and  dividends  whereof  Ihould  be  paid  to  Such  perfon  or  per- 
fons as,  for  the  time  being,  would  be  intitled  to  be  in  the  ac- 
tual receipt  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  lands  thereby  di- 
rected to  be  purchafed  in  Scotland , in  cafe  the  Same  had  been 
fo  purchaSed,  fettled  and  entailed  as  aforefaid  ; and  with  power 
alfo  to  the  Surviving  truftees,  in  caSe  of  the  death  of  any  of 
them,  to  re-enfeoff  other  truftees  to  the  Same  ufes ; and  like- 
wife  with  power  to  the  faid  James  duke  of  Atholl , by  deed  or 
will  to  be  by  him  executed,  and  attefted  as  therein  mentioned, 
to  revoke  or  alter  all  or  any  the  ufes  and  trufts  therein  expreffed, 
of  or  concerning  the  premifies,  or  any  part  thereof,  and  to  li- 
mit and  appoint  any  new  and  further  ufes  and  dirc&ions  there- 
of, as  to  him  fhould  feem  meet : and  whereas  by  a certain  other 
indenture  or  deed  of  feoffment,  with  livery  and  SeiSin  thereon 
endorfed,  bearing  date  on  or  about  the  twenty  firft  day  of  No- 
vember ^ which  was  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thoufand  Seven 
hundred  and  Sixty  one,  and  made,  or  mentioned  to  be  made, 
between  the  faid  James  duke  of  Atholl  of  the  firft  part,  the  Said 
David  lord  vifcount  Stormont  of  the  Second  part,  the  faid  John 
now  duke  of  Atholl  of  the  third  part,  John  Wood  efquire  gover- 
nor and  commander  in  chief  of  the  faid  ifle  of  Man  of  the  fourth 
part.  Sir  Charles  Frederick  knight  of  the  mod  honourable  order 
of  the  Bath , and  Edmund  Hoskins  of  Lincolns  Inn  in  the  county 
of  Middlefex  efquire,  of  the  fifth  part,  and  the  right  honourable 
George  earl  of  Aberdeen  of  the  Sixth  part,  reciting,  that  the  Said 
i Archibald  duke  of  A r gyle  and  John  Sharpe , were  both  dead,  and 
that  fcveral  propofals  had  been  made  to  the  Said  James  duke  of 
Atholl  for  the  purchafe  of  the  Several  reCtories,  impropriations, 
and  tythes,  within  the  faid  ifle,  part  of  the  trufted  premises  ; 
and  that  to  facilitate  the  fale  thereof,  he  was  determined  to  re- 
voke all  the  trufts  of  the  faid  re&ories,  impropriations  and  tythes, 
declared  by  the  faid  laft  recited  indenture  or  deed  of  feoffment ; 
and  further  reciting,  that  the  faid  David  lord  vifcount  Stormont 
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had,  with  the  privity  and  approbation  of  the  faid  James  duke  of 
Atholl,  nominated  the  faid  Sir  Charles  Frederick  and  Edmund 
Hoskins , to  fupply  the  place  of  the  faid  Archibald  duke  of  Argyle 
and  John  Sharpe , in  the  execution  of  fuch  of  the  trufts  in  the 
faid  laft  recited  indenture  as  were  not  revoked,  or  intended  fo  to 
be  by  the  faid  indenture,  he  the  faid  James  duke  of  Atholl  did 
revoke,  determine  and  make  void,  all  the  trufts  before  declared 
concerning  the  faid  rectories,  impropriations  and  tythes ; and 
the  faid  James  duke  of  Atholl , and  the  faid  David  lord  vifeount 
Stormont  by  his  direction  and  appointment,  did  grant  and  enfeoff 
the  fame  to  the  faid  John  now  duke  of  Atholl,  upon  the  trulls 
therein  mentioned : and  as  concerning  the  faid  ifle,  lordfhipand 
territory  of  Man , and  all  other  the  premises  (other  than  the  faid 
redtories,  impropriations  and  tythes)  the  faid  James  duke  of 
Atholl , and  the  faid  David  lord  vifeount  Stormont  by  his  direc- 
tion and  appointment,  did  grant  and  enfeoff  the  fame  to  the  faid 
John  Wood,  his  heirs  and  afligns,  to  the  intent  that  he  and  they 
lhould  re-enfeoff  the  fame  to  the  faid  David  lord  vifeount  Stor- 
mont, Sir  Charles  Frederick  and  Edmund  Hoskins , their  heirs  and 
afligns,  upon  the  trufts,  and  for  the  intents  and  purpofes,  and 
under  the  limitations  in  the  faid  laft  recited  indenture  or  deed  of 
feoffment,  of  the  fixth  day  of  April  one  thoufand  feven  hundred 
and  fifty  fix,  declared  concerning  the  fame  j in  which  faid  in- 
denture was  alfo  contained  a further  power  of  revocation : and 
whereas  the  faid  John  Wood  did,  by  a certain  deed  poll  by  him 
duly  executed,  bearing  date  the  eighth  day  of  July  one  thoufaod 
feven  hundred  and  fixty  two,  re-enfeoff  accordingly  the  faid 
ifle,  caftle,  pele  and  lordlhip,  and  other  the  premifles  laft  men* 
tioned,  unto  the  faid  David  lord  vifeount  Stormont,  Sir  Charln 
Frederick  and  Edmund  Hoskins , and  their  heirs  : and  whereas  the 
faid  James  duke  of  Atholl  departed  this  life  on  or  about  the  eighth 
day  of  January  in  the  year  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  fixty 
four,  without  revoking  or  altering  the  faid  laft  recited  indenture 
of  feoffment,  leaving  the  faid  Charlotte  (wife  of  the  faid  John 
now  duke  of  Atholl)  now  dutchefs  of  Atholl  and  baronefs  Strong, 
his  daughter  and  otily  child  ; and  thereupon  they  the  faid  now 
duke  and  duchcfsof  Atholl  became  intitled  to  the  faid  ifle,  caftle, 
pele  and  territories  of  Man , and  other  the  hereditaments  and 
premifles  (the  faid  rectories,  impropriations  and  tythes  except- 
ed) under  and  by  virtue  of  the  faid  recited  indentures  of  feoff- 
ment, and  according  to  the  eftate  and  intereft  thereby  limited 
to  them  refpe<5tively  therein  : and  whereas  a treaty  having  been 
fet  on  foot  between  the  right  honourable  the  commifltoners  of 
his  Majefty’s  treafurv  and  the  faid  John  duke  of  Atholl  and  ChorA 
lotte  dutchefs  of  Atholl  and  baronefs  Strange  his  wife,  for  the  file' 
of  their  eftate  and  intereft  in  the  faid  ifland  and  premifles,  or  fuch 
part  thereof  as  fliould  be  found  expedient  to  veft  in  his  Maje- 
fty  for  the  publick  fervice,  they  the  faid  duke  and  dutchefs  did, 
in  their  letter  bearing  date  the  twenty  feventh  day  of  February 
one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  fixty  five,  and  addrefled  to 
their  lordihips,  inclofe  an  abftrad  of  the  clear  revenue  of  the 
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Ijle  of  Man  for  ten  years,  from  the  year  one  thoufand  feven  hun- 
pred  and  fifty  four,  to  the  year  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and 
iixty  three,  both  inclufive  (a  copy  whereof  is  contained  in  the 
fchedule  annexed  to  this  adt)  and  did  declare  that  they  were 
ready,  if  it  fhould  be  deemed  neceflary  for  the  publick  fervice, 
to  part  with  all  their  rights  held  under  the  feveral  grants  of  the 
Ip  of  Man ; but  apprehended,  that  the  refervation  of  their 
landed  revenue,  together  with  the  patronage  of  the  bifhoprick, 
and  other  ecclefiaftical  benefices  in  the  ifland,  could  not  interfere 
with  the  intereft  of  the  publick;  and  prefumed,  there  could 
be  no  objection  to  their  preferving  the  honourable  diftindfion 
and  fervice  which  their  anceftors  had  fo  long  enjoyed,  and  by 
which  they  held  their  rights  in  this  ifland,  of  prefenting  the  two 
falcons  at  the  coronation  ; and  notwithftanding  the  difficulty  of 
propofing  a proper  compenfation  (which  might  expofe  them  to 
the  imputation  of  making  an  unreafonable  demand  on  the  one 
hand,  and  of  not  doing  fufficient  iuftice  to  their  family  on  the 
other)  yet,  as  the  circumftances  of  the  cafe  had  made  it  necef- 
fary, they  did  therefore  hope,  that  neither  his  Majefty,  nor  the 
parliament,  would  think  the  clear  fum  of  feventy  thoufand 
pounds  too  great  a price  to  be  paid  them,  in  full  compenfation 
for  the  abfolute  furrender  of  the  ifle,  caftle  and  pele  of  Man,  and 
all  rights,  jurifdidfions  and  interefts,  in  or  over  the  faid  ifland, 
and  a 11  its  dependencies,  holden  under  the  feveral  grants  there- 
of, or  under  any  other  title  whatfoever,  referving  only  their 
landed  property,  with  all  their  rights  in  and  over  the  foil  as 
lords  of  the  manor,  with  all  courts  baron,  rents,  fervices  and 
other  incidents  to  fuch  courts  belonging,  their  waftes,  com- 
mons and  other  lands,  inland  waters,  fifheries  and  mills,  and 
all  mines,  minerals  and  quarries,  according  to  their  prefent 
rights  therein,  felons  goods,  deodands,  waifs,  eftraysand  wrecks 
at  fea,  together  with  the  patronage  of  the  bilhoprick,  and  of 
the  other  ecclefiaftical  benefices  in  the  faid  ifland,  to  which 
they  were  then  intitlcd,  to  be  holden  of  the  crown  by  the  ho- 
nourable fervice  above-mentioned : and  whereas  by  a certain 
contract  or  agreement  in  writing,  bearing  date  the  feventh  day  of 
Marcby  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and 
fixty  five,  and  duly  executed  under  the  hands  and  feals  of  four 
of  the  commiflioners  of  his  Majefty’s  treafury  of  the  one  part, 
and  the  faid  duke  and  dutchefs  of  Atholl , Sir  Charles  Frederick 
and  Edmund  Hoskins  of  the  other  part,  the  faid  commiflioners 
°f  the  treafury  contra&ed  and  agreed  with  the  faid  duke  and 
, dutchefs  of  Atholl,  and  the  faid  Sir  Charles  Frederick  and  Edmund 
? Hiskins  their  truftees,  for  the  abfolute  purchafe  of  the  faid  ifland 
of  Man , with  its  dependencies,  except  as  therein  is  excepted,  for 
the  laid  price  or  fum  of  feventy  thoufand  pounds  of  lawful  mo- 
ney of  Ore-t  Britain , to  be  paid  in  the  manner,  and  at  the  time, 
therein  mentioned  : and  whereas  the  faid  David  lord  vifeount 
Stormont  is  now  rclident  at  Vienna , in  the  character  of  his  Ma- 
jefty’s  embafifador  extraordinary  at  that  court ; and  whereas  the 
laid  contradt  and  agreement  cannot  be  cffe&ually  eftablifhed  and  »

ed, mentioned  and  granted,  were  herein  again  tranferibed  and 
repeated.

WHEREAS  your  Majefty,  from  a tender  concern  for  your  Preamble 
faithful  fubjefls,  and  anxious  defire  to  provide  for  every  pof- 
fible  event  which  may  affect  their  future  happinefs  or  fecurity,  hath 
been  gracioujly  pleafed  to  communicate  from  the  throne  to  both  houfes 
of  parliament , that  your  Majefty  s late  indifpojition  ( which  filled  the 
breajlsof  all  your  fubjefls  with  the  mojl  alarming  apprehenftons)  had 
led  your  Majefty  to  confider  the  fit  nation  in  which  your  kingdoms  and 
your  family  might  be  left,  if  it  JbGuld  pleafe  God  to  put  a period  to 
your  Majefty' $ life , whilft  your  fuccejfor  is  of  tender  years ; and  that 
the  high  importance  of  this  fubjefl  tc  the  publick  fafety , good  order 
and  tranquility , the  paternal  off  eft  ion  which  your  Majefty  bears  to  your 
children  and  to  all  your  people , and  your  earneft  defire  that  every  pre- 
caution Jhould  be  taken  which  may  tend  to  preferve  the  conftitution  of 
Great  Britain  undifturhed , and  the  dignity  and  lujlre  of  its  crown 
unimpaired , had  determined  your  Majejly  to  lay  this  weighty  bufinefs 
before  your  parliament ; to  whofe  moft  Jerious  deliberation  your  Ma- 
je/ly  was  pleafed  to  recommend  the  making  ftuch  provifions  as  would 
be  ntcefiary , in  cafe  any  of  your  children  Jhould  Jucceed  to  the  throne 
before  they  Jhould  refpeflively  attain  the  age  of  eighteen  years ; and 
to  this  end , your  Majefty  was  alfo  pleafed  to  propofe  to  their  confedera- 
tion, whether  under  the  prefent  circumftances , it  would  not  be  expe- 
dient to  vejl  in  your  Majefty  the  power  of  appointing , from  time  to 
time , by  inftruments  in  writing  under  your  ftgn  manual , either  the 
Queen  or  arty  other  perfott  of  your  royal  family , ufually  refiding  in 
Great  Britain,  to  be  the  guardian  of  the  per f on  of  Juch  fuccejfor , and 
the  regent  of  thefe  kingdoms until  fuch  fuccefjor  Jhall  attain  the  age 
of  eighteen  years ; fubjeft  to  the  like  reflriffions  and  regulations  as  are 
fpecijied  and  contained  in  an  afi  pqffcd  upon  a ftmilar  occafion , in  the 
twenty  fourth  year  of  the  reign  of  his  late  Majefty  your  royal  grand- 
father ; and  that  the  regent  jo  appointed  ftmld  be  ajjifted  by  a coun- 
cil of  regency , to  be  eftablijhed  by  authority  of  parliament : and  where- 
as in  return  for  this  paternal  goodnefs , ' cxpreffed  in  fo  early  and  pro- 
vident a care  for  an  event  fo  truly  deplorable , and  being  filled  with 
the  moft  cordial  fenfe  of  duty  and  gratitude  to  your  Majefty , for  the 
tender  concern  and  regard  which  your  Majefly  has  always , and  now 
more  cfpecially , demonftrated  for  the  happinefs  of  your  people , and 
thelafting  fecurity  of  their  religion , laws  and  liberties , we  have  taken 
this  important  bujincfs  into  our  moft  Jerious  confider  at  ion ; and  being 
juftly  alarmed  at  the  unhappy  fttuation  in  which  thefe  kingdoms  and 
your  Majefty  s royal  family  would  be  left , in  cafe  it  Jhould  pleafe  Al- 
mighty God  to  put  a period  to  your  Majefty' s inejlimablc  life  (for  the 
long  and  glorious  continuance  of  which  wc  offer  up  our  daily  and  moft 
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fervent  prayers  to  heaven ) before  your  royal  fuccejfor  Jhall  be  of  fuff d- 
ent  years  to  fupport  the  weight  of  government ; and  being  likewife 
thoroughly  convinced  of  the  vAfdorn  and  expediency  of  what  your  Ala- 
jcjly  has  thought  fit  to  propofe  upon  this  weighty  occafion , are  fully 
and  zealoufiy  determined  to  contribute  cvety  thing  in  our  power  to  the 
firm  and  lofting  eftablifimient  of  the  proteftant  fucccffion , as  fettled 
by  the  laws  of  the  land , in  your  Majefty  s royal  family , the  aufpici- 
ous  encreafe  of  which  we  confide r as  the  bulwark  of  our  civil  and  re- 
ligious liberties , and  the  pledge  of  perpetual  fecurity  to  the  laws  and 
lonfiitution  of  Great  Britain  : we  therefore  your  Majefty’s  mod 
dutiful  and  loyal  fubjects,  the  lords  fpiritual  and  temporal,  and 
commons  in  parliament  afTembled,  do  molt  humbly  befeech

WHEREAS  by  an  aft  of  parliament,  paffed  in  the  twelfth 
year  of  the  reign  of  his  late  majefiy  King  George  the  Firft 
intituled.  An  acf  for  relief  of  the  fuitors  of  the  high  court  of 
Chancery,  it  was , amongft  other  things  enabled.  That  ail  the  money 
and  cajh  then  depoftted  in  the  Bank,  or  that  Jhould  at  any  time  there- 
after be  paid  into  or  depoftted  in  the  bank,  on  the  account  of  the  fuitors 
cf  the  court  of  Chancery,  or  any  of  them , or  by  order  of  the  [aid 
court , Jhould  be  accounted  and  taken  to  be  one  common  and  general 
cajh , and  Jhould  be  promifeuoufly  iffiued  and  ijfuable  when  and  as  the 
court  of  Chancery  Jhould  dir  eft,  for  the  anfwering,  paying , and  clear- 
ing, the  debts  and  demands  of  any  of  the  fuitors  of  the  faid  court : and 
whereas,  from  many  years  experience,  it  hath  been  found,  that  there 
always  hath  been , and  there  now  is,  a very  large  fum  of  money , be- 
longing to  ihe  fuitors  of  the  court  of  Chancery,  which  lies  dead  and 
unemployed  in  the  bank : and  whereas  the  offices  of  the  mafters  in  the 
court  of  Chancery  are  very  ancient,  and  are  offices  of  great  trujl  and 
confcqucnce  tq  the  fuitors  of  the  faid  court ; and  the  profits  belonging 
thereto  are  not  adequate  to  the  attendance,  trouble , and  importance,  of

now  allowed  to  be  carried  coaftwife,  at  all  times  before  thefaid 
twenty  fourth  day  of  Augufl ; any  former  law,  ftatute,  a<ft  or 
a<fts  of  parliament,  to  the  contrary  in  any  wife  notwithftanding. 

II.  Provided  always,  and  be  it  further  ena<ftedby  the  autho- 
rity aforefaid,  That  a due  entry  fhali  be  made,  in  fuch  manner 
and  form  as  were  ufed  and  pradlifed  before  the  making  of  this

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other  neccffary  occasions , and  in fitting  penalties  on  offenders  againjl 
the  fame  aft,  and  for  many  other  good  purpofes  therein  mentioned ;

Conitables  parliament  aflembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  fame.  That 
tc  quarter  f°r  during  the  continuance  of  this  act,  and  no  longer,  it

or  places  thereunto  belonging,  and  all  houfes  of  perfons  felling 
of  rum,  brandy,  ftrong  water,  cyder  or  metneglin,  by  retail, 
to  be  drank  in  houfes ; and  in  cafe  there  fhall  not  be  fufficient 
room  for  the  officers  and  foldiers  in  fuch  barracks,  inns,  vic- 
tualling and  other  publick  alehoufes,  that  in  fuch  and  no  other 
cafe,  and  upon  no  other  account,  it  lhall  and  may  be  lawful  for 
the  governor  and  council  of  each  refpedtive  province  in  his  Ma* 
jefty’s  dominions  in  America , to  authorize  and  appoint,  and  they 
are  hereby  directed  and  impowered  to  authorize  and  appoint, 
then*  injured  fuch  proper  perfon  or  perfons  as  they  fhall  think  fit,  to  take,

Provided  always,  That  in  cafe  any  innholder,  or  other 
perfon,  on  whom  any  non-commiffion  officers  or  private  men 
(hall  be  quartered  by  virtue  of  this  ad,  in  any  of  his  Maje- 
fty’s  dominions  in  America  ('except  on  a march,  or  employed  in 
recruiting,  and  likevvife  except  the  recruits  by  them  raifed,  for 
the  fpace  of  (even  days  at  moil,  for  fuch  non-commiffion  officers 
and  foldiers  who  are  recruiting,  and  recruits  by  them  raifed) 
(hall  be  defirous  to  furnifri  fuch  non-commiffion  officers  or  fol-

penalty  that  fuch  paymader  or  paymaders  (hall  forfeit  their  ref-

XIII.  And,  where  it  (hall  happen  that  the  fubfidence-mo- 
ney  due  to  any  officer  or  foldier,  within  his  Majedy’s  faid  do- 
minions in  America , (hall,  by  occafion  of  any  accident,  not  be 
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paid  to  fuch  officer  or  foldier,  or  fuch  officer  or  foldier  (hall  neg- 
left  to  pay  the  fame,  fo  that  quarters  cannot  be  or  are  not  paid 
as  this  aft  direfts  ; and  where  any  forces  (hall  be  upon  their 
march,  in  his  Majefty’s  faid  dominions  in  America , fo  that  no 
fubfiftence  can  be  remitted  to  them  to  make  payment  as  this  ad 
On  nonpay-  direfts  : or  they  (hall  neglect  to  pay  the  fame  ; in  every  fuch 
ters^for^ant cale’  **  *s  hereby  further  enafted.  That  every  fuch  officer  (hall 
of  money,  the  before  his  or  their  departure  out  of  his  or  their  quarters,  where 
officer  to  fuch  regiment,  troop,  or  company  fhall  remain  for  any  time 
make  up  the  whatfoever,  make  up  the  accounts  with  every  perfon  with  whom 
accounts  an  fuch  regiment  or  company  fhall  have  quartered,  and  fign  a cer- 
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tificate  thereof,  and  give  the  faid  certificate,  fo  by  him  figned, 
to  the  party  to  whom  fuch  money  is  due,  with  the  name  of  fuch

der pain  as  before  in  this  aft  directed  for  nonpayment  of 
quarters. 

XIV.  And,  for  the  better  preventing  ahufes  in  quartering  or 
billeting  the  foldiers  in  his  Majefty’s  dominions  in  America , in 
purfuance  of  this  aft,  beit  further  enafted  by  the  authority  aforc- 
faid,  That  it  (hall  and  may  be  lawful  to  and  for  any  one  or  more 
juftices  of  the  peace,  or  other  officer,  within  their  refpeduve 
villages,  towns,  townfhips,  cities,  diftrifts,  or  other  places, 
in  his  Majefty’s  faid  dominions  in  America , by  warrant  or  or- 
bules  in  quar-  ^er  un<^er  bis  or  their  hand  and  feal,  or  hands  and  feals,  at  any 
tering.  time  or  times  during  the  continuance  of  this  aft,  to  require  and 
command  any  conftable,  tithingman,  magiftrate,  or  other  chief 
officer,  who  (hall  quarter  or  billet  any  foldiers  in  purfuance  of 
this  aft,  to  give  an  account  in  writing  unto  the  faid  juftice  or 
juftices,  or  other  officer  requiring  the  fame,  of  the  number  of 
officers  and  foldiers  who  (hall  be  quartered  or  billeted  by  them, 
and  alfo  the  names  of  the  houfe- keepers  or  perfons  upon  whom, 
and  the  barracks  and  hired  uninhabited  houfes,  or  other  build- 
ings as  aforefaid,  in  which  and  where  every  fuch  officer  or  fol- 
dier fhall  be  quartered  or  billeted,  together  with  an  account  of 
the  ftreet  or  place  where  every  fuch  houfe-keeper  or  perfon  dwells, 
and  where  every  fuch  barrack  or  hired  uninhabited  houfe  or 
building  is  or  are,  and  of  the  figns  (if  any)  which  belong  to 
their  houfes  ; to  the  end  that  it  may  appear  to  the  faid  juftice  or 
juftices,  or  other  officer,  where  fuch  officers  or  foldiers  are  quar- 
tered or  billeted,  and  that  he  or  they  may  thereby  be  the  better 
enabled  to  prevent  or  punilh  all  abufes  in  the  quartering  or  bil- 
leting them. 

Juftices  in  XV.  And  he  it  further  enafted  by  the  authority  aforefaid, 
purfuance  of  That  for  the  better  and  more  regular  provifion  of  carriages  for

or  of  the  general  commanding,  or  the  commanding  officer  there  t^irP  march, 
(hall,  as  often  as  fuch  order  is  brought  and  (hewn  unto  one  or 
more  of  them,  by  the  quarter- matter,  adjutant,  or  other  officer 
of  the  regiment,  detachment,  or  company,  fo  ordered  to  march, 
iflueout  his  or  their  warrants  to  the  conftables,  tythingmen,  ma- 
giftrates,  or  other  officers  of  the  villages,  towns,  townfhips,  ci- 
ties, diftrifts,  and  other  places,  from,  through,  near,  or  to 
which  fuch  regiment,  detachment,  or  company,  fhall  be  order- 
ed to  march,  requiring  them  to  make  fuch  provifion  for  carria- 
ges, with  able  men  to  drive  the  fame,  as  fhall  be  mentioned  in 
the  faid  warrant : allowing  them  reafonable  time  to  do  the  fame, 
that  the  neighbouring  parts  may  not  always  bear  the  burthen  :

then  the  next  juftice  or  jufticcs  of  the  peace  of  the  village,  town,  , 
townfhip,  city,  diftrift,  or  other  place,  lhall,  upon  fuch  order 
as  aforefaid  being  brought  or  (hewn  to  one  or  more  of  them,  by 
any  of  the  officers  as  aforefaid,  iflue  his  or  their  warrants  to  the 
conftables,  tythingmen,  magiftrates,  or  other  officers,  of  fuch 
next  village,  town,  townfhip,  city,  diftrift,  or  other  place,  for 
the  purpofes  aforefaid,  to  make  up  fuch  deficiency ; and  fuch 
conftable,  tythingman,  magiftrate,  or  other  officer,  fhall  order 
or  appoint  fuch  perfon  or  perfons,  having  carriages,  within  their  ~ 
refpeftive  villages,  towns,  townfhips,  cities,  diftrifts,  or  other 
places,  as  they  fhall  think  proper,  to  provide  and  furnifh  fuch 
carriages  and  men,  according  to  the  warrant  aforefaid;  who  are 
hereby  required  to  provide  and  furnifh  the  fame  accordingly. 

- XVI.  And  be  it  further  enafted,  That  the  pay  or  hire  for  rates  ofcar-

every  other  carriage  in  that  and  every  other  colony  in  his  Ma- 

jefty’s  faid  dominions  in  America , in  the  fame  proportion  ; 

and  at  or  after  the  fame  rate  or  price  for  what  weight  every  fuch 

other  carriage  fhall  carry  ; and  that  the  firft  day's  pay  or  hire  for 

every  fuch  carriage,  lhall  be  paid  down  by  fuch  officer  to  fuch 

conftable,  tythingman,  magiftrate,  or  other  civil  officer,  who 

fhall  get  or  procure  fuch  carriages,  for  the  ufe  of  the  owner 

or  owners  thereof ; and  the  pay  or  hire  for  every  fuch  carriage 

after  the  firft  day,  fhall  be  paid  every  day,  from  day  to  day, 

by  fuch  officer  as  aforefaid,  into  the  hands  of  the  driver 

or  drivers  of  fuch  carriages  refpecftively,  until  fuch  carriages 

fhall  be  difeharged  from  fuch  fervice,  for  the  ufe  of  the  owner 

and  owners  thereof. 

XVII.  Provided  always,  and  be  it  further  enabled.  That  Carriages  not 
no  fuch  waggon,  cart,  or  carriage,  impreft  by  authority  of  this  obliged  to 
aft,  fhall  be  liable  or  obliged,  by  virtue  of  this  aft,  to  carry  a-  ^r^^ove 
bovc  twelve  hundred  weight ; any  thing  herein  contained  to  the 
co  ootwithftanding. 


. Provided  alfo,  That  no  fuch  waggon,  cart,  or  car- 
riage. 
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riage,  fhall  be  obliged  to  travel  more  than  one  day’s  march,  if, 
within  that  time,  the^  fhall  arrive  at  any  other  place  where  0- 
ther  carriages  may  be  procured ; but,  in  cafe  other  fufncient 
carriages  cannot  be  procured,  then  fuch  carriages  (hall  be  oblig- 
ed to  continue  in  the  fervice  till  they  (hall  arrive  at  fuch  village, 
town,  townfhip,  city,  diftritf,  or  other  place,  where  proper 
and  fufficient  carriages,  for  the  fcrvicc  of  the  forces,  may  h$ 
procured. 

XIX.  And  be  it  further  enabled  by  the  authority  aforefaid, 
That  if  any  conftable,  tithingman,  magiftrate,  or  othercivil  of- 
ficer, within  his  Majefty’s  dominions  in  America , (hall  wilfully 
negle<5t  or  refufe.  to  execute  fuch  warrants  of  the  juftices  of  the 
peace,  as  (hall  be  dire&ed  unto  them  for  providing  carriages  as 
aforefaid  ; or  if  any  perfon  or  perfons  appointed  by  fuch  confta- 
ble,  tythingman,  magiftrate,  or  other  civil  officer,  to  provide 
or  furnilh  any  carriage  and  man,  (hall  refufe  or  neglcdt  to  pro- 
vide the  fame  5 or  any  other  perfon  or  perfons  whatfoever  (hall 
wilfully  do  any  a<ft  or  thing  whereby  the  execution  of  the  hid 
warrants  (hall  be  delayed,  hindered,  or  fruftrated  3 every  fuch 
conftable,  tythingman,  magiftrate,  civil  officer,  or  other  per- 
fon fo  offending,  (hall,  for  every  fuch  offence,  forfeit  any  fum 
not  exceeding  forty  (hillings  fterling,  nor  lefs  than  twenty  (hil- 
lings, to  be  paid  into  the  treafury  or  the  province  where  any  fuch 
offence  (hall  be  committed;  to  be  applied  towards  the  aforefaid 
contingent  charges  of  the  province  : and  all  and  every  *fuch 
offence  or  offences,  and  all  and  every  other  offence  or  offence;, 
in  this  a<5t  mentioned,  and  nototherwife  provided,  (hall  and  may 
be  inquired  of,  heard,  and  fully  determined,  by  two  of  his  Ma* 
jefty’s  juftices  of  the  peace  dwelling  in  or  near  the  village,  town, 
townfhip,  city,  diftrieft,  or  place,  where  fuch  offence  (hall  be 
committed  ; who  have  hereby  power  to  caufe  the  (aid  penalty 
to  be  levied  by  diftrefs  and  fale  of  the  offenders  goods  and 
chattels,  rendering  the  overplus  (if  any)  to  the  owner. 

XX.  And  whereas  the  allowance  hereby  provided,  for  the 
payment  of  the  carriages  that  may  be  neceuary  in  the  marching 
of  troops,  may  not  be  a fufficient  compenfation  for  the  fame,  and 
to  fatisfy  the  conftables,  tithingmen,  magiftrates,  and  otherci- 
vil officers,  their  charges  and  expences  therein  ; for  remedy 
whereof,  be  it  further  ena<51ed  by  the  authority  aforefaid.  That 
the  conftables,  tithingmen,  magiftrates,  and  civil  officers,  pro- 
curing fuch  carriages,  (hall  pay  a reafonable  expence  or  price 
for  every  carriage  fo  procured  ; and  that  every  fuch  conftable, 
tithingman,  magiftrate,  civil  officer,  or  other  perfon,  fhall  be  re- 
paid what  he  or  they  fhall  fo  expend,  together  with  his  or  their 
own  charges  and  expences  attending  the  fame,  by  the  province 
or  colony  where  the  fame  fhall  srife. 

XXI.  Provided  always,  and  be  it  further  enadted  by  the  au- 
thority aforefaid,  That  where  it  fhall  be  neceffary  to  take  wag- 
gons or  other  carriages  for  long  marches,  beyond  the  fettlemems 
an  appraifement  fhall  be  made  of  the  value  of  fuch  horfes  and 
carriages,  at  the  time  of  the  taking  them  up  to  be  employed  in 
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fuch  marches  beyond  the  fettlements,  by  two  indifferent  per Tons,  beyond  the 
one  to  be  chofen  by  the  commanding  officer  of  fuch  forces,  and  fcnlements, 
the  other  by  the  owner  of  fuch  cattle  or  carriages  ; a certificate  carta wVare 
of  which  appraifement  (hall  be  given  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  to  be  Fairly 
fuch  cattle  or  carriages  refpedtively  : and  in  cafe  any  of  the  cat-  appraiied  j 
tie  or  carriages,  fo  taken  up  for  fuch  fervice,  (hall  in  the  exe- 
cution thereof,  be  loft  or  deftroyed  ; that  then,  and  in  every 
fuch  cafe,  upon  producing  the  faid  certificate  and  proper  vouch*  or 

ers  upon  oath  of  fuch  lofs  or  deftrudtion,  to  the  paymafter  ge-  pr^ef0r° 
neral  of  his  Majefty’s  guards  and  garrifons,  the  faid  paymafter  according  to 
lhall,  and  he  is  hereby  required  to  pay  to  the  refpedtive  owners  certificate, 
of  fuch  cattle  or  carriages,  the  fums  fpecified,  in  fuch  certificates 
and  vouchers,  to  be  the  value  of  fuch  cattle  or  carriages  fo  loft 
or  deftrdyed. 

XXII.  And  whereas  feveral  foldiers,  being  duly  infilled  in  n r . 
his  Majefty’s  fervice,  do  often  defert  fuch  fervice  ; for  remedy  beVpprebenc^ 
thereof,  be  it  further  enadted  by  the  authority  aforefaid,  T hat  ed, 
it  (hall  and  may  be  lawful  to  and  for  the  conftable,  tithingman, 
magiftrate,  or  other  civil  officer,  of  the  village,  town,  townlhip, 
city,  diftridt,  or  place,  within  the  faid  dominions  in  America , 
where  any  perfon,  who  may  be  reafonably  fufpedted  to  be  fuch 
adeferter,  (hall  be  found,  to  apprehend,  or  caufe  him  to  be  ap- 
prehended ; and  to  caufe  fuch  perfon  to  be  brought  before  any 
juftice  of  the  peace  or  other  chief  magiftrate  living  in  or  near 
fuch  village,  town,  townlhip,  city,  diftridt  or  place,  who  hath 
hereby  power  to  examine  fuch  fufpedted  perfon  ; and  if  by  his 
confelfion,  or  the  teftimony  of  one  or  more  witnefs  or  witnefles  and  commit* 
upon  oath,  or  the  knowledge  of  fuch  juftice  of  the  peace,  or  * 
other  magiftrate,  it  (hall  appear,  or  be  found,  that  fuch  fufpedt- 
ed  perfon  is  a lifted  foldier,  and  ought  to  be  with  the  regiment 
or  company  to  which  he  belongs,  fuch  juftice  of  the  peace  or 
other  magiftrate  (hall  forthwith  caufe  him  to  be  conveyed  to  the 
gaol  of  the  village,  town,  townfhip,  city,  diftridt,  county,  or 
place  where  he  (hall  be  found,  or  to  the  houfe  of  correction  or 
other  publick  prifon  in  fuch  village,  town,  townlhip,  city,  dif- 
tri<ft,  county,  or  place,  where  fuch  deferter  (hall  be  apprehend- 
ed, and  transmit  an  account  thereof  to  the  commander  in  chief 
of  his  Majefty’s  forces  in  the  faid  dominions  in  America , or  to 
the  commanding  officer  of  the  forces  polled  neareft  to  fuch  juf- 
tice or  juftices,  or  other  magiftrate  or  magiftrates,  for  the  time 
being,  to  the  end  that  fuch  perfon  may  be  proceeded  againft  ac- 
cording to  law  : and  the  gaoler  or  keeper  of  fuch  gaol,  Houfe  of  r 
correction,  or  prifon,  (hall  receive  the  full  fubfiftence  of  fuch  de-  Ceive^is°fubl 
ferter  or  deferters  during  the  time  that  he  or  they  fhall  fiftence  mo- 
continue  in  his  cuftody  for  the  maintenance  of  fuch  defer-  ney  in  the 
ter  or  deferters : but  (hail  not  be  intitled  to  any  fee  or  reward  onintennu 
account  of  the  imprifonment  of  fuch  deferter  or  deferters;  any 
law,  ufage,  or  cuftom  to  the  contrary  notwithftanding. 

XXIlf.  Provided  always,  That  if  any  perfon  (hall  harbour.  Penalty  on 
conceal,  or  aflift,  any  deferter  from  his  Majefty’s  fervice  within  perlons  ha r- 
his  Majefty’s  faid  dominions  in  Amnia,  knowing  him  to  be  dc* 

fuch,  * 
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fuch,  the  perfon  fo  offending,  fhall  forfeit  for  every  fuch  offence, 
the  fum  of  five  pounds ; or  if  any  perfon  fhall  knowingly  detain, 
buy  or  exchange,  or  otherwife  receive,  any  arms,  clothes,  caps, 
or  other  furniture  belonging  to  the  King,  from  any  foldier  or 
deferter,  or  any  other  perfon,  upon  any  account  or  pretence 
whatfoever,  within  his  Majefty’s  dominions  in  America , orcaufe 
the  colour  of  fuch  clothes  to  be  changed  ; the  perfon  fo  offend- 
ing fhall  forfeit,  forefery  fuch  offence,  the  fum  of  five  pounds*, 
and  upon  conviction  upon  the  oath  of  one  or  more  credible 
witnefs  or  witneffes,  before  any  of  his  Majefty’s  juftices  of  the 
peace,  the  faid  refpective  penalties  of  five  pounds,  and  five 
pounds,  fhall  be  levied  by  warrant  under  the  hands  of  the  faid 
juftice  or  juftices  of  the  peace,  by  diftrefs  and  fale  of  the  goods 
and  chattels  of  the  offenders  ; one  moiety  of  the  faid  firft-men- 
tioned  penalty  of  five  pounds  to  be  paid  to  the  informer,  by 
whofe  means  fuch  deferter  fhall  be  apprehended  ; and  one  moie- 
ty of  the  faid  laft  mentioned  penalty  of  five  pounds  to  be  paid 
to  the  informer;  and  the  refidue  of  the  faid  refpective  penalties 
to  be  paid  to  .the.  officer  to  whom  any  fuch  deferter  or  foldier  did 
belong : and  in  cafe  any  fuch  offenders,  who  fhall  be  convicted 
as  aforefaid,  of  harbouring  or  affifting  any  fuch  deferter  or  de- 
ferters; or  having  knowingly  received  any  arms,  clothes,  caps, 
or  other  furniture  belonging  to  the  King  ; or  having  caufedthe 
colour  of  fuch  clothes  to  be  changed,  contrary  to  the  in- 
tent of  this  a<5t,  fhall  not  have  fufficient  goods  and  chattels, 
whereon  diftrefs  may  be  made,  to  the  value  of  the  penalties  re- 
covered againft  him  for  fuch  offence,  or  fhall  not  pay  fuch  pe- 
nalties within  four  days  after  fuch  conviction ; then,  and  in 
fuch  cafe,  fuch  juftice  of  the  peace  fhall  and  may,  by  warrant 
under  his  hand  and  feal,  commit  fuch  offender  to  the  common 
gaol,  there  to  remain,  without  bail  or  mainprize,  for  the  fpace 
of  three  months,  or  caufe  fuch  offender  to  be  publickly  whipt, 
at  the  diferetion  of  fuch  juftice. 

XXIV.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  no  commiffion  of- 
ficer fhall  break  open  any  houfe,  within  his  Majefty’s  domini- 
ons in  America , to  fearch  for  deferters,  without  warrant  from  a 
juftice  of  the  peace,  and  in  the  day-time;  and  that  every  com- 
miffion officer  who  (hall,  in  the  night,  or  without  warrant  from 
one  or  more  of  his  Majefty’s  juftices  of  the  peace  (which  laid 
warrants  the  faid  juftice  or  juftices  are  hereby  impowered  to 
grant)  forcibly  enter  into,  or  break  open,  the  dwelling-houfe, 
or  out-houfes  of  any  perfon  whatfoever  under  pretence  of  fearch- 
ing  for  deferters,  fhall,  upon  due  proof  thereof,  forfeit  the  fum 
of  twenty  pounds. 

XXV.  And  whereas  feveral  crimes  and  offences  have  been 
and  may  be,  committed  by  feveral  perfons,  not  being  foldiers, 
at  feveral  forts  or  garrifons,  and  feveral  other  places  within  his 
Majefty’s  dominions  in  America , which  are  not  within  the  limits 
or  jurisdiction  of  any  civil  government  there  hitherto  cftablillv 
ed  ; and  which  crimes  and  offences  are  not  properly  cognizable 
or  triable  and  punifhable,  by  a court-martial,  but  by  the  civil 
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magiftrate ; by  means  whereof  feveral  great  crimes  and  offences  \ 
may  go  unpunifhed,  to  the  great  fcandal  of  government ; for  Perfons  not 
remedy  whereof,  be  it  further  ena&ed  by  the  authority  afore-  being  foldiers 
faid,  That  from  and  after  the  twenty  fourth  day  of  Marche  one  committing 
thoufand  feven  hundred  and  fixty  five,  and  for  fo  long  after-  an  Cfort  or 
wards  as  this  ad  fhall  continue  in  force,  if  any  perfon  or  per-  garrifon,&c. 
fons,  not  being  a foidier  or  foldiers,  do  or  fhall  commit  any  not  within  the 
aims  or  crimes,  or  offence  or  offences,  in  any  of  the  faid  forts,  jurisdiction  of 
garrifons  or  places,  within  his  Majefty’s  dominions  in  America , a"y  chilgo- 
which  are  not  within  the  limits  or  jurisdiction  of  any  civil  go-'  rnmcn  * 
vernment  hitherto  eftablifhed,  it  lhall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any 
perfon  or  perfons  to  apprehend  fuch  offender  or  offendei  s,  and 
to  carry,  him,  her,  or  them,  before  the  commanding  officer  for

That  from  and  after  the  faid  firft  day  of  June , upon  the 
entry  of  any  wrought  filks,  bengals,  and  (fuff’s  mixed  with  (ilk 
or  herba,  of  the  manufacture  of  Pcrfia,  China,  or  Eaji  India , or 
callicoes,  painted,  dyed,  printed,  or  ftained  there,  for  exportation 
to  Africa , or  the  Britijh  dominions  in  America , the  bond  which

WHEREAS  by  an  aft  of  parliament  made  in  the  fecond  yior 
of  his  prefent  Majefif  s reign , intituled , An  acf  to  explain, 
amend,  and  reduce  into  one  aft  of  parliament,  the  feveral  Jaws 
now  in  being  relating  to  the  raifing  and  training  the  militia 
within  that  part  of  Great  Britain  called  England , it  is  enaF.il> 
That  in  all  counties  and  places  where  the  militia  had  not  been  raifed  cj 
virtue  or  in  purfuance  of  the  former  afts  for  that  purpofe,  or  h \ 
virtue  or  in  purfuance  of  the  faid  aft,  the  Jum  of  five  pounds  flow: 
be  annually  paid , for  and  in  lieu  of  every  private  militia  man  therein 
mentioned  to  be  raifed  within  the  fame  ; and  that  his  Majejlys  lieute- 
nant of  every  fuch  county  and  place , or  any  three  or  more  deputy  lit* 
tenants , at  the  expiration  of  every  year  in  which  the  militia  for  Jud 
county  and  place  fhall  not  be  raifed , fhall,  from  year  to  year , ccriij) 
the  fame  in  writing  under  his  or  their  hand '»  ; and  alfo  the  whole  0- 
mount  of  the  feveral  films  of  five  pounds  per  man , to  be  raifid  a 
fuch  county  net  raifing  the  militia  as  aforefaid , to  the  juflices  of  the 
peace , at  their  general  or  quarter  feffions  next  held , after  the  fud  !

V.  And  whereas  by  an  adt  made  in  the  fourth  year  of  the  Claufeinadt 
reign  of  his  prefent  Majcfty,  intituled.  An  aft  to  explain  and  a - 4 Geo.  3* 
mer.d  an  ail  faffed  in  the  fecond  year  of  the  reign  of  his  prefent  Ma- 
jefly , intituled , An  adt  to  explain,  amend,  and  reduce  into  one  adt 
of  parliament,  the  feveral  laws  now  in  being,  relating  to  raifing 
and  training  the  militia  within  that  part  of  Great  Britain  called 
England ; it  is  enadted,  That  in  all  cafes  where  the  militia  had 
not  been  railed,  or  (hould  not  at  any  time  thereafter  continue  to 
be  raifed,  for  any  county  or  riding,  within  which  any  city, 

• town. 
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town,  or  place,  (hould  not  be  rated  to  the  rate  called  The  coun- 
ty rate , the  payment  of  the  faid  fum  of  five  pounds  per  man, 
upon  the  number  of  private  militia  men  directed  to  be  raifed 
within  every  county  or  riding,  Ihould  be  divided  and  apportion- 
ed between  each  refpe£tive  county  and  riding,  and  each  fuch 
refpedtive  city,  town,  and  place,  within  the  fame,  and  (hould 
be  paid  in  the  manner  directed  by  the  faid  a<5t:  and  whereas 
doubts  have  arifen  about  the  method  of  enforcing  the  payment 
of  fuch  fum  and  fums  of  money,  as  is  and  are  in  and  by  the 
faid  a<£t  of  the  fourth  year  of  his  prefent  Majefty  directed  to  be 
paid  by  fuch  cities,  towns,  and  places,  as  are  not  rated  to  the  faid 
rate  called  The  county  rate ; for  remedy  whereof,  be  it  further 
enabled  by  the  authority  aforefaid.  That  if  any  fum  or  fums  of 
money,  which  ought  to  be  paid  by  any  fuch  city,  town,  or 
place,  not  rated  to  the  county  rate  as  aforefaid,  (hall  not  be  paid 
to  the  treafurer  of  the  refpedtivc  county,  riding,  or  place,  be- 
fore the  tenth  day  of  September , in  every  year,  according  to 
the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  faid  ad  of  the  fourth  year 
of  his  prefent  Majefty’s  reign,  and  of  this  ad,  the  juftices  of 
the  peace  for  fuch  county,  riding,  or  place,  (hall,  and  they  are

Sublick  expences,  have  refolved  to  give  and  grant  unto  your 
lajefty  thefeveral  rates  and  duties  herein  after.*  mentioned,  and 
do  moft  humbly  befeech  your  Majefty  that  it  may  be  en- 
abled, and  be  it  enabled  by  the  King’s  moft  excellent  majeltv, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  confent  of  the  lords  fpiritual  and 
From  and  af-  temporal,  and  commons,  in  this  prefent  parliament  aflembled, 
ter  24.

■\X7  H E R E A S by  an  aft  of  parliament  made  in  the  feventh 
* * year  of  the  reign  of  King  George  the  Firj },  intituled.  An 
ad  for  the  further  preventing  his  Majefty’s  fubjedsfrom  trading 
to  the  Raft  Indies  under  foreign  commiffions  ; and  for  encour- 
aging and  further  fecuring  the  lawful  trade  thereto ; and  for 
further  regulating  the  pilots  of  Dover , Deal,  and  the  Ifle  of 
Thanet  it  is,  amonzfi  other  things  enabled  > That  no  commodity  of 
the,  growth , produft  or  manufacture  of  the  Eaft  Indies,  or  other 
places  beyond  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  Jhall  be  imported  or  carried 
into  the  iflands  of  Jerfey,  Guernfey,  Alderney,  Sarke  or  Man, 
or  other  places  in  the  faid  aft  mentioned , but  fuch  only  as  j hall  be  bona 
fide,  and  without  fraud , loadeti  and  Jhipt  in  Great  Britain,  in  Jhips 
navigated  according  to  law,  under  the  penalty  of  forfeiting  all  fuch 
goods , or  the  value  thereof,  together  with  the  Jhip  or  vefjel  in  which 
they  Jhall  be  imported , with  all  her  guns,  tackle,  furniture,  ammu- 
nition, and  apparel,  to  be  feixed  and  profecutcd  as  in  the  faid  a Cl  is 
dire  ft  cd : and  whereas  great  quantities  of  tea  and  other  goods  of  the 
produft  or  manufacture  of  the  Eaft  Indies,  and  other  places  beyend 
the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  are  imported  from  foreign  parts  and  land- 
ed in  the  Ifle  of  Man,  contrary  to  the  faid  in  part  recited  a Cl  of 
Parliament ; which  goods,  as  well  as  great  quantities  of  brandy  and 
other  foreign  liquors , are  brought  from  the  faid  Ifle  of  Man,  and 
clandcjUnely  run  ajhore  in  this  kingdom,  to  the  great  prejudice  of  the 
trade  and  revenues  thereof : to  prevent  which  pradices  for  the 
future,  and  to  render  the  faid  ad,  as  well  as  feveral  other 
ads  of  parliament  relative  to  the  trade  and  revenues  of  this 
kingdom,  more  effedual ; may  it  plcafc  your  Majefty  that  it

can,  and  many  of  them  arc  able  to  ferve  his  Majefty  by  fea  and 
land,  yet  are  detained  in  prifon  by  their  creditors,  or  have  been 
forced  to  go  into  foreign  parts  out  of  this  realm  : and  whereas 
fuch  unhappy  debtors  have  always  been  deemed  the  proper  ob- 
jects of  publick  compaffion  ; and  by  feveral  a efts  of  parliament, 
have  been  difcharged  on  the  conditions  in  fuchadts  gientioned;

YOUR  Majefty  having  been  mo  ft  gracioujly  pleafed , at  the  open - PreamWc 
ing  of  this  JeJfm  of  parliament , to  recommend  from  the  throne  am  c* 
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to  your  faithful  commons  the  continuance  of  that  attention  which  hath 
hitherto  been  flewn  to  the  improvement  of  the  publick  revenue , we 
have  thought  it  our  duty  to  apply  ourfelves  with  the  utmojl  zeal  and 
ajfiduity  to  carry  into  execution  every  proper  meafure  for  the  attain- 
ment of  that  end ; and  though  we  have  already  prepared  feveral  bills 
for  that  purpoje , which  have  received  your  royal  approbation , we  ore

An  aft  for  preventing  frauds,  and  regulating  abufes,  in  his  Ma- 
jefty’s  cuftoms)  it  is,  amongjl  other  things , enafted , That  the perfoti 
or  perfons  which  were  or  Jhould  be  appointed  for  managing  the  cufimi, 
and  officers  of  his  Majejly' s cuftoms,  and  their  deputies,  flould  k 
thereby  authorized  and  enabled  to  go  and  enter  aboard  any  flip  or  vej- 
fel,  as  well  J, hips  of  war  as  merchant  flips , from  thence  to  bring  on 
flore  all  goods  prohibited  or  uncujlomed , except  jewels , if  they  be  out-

likewife  in  packages  which  are  brought  on  floor e by  virtue  of  a fpecid 
fufferance  or  order  from  the  commiffioners  or  principal  officers  of  the 
cujloms,  to  be  examined  before  entry  and  payment  of  duties,  at  the  n- 
quejl  and  application  of  the  owners  thereof ; and  alfo  in  and  amongjl 
J'uch  goods  thcmfelves,  there  are  often  found  concealed  and  enclofed  ha 
and  other  fine  goods  and  merchandizes , which  lie  in  little  compafs,  and 
of  which  no  entries  are  often  intended  to  be  made,  or  duties  paid  for,  by 
the  owners  or  proprietors  thereof,  or  their  agents,  unlefs  and  until  the 
fame  are  difeevered  by  the  officers  of  his  Majejly  s cujloms  ; by  which 
fraudulent  concealments  the  revenue  thereof  is  greatly  defrauded : may 
it  therefore  pleafe  your  Majefty,  that  it  may  be  enafted  ; and  be 
it  enafted  by  the  King’s  mod  excellent  majeftv,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  confent  of  the  lords  fpiritual  and  temporal,  and 
commons,  in  this  prefent  parliament  afiembled,  and  by  the 
authority  of  the  fame.  That  from  and  after  the  firft  day  of 
June,  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  fixty  five,  all  goods, 
wares,  and  merchandizes  whatfoever,  whi^h  (hall  be  found  en- 
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clofcd  and  concealed  as  aforefaid,  in  any  cheft,  trunk,  bale, 
calk,  or.  other  package,  or  in  or  amongft  any  of  the  goods, 
wares,  or  merchandizes  contained  therein,  at  any  time  after  the 
fame  (hall  have  been  carried  or  fent  to  his  Majefty’s  ftorehoufe ' . 
by  any  officer  or  officers  of  his  Majefty’s  cuftoms  in  purfuance  package^ or 
of  the  faid  act,  and  which  (hall  not  have  been,  within  the  fpace  goods**  * 
of  twenty  days  after  the  firft  entry  of  the  (hip  in  which  they  brought  on 
were  imported,  duly  entered,  and  his  Majefty’s  cuftoms,  and  ^ rPe* 
other  duties,  for  them,  paid  or  fecured ; or  which  (hall  be  ^nce,U0rCor- 
found  concealed  as  aforefaid  in  any  cheft,  trunk,  bale,  ca(k,  or  der,  and  not 
other  package,  or  inclofed  in  or  amongft  any  of  the  goods  there-  fpecified 
in  contained,  which  (hall  be  brought  on  (hore  by  fpecial  fuflfer-  herein, 
ance,  or  order  from  the  commifsioners  or  principal  officers  of 
the  cuftoms,  at  the  requeft  and  application  of  the  proprietor,  or 
his  agent,  and  (hall  not  be  particularly  fpecified  and  deferibed  ^ure  and* 
in  fuch  application,  the  fame  lhall,  in  every  fuch  cafe,  be  for-  forfeiture, 
feited  and  loft,  and  (hall  and  may  be  feized  and  profecuted  by 
any  officer  or  officers  of  his  Majefty’s  cuftoms ; one  moiety  of 
which  forfeitures  (hall  be  to  the  ufe  of  his  Majefty,  his  heirs, 
and  fuccefiors,  and  the  other  moiety  (hall  be  to  the  ufe  of  fuch 
perfon  and  perfons  as  (hall  feize,  inform,  or  fue  for  the  fame, 
after  deducting  the  charges  of  condemnation  and  fale  from  the 
grofs  produce  thereof ; and  fuch  feizures  and  forfeitures  (hall 
and  may  be  profecuted,  tried,  and  determined,  in  any  of  his 
Majefty’s  courts  of  record  at  IVeJlminfter , or  in  the  court  of  Ex- 
chequer at  Edinburgh  refpectively ; wherein  noefToin,  protection, 
wager  of  law,  or  more  than  one  imparlance,  (hall  be  allowed. 

II.  And  whereas  it  does  frequently  happen,  that  goods  and 
merchandizes  imported,  paying  duty  ad  valorem , do,  upon  view 
and  examination  by  the  proper  officers  of  the  cuftoms,  appear 
not  to  have  been  valued,  by  the  oath  or  affirmation  of  the  im- 
porter, according  to  the  true  value  and  price  thereof ; and  not- 
withftanding  demand  is  made  in  writing  by  the  cuftomer  or  col- 
lector and  comptroller  of  the  port  where  fuch  goods  are  entered, 
for  delivery  of  the  fame  into  his  Majefty’s  warehoufe  at  the  port 
of  importation,  for  the  ufe  and  benefit  of  the  crown,  agreeable 
to  the  directions  of  an  act  of  parliament  made  in  the  eleventh 
year  of  the  reign  of  his  late  majefty  King  George  the  Firft,  (inti- 
tuled, An  aft  for  rating  fuch  unrated  goods  and  merchandizes  as  are  Aft  n Geo.  t. 
ufually  imported  into  this  kingdom,  and  pay  duty  ad  valorem,  upon 
the  oattJ  of  the  importer  ; and  for  afeertaintng  the  value  of  all  goods 
and  merchandizes  not  inferted  in  the  former  or  prefent  book  of  rates  \ 
and  for  repealing  certain  duties  upon  drugs  and  rags ; and  for  conti- 
nuing the  duties  upon  apples ; and  for  afeertaining  the  method  of  ad- 
meafuring  piftures  imported)  yet  the  importers  or  proprietors  of 
fuch  goods  or  merchandizes  do  fometimes  neglect  or  refufe  to 
deliver  the  fame,  or  tocaufe  the  fame  to  be  delivered,  into  his 
Majefty’s  warehoufe ; by  which  means  the  faid  recited  act  is 
rendered  ineffectual  to  anfwer  the  purpofes  thereby  intended ; 
the  officers  of  the  cuftoms  not  being  thereby  impowered  to  car- 
ry fuch  goods  or  merchandizes  to  his  Majefty’s  warehoufe,  al* 

though 
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though  the  importers  or  proprietors  thereof  (hall  negleft  or  re- 
fufe  fo  to  do ; now,  to  remedy  this  inconvenience  for  the  future, 
and  for  an  encouragement  to  the  officers  of  the  cuftoms  to  be 
diligent  in  the  execution  of  their  duty,  be  it  ena&ed.  That  from 
and  after  the  firft  day  of  Juney  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and 
fixty  five,  upon  the  importation  of  any  goods  or  merchandizes, 
paying  duty  <1  d valorem , where,  upon  view  and  examination 
thereof  by  the  proper  officers  .of  the  cuftoms,  it  (hall  appear  to 
them  that  fuch  goods  and  merchandizes  are  not  valued,  by  the 
oaih  or  affirmation  of  the  importer  or  proprietor,  according  to  the 
true  price  or  value  thereof,  according  to  the  true  intent  and  mean- 
ing of  the  faid  recited  a<ft,  or  any  other  a<ft  or  a<fts  of  parliament, 
it  (hall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  faid  officers  of  the  cuftoms  to 
take  and  detain  fuch  goods  and  merchandizes,  and  to  caufe  the 
fame  to  be  carried  and  conveyed  into  his  Majefty’s  warehoufe, 
at  the  port  of  importation,  for  the  ufe  and  benefit  of  the  crown; 
and  the  collector  of  the  cuftoms  for  fuch  port,  with  the  privity 
of  the  comptroller,  (hall,  out  of  any  monpy  in  his  hands,  arifing 
by  cuftoms,  or  other  duties  belonging  to  the  crown,  pay  to  the 
importer  or  proprietor  of  fuch  goods  and  merchandizes,  upon 
demand,  the  value  of  fuch  goods  and  merchandizes  fo  fworn  to 
or  affirmed,  together  with  an  addition  of  ten  pounds  per  centum 
thereon;  and  alfo  the  cuftoms  and  other  duties  which  (lull 
have  been  paid  for  fuch  goods  and  merchandizes,  taking  a re- 
ceipt for  the  fame  from  fuch  importer  or  proprietor,  in  full  fa- 
tisfa&ion  for  the  faid  goods  and  merchandizes,  as  if  they  had  been 
regularly  fold;  and  it  (hall  and  may  be  lawful  to  and  for  the  com- 
miffioners  of  the  cuftoms  for  the  time  being  (whether  the  value  of 
the  goods  fworn  to,  or  affirmed,  together  with  the  ten  pounds  per 
centum  thereon,  and  the  duties  which  (hall  have  been  paid  for 
fuch  goods,  be  demanded  or  not,  or  whether  the  receipt  herein 
dire<fted  to  be  taken  be  given  or  not)  to  caufe  the  faid  goods  to 
be  fairly  and  publickly  fold,  as  foon  as  may  be,  for  the  beft  ad- 
vantage ; and  out  of  the  produce  thereof,  the  money,  herein 
before  directed  to  be  paid  or  advanced  for  fuch  goods,  fhall  be 
paid  to  fuch  colIe<5tor,  to  be  by  him  replaced  to  fuch  funds  from 
whence  he  borrowed  the  fame,  provided  the  fame  (hall  have 
been  by  him  fo  paid  or  advanced  ; but  if  it  has  not,  then  the 
fame  fhall  remain  in  the  hands  of  the  faid  collector,  until  the 
importer  or  proprietor  fhall  demand  the  fame,  and  give  a receipt 
(which  is  herein  before  directed  to  be  taken  for  the  fame ;)  and 
after  deducting  from  the  overplus  (if  any)  the  charges  arifing 
by  the  warehoming  and  fale  of  fuch  goods  and  merchandizes, 
the  faid  commiffioners  of  the  cuftoms  (hall  and  may  order  the 
feveral  and  refpe<5tive  officers  of  the  cuftoms,  concerned  in  the 
view  and  examination  of  fuch  goods  and  merchandizes,  to  be 
paid,  as  an  encouragement  for  the  faithful  difeharge  of  their 
duty  thereon,  one  moiety  of  the  remainder  of  fuch  overplus  (it 
any)  and  the  other  moiety  thereof  (hall  be  paid  into  his  Maje- 
fty's  exchequer  towards  the  linking  fund  ; any  thing  in  the  her c- 
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in  before  recited  ad  contained,  or  any  other  law,  cuftom,  or 
ufage,  to  the  contrary  notwithftanding. 

III.  And  whereas  by  an  ad  palled  in  the  twelfth  year  of  the  *

perfon,  (hall  refufe  to  pay  or  fecure  the  duties  for,  as  being  da- 
maged, corrupt,  or  unmerchantable,  to  be  publicity  fold,  in  or- 
der to  be  diftilled  into  brandy,  or  to  be  made  into  vinegar,  tak- 
ing fufficient  fecurity  to  his  Majefty’s  ufe,  that  fuch  wines  be 
not  made  ufe  of  for  any  other  purpofe  whatfoever : and  where- 
as it  hath  been  found  by  experience,  that  the  fecurity  by  that 
ad  direded  hath  not  been  fufficient  to  anfwer  the  intent  there- 
of, unlefs  fome  proper  ingredient,  fuch  as  fait  or  vinegar,  has 
been  put  into  fuch  wine  before  it  has  been  delivered  out  of  his 
Majefty’s  warehoufe;  and  a doubt  having  lately  arifen,  whether

Great  Britain , or  imported  into  the  fame;  and  upon  chequered 
and  ftriped  linens  imported ; and  upon  certain  filks,  callicoes, 
linens  and  fluffs,  printed,  painted  or  ftained  ; and  upon  feveral 
kinds  of  ftampt  vellum,  parchment  and  paper ; and  upon  cer- 
tain printed  papers,  pamphlets  and  advertifements,  for  raifing 
the  fum  of  eighteen  hundred  thoufand  pounds  by  way  of  a lot- 
tery towards  her  Majefty’s  fupply  ; and  for  licenfing  an  addi- 
tional number  of  hackney  chairs;  and  for  charging  certain 
flocks  of  cards  and  dice  ; and  for  better  fecuring  her  Majeftv’s 
duties  to  arife  in  the  office  for  the  (lamp  duties  by  licences  tor 
marriages  and  otherwife ; and  for  relief  of  perfon9  who  hare 
not  claimed  their  lottery  tickets  in  due  time,  or  have  lofl  ex- 
chequer bills,  or  lottery  tickets;  and  for  borrowing  money’’  up- 
on (lock  (part  of  the  capital  of  the  South  Sea  company)  for  the 
ufe  of  the  publick  ; reciting 9 that  it  might  frequently  happen  that 
Jlale  or  rotten  foap,  and  afo  the  cuttings  of  good  foap  (for  which  the 
duties  by  the  Jaid  aft  fhould  firjl  have  been  duly  paid  or  charged) 
might  be  tut  again  into  the  copper  or  pan  to  be  rcfrefhed  or  made 
new  ; and  the  foap  newly  made  from  the  fame , or  from  a mixture 
of  the  fame  with  other  ingredients , voculd  be  chargeable  with  a nr* 
duty  by  the  faid  at 7,  it  was  therefore  thereby  provided  and  enaftcd, 
7 hat  in  cafe  fuch  Jlale  or  rotten  joap  or  cuttings,  be  put  into  the  cop- 
per or  pan , in  the  prefence  of  an  officer  for  the  faid  duties , to  be  re - 
frejhed  or  made  new  as  aforefaid ; fuch  officer  Jhould,  from  time  to

fiap , bad  really  and  in  faft  been  put  into  fuch  makings  of  foap , and 
at  other  times  when  frnall  quantities  of  Jlale  or  rotten  foap , or  of  cut- 
ting* of  foap , have  been  put  into  fuch  makings  of  foap , fuch  officers 
had  been  by  the  means  aforefaid  prevailed  upon  to  certify  in  fuch  his 
and  their  report  and  reports , quantities  of  fuch  Jlale  or  rotten  foap , or 
tunings  of  foap,  much  greater  and  Jar  exceeding  the  quantity  or  quan- 
tities which  at  fuch  time  and  times , really  and  in  faft  had  been , and

the  authority  aforefaid,  That  all  and  every  perfon  and  perfons 
who,  after  the  fifth  day  of  July , one  thoufand  feven  hundred 
and  fixty  five,  fhall  make  any  hard  foap,  (hall,  at  his,  her,  or

XXIII.  And  whereas  by  an  act  of  parliament  made  and 
paffed  in  the  fifth  year  of  the  reign  of  her  late  majefty  Queen 
Anne,  intituled.  An  aft  for  an  union  of  the  two  kingdoms  5/ England 
and  Scotland ; it  is,  by  the  eighteenth  article  of  the  faid  act  of 
union,  declared  and  enabled,  That  the  laws  concerning  regula- 
tion of  trade,  cuftorhs,  and  fuch  excifes  to  which  Scotland  is,  by 
virtue  of  this  treaty,  made  liable,  be  the  fame  in  Scotland , from 
and  after  the  union,  as  in  England ; and  by  the  feventh  article  of 
the  faid  a£t  of  union,  it  is  alfo  declared  and  enaefted,  That  all 
parts  of  the  united  kingdom  be,  for  ever,  from  and  after  the 
union,  liable  to  the  fame  excifes  upon  all  excifeable  liquors  ; 
excepting  only  that  the  thirty  four  gallons  Englijh  barrel  of  beer 
or  ale,  amounting  to  twelve  gallons  Scots  prelent  meafure,  fo|d

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duties,  and  retailed,  including  duties,  at  two  pence  the  Scotch 
pint,  or  eighth  part  of  the  Scots  gallon,  he  not  after  the  union 
liable,  on  account  of  the  prefent  cxcife  upon  cxcifeable  liquors 
in  England^  to  any  higher  impofition  than  two  (hillings  fterling 
upon  the  aforefaid  thirty  four  gallons  Engli/b  barrel,  being  twelve 
gallons  the  prefent  Scots  meafure  ; yet  neverthelefs  doubts  have 
been  raifed  whether  the  brewers  of  that  particular  fpecics  of  beer 
or  ale  mentioned  and  defcribed  in  the  faid  feventh  article  of  the 
faid  treaty  of  union,  and  commonly  called  and  known  by  the 
name  of  Two  Penny  Beer  or  Aley  are  within  the  defcription  and 
meaning  of  an  a&of  parliament  made  and  patted  in  the  feventh 
and  eighth  years  of  the  reign  of  King  IVilUam  the  Third,  inti-  an^ 
tuled.

brewers , diftillers,  and  other  perfcns  chargeable  with  the  duties  of  ex- 
cife ; and  by  reafon  of  fuch  doubts,  great  frauds  and  abufes 
have  been,  and  are,  daily  committed  and  made  by  the  brewers 
of  fuch  beer  or  ale,  which  is  generally  called  Two  Penny  Beer  or 
Ale,  by  their  refufing  to  permit  or  fuffer  the  gauger  or  gaugers, 
officer  or  officers,  to  ttay  and  continue  in  their  brew  houfes, 
ftore-houfes,  or  other  places,  in  the  fame  manner  as  all  other 
brewers  are  obliged  and  accuftomed  to  permit  and  fuffer  them, 
to  fee  fuch  guiles  or  brewings  brewed  off,  cleanfed,  and  carried 
out  without  mixture,  and  by  their  fraudulently  carrying  a great 
part  of  their  beer  or  worts  away  from  the  fight  and  view  of  fuch 
gauger  or  gaugers,  officer  or  officers,  before  the  fame  have  been 
charged  with  any  duty,  and  which  is  evidently  difeovered  to  be 
the  pra<51ice  of  fuch  brewers,  from  the  conflant  great  difparities 
which  have  been,  and  ttill  are,  from  time  to  time,  found  by 
the  gauger  or  gaugers,  officer  or  officers,  on  their  furveys,  be-

And  whereas  by  a claufe  in  an  aft  of  parliament  paffed 
claufe  iu  aft  in  the  eighteenth  year  ot  the  reign  of  his  late  majefty  King 
ii  Geo.  x.  George  the  Second,  intituled.  An  aft  for  repealing  the  prefent  in- 
land duty  of four  fallings  per  pound  weight  upon  all  tea  fold  in  Great 
Britain,  and  for  granting  to  his  Majefty  certain  other  inland  duties 
in  lieu  thereof  ; and  for  the  better  fe  curing  the  duty  upon  tea , and  0- 
ther  duties  of  excife ; and  for  purfuing  offenders  out  of  one  countv  in- 
to another ; reciting,  That  whereas  by  the  laws  then  in  force 
concerning  the  duties  of  excife,  and  other  duties  under  the  ma- 
nagement of  the  commiffioners  of  excife,  in  that  part  of  Great 
Britain  called  England , all  forfeitures  and  offences  made  and 
committed  within  the  immediate  limits  of  the  chief  office  in 
London , were  to  be  heard,  adjudged,  and  determined,  by  the 
chief  commiffioners  and  governors  of  excife;  and  all  fuch  for- 
feitures and  offences  made  and  committed  within  all  or  any  0- 
ther  the  counties,  cities,  towns,  or  places,  in  England , were  to 
be  heard  and  determined,  by  any  two  or  more  of  the  juftices  of

(hipped,  landed,  removed,  or  carried,  contrary  to  law,  and  carriage, 
fhall  not  alfo  feize  and  profecute  the  boat,  vefTel,  cart,  horfe,  or  employed  in 
other  cattle  or  carriage,  made  ufe  of  in  the  removing,  carrying,  running  the 
or  conveying  of  fuch  goods ; and  fhall  not  difcover  to  the  com- 
miffioners  of  his  Majefty’s  cuftoms  or  excife,  the  perfons  con-  [he  perfons 
cerned  in  unfhipping,  or  receiving  fuch  goods,  fo  that  they  concerned 
may  be  profecuted  for  the  penalties  incurred  by  law  for  fuch  therein  \ 
offences;  fuch  officer  and  officers  fhall,  in  each  and  every  fuch  th?y  ar.e  f.°  re~ 
cafe,  in  lieu  and  inftead  of  the  moiety  or  fhare  which  he  or  they  of^moiety!

XL.  And  whereas  great  frauds  have  been  carried  on  by  the 
makers  and  proprietors  of  fait,  in  collufion  with  the  officers  ap- 
pointed for  the  duties  on  fait ; which  frauds  have  been  greatly 
prejudicial,  not  only  to  the  revenue,  but  to  the  fair  trader : 
and  whereas  provifion  has  not  hitherto  been  made  for  fubjefting 
fuch  of  the  faid  officers  as  are  guilty  of  thefe  evil  praftices  to  any 
penalty,  other  than  the  penalty  of  the  bond  given  by  them  for 
the  faithful  difeharge  of  their  truft,  which  penalty  is  not  fuffi-  - 
cient  to  prevent  fuch  frauds  ; be  it  therefore  enafted  by  the  au- 
thority aforefaid,  That  from  and  after  the  fifth  day  of  July , one

book  or  books  enjoined  to  be  kept  for  that  purpofe,  whereby 
the  maker,  refiner,  or  owner  of  fuch  British  white  fait,  refined 
fait,  rock  fait,  or  fait  rock,  or  the  merchant  or  importer  of  fach 
foreign  fait,  fhall  become  chargeable  with  and  liable  to  the  foil 
payment  of  the  duties  due  and  payable  thereon  to  his  Majefty, 
f°rkk  ov,r.  Ids  heirs,  and  lucceffors  ; fuch  officer  or  officers,  for  the  duties 
pcnakyof  C 011  fo  offending  as  aforefaid,  thall,  in  every  fuch  cafe,  for- 
the  bonds  feit  and  Jofe,  over  and  above  the  penalty  of  the  bond  he  enter- 
given  by  them  ed  into,  either  by  himfelf  or  fureties,  for  the  due  performance

And  whereas  in  all  cafes  where  fait  is  fhipped  on  board 
boats,  barges,  or  other  veffels,  in  order  to  be  carried  down  ri- 
vers or  coaftwiie  for  the  purpofes  of  the  filhery,  or  to  be  re- 
(hipped  for  exportation,  or  otherwife,  great  care  (hould  be  tak-  j 
£n  for  the  preventing  frauds  that  may  be  committed  by  clandef- 
tinely  landing  part  of  the  faid  fait  in  fuch  voyage  : be  it  there- 
at (hipped  f°re  ensured  by  the  authority  aforefaid.  That  from  and  after  the

XLII.  And  be  it  enabled  by  the  authority  aforefaid.  That

them,  for  the  carrying  or  conveying  the  fai^  fait  ; and  if,  upon 
producing  fuch  permit  or  certificate,  the  faid  officer  or  officers 
(hall  have  re^fon  to  believe,  or  fhall  fufpeft,  that  there  is  more 
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fait  than  is  expreffed  in  fuch  permit  or  certificate,  that  then,  and  re  weigh 
and  in  every  fuch  cafe,  the  faid  officer  or  officers  (hall  and  may,

XLIV.  And  be  it  declared  and  enafted  by  the  authority  afore-  where  fait

package,  and  alfo  the  carriages,  horfes,  and  other  cattle,  made 
ufe  of  in  carrying  and  conveying  the  fame,  be  alfo  forfeited  and 
loft  ; and  that  it  be  lawful  for  the  officers  of  the  fait  duties,  and 
the  officers  of  the  cuftoms,  to  feize  the  fame. 

XLVI.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid, 
That  all  fines,  penalties,  and  forfeitures,  infti&ed  by  this  a<ft, 
and  for  which  no  other  diretfions  are  before  particularly  given, 
(hall  be  fued  for,  recovered,  levied,  or  mitigated,  in  manner 
following  ; that  is  to  fay,  for  all  offences  committed  againft  any 
of  the  provilions  herein  before  contained,  with  refpedt  to  the 
duties  under  the  management  of  the  commiffioners  of  the  cuf- 
toms, by  fuch  ways,  means,  and  methods,  as  any  fine,  penalty, 
or  forfeiture,  is  or  may  be  fued  for,  recovered,  levied,  or  miti- 
gated, by  any  law  or  laws  relating  to  the  faid  duties  ; and  for  all 
offences  committed  againft  any  of  the  provilions  herein  before 
contained,  with  refpedt  to  the  duties  under  the  management  of 
the  commiffioners  of  excife,  by  fuch  ways,  means,  and  methods, 
as  any  fine,  penalty,  or  forfeiture,  is  or  may  be  fued  for,  reco- 
vered, levied  or  mitigated,  by  any  law  or  laws  of  excife;  and 
for  all  offences  committed  againft  any  of  the  provifions  herein 
before  contained,  withrefpeeft  to  the  faid  duties  on  fait,  by  fuch 
ways,  means,  and  methods,  as  any  fine,  penalty,  or  forfeiture, 
is  or  may  be  fued  for,  recovered,  levied,  or  mitigated,  by  any

An  aft  for  repealing  the  aft  made  in  the  laft  feffion  of  parlia- 
ments intituled , An  a£t  for  vetting  the  fort  of  Senegal , 
and  its  dependencies,  in  the  company  of  merchants 
trading  to  Africa  ; and  to  veft  as  well  the  /aid  fort  and 
its  dependencies , as  all  other  the  Britifh  forts  and  fettle - 
merits  upon  the  coaft  of  Africa,  lying  between  the  port  of 
Sallee  and  Cape  Rouge,  together  with  all  the  property , 
eft  ate  and  effefts  of  the  company  of  merchants  trading  to 
Africa,  in  or  upon  the  faid  forts , fettlements , and  their 
dependencies , in  his  Majefty  ; and  for  fe curing,  extending, 
and  improving  the  trade  to  Africa. 

WHEREAS  by  two  afts  of  parliament , the  one  made  in  the 

twenty  third  year  of  the  reign  of  his  late  majefty  King  George  Preamble 
the  Second,  intituled , An  a for  extending  and  improving  the 
trade  to  Africa ; and  the  other  made  in  the  twenty  fifth  year  of  the  15  Geo!  a 
reign  of  his  faid  late  Majefty,  intituled.  An  a<tt  for  the  application 
of  a fum  of  money  therein  mentioned,  granted  to  his  Majefty, 
for  making  compenfation  and  fatisfa<ftion  to  the  royal  African 
company  of  England,  for  their  charter,  lands,  forts,  caftles, 
ilaves,  military  ftores,  and  all  other  their  effects  whatfoever ; 
and  to  veft  the  land;  forts,  caftles,  flaves,  and  military  ftores, 
and  all  other  their  effects,  in  the  company  of  merchants  trading 
to  .Africa ; and  for  other  purpofes  in  the  acft  mentioned  ; all  and 
every  the  Britifh  forts , lands,  caftles,  fettlements , and  factories,  on 
the  coaft  of  Africa,  beginning  at  port  Sallee,  and  extending  from 
thence  to  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  inclufwe,  ivhich  had  been  grant- 
ed to  the  royal  African  company  0/"  England,  by  their  charter  bearing 
date  the  twenty  fcventh  day  of  September,  in  the  tiuenty  fourth 
year  of  the  reign  of  King  Charles  the  Second ; or  which  had  been  af-

ments made  by  or for  or  on  the  behalf  of  the  faid  royal  African  com- 
pany, with  any  of  the  kings , princes,  or  natives,  of  any  of  the  coun- 
tries or  places  of  the  faid  coafts ; and  all  other  the  property , eftate,  and 
effefts  whatfoever,  of  the  faid  royal  African  company  (except  as  in 
the  faid  laft  mentioned  aft  is  excepted)  were  fully  and  abfolutely  vefted

thirty  fee ond  year  of  bis  late  majefty  King  George  the  St- 
con  d ; and  for  granting  an  inland  duty  on  all  coffee  import- 
ed (except  coffee  of  the  growth  of  the  Britifti  dominions  it 
America )>  for  altering  the  bounties  and  drawbacks  tcpoi 
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fugars  exported  •,  for  repealing  part  of  an  aft  made  in  the 
twenty  third  year  of  his  faid  late  Majefty,  whereby  bar 
iron  made  in  the  faid  dominions  was  prohibited  to  be  ex- 
ported from  Great  Britain,  or  carried  coajlwife-,  and 
for  regulating  t]oe  fees  of  the  officers  of  the  cuftoms  in  the 
faid  dominions. 

WHEREAS  the  improving  and  fecuring  the  trade  and  com-  Preambk. 

merce  of  the  Britifh  colonies  and' plantations  in  America  is

be  lawful  for  the  importer  to  pay  down,  in  ready  money,  one  may  pay

or  more  fufficient  fecurities,  to  his  Majefty,  his  heirs,  and  fuc-  for.l”e  rc 
cefibrs,  in  double  value  of  the  rice  lo  imported,  for  the  pay-  fucK* 
ment  of  the  remaining  duties  within  fixty  days  from  the  date  of  as  ^aii  be 
fuch  bond,  for  all  fuch  rice  as  (hall  be  landed  out  of  any  (hip  landed, 
fo  entered  and  reported ; which  bond  (hall  and  may  be  vacated 
and  difeharged  upon  payment  of  the  faid  remaining  duties  with- 
in the  time  before  limited  and  appointed,  or  upon  the  faid  rice 
being  duly  refhipped  and  exported ; any  law,  cuftom,  or  ufage, 
to  the  contrary  notwithttanding. 

And  whereas  by  an  ad  made  in  the  latt  feflion  of  par-  cjaufe  in  aft 
liament,  intituled.  An  aft  for  granting  certain  duties  in  the  Britifh  4 Geo.  3.

making  perpetual , an  aft  poffed  in  the  fixth  year  of  the  reign  of  his 
late  majclly  King  George  the  Second  ( intituled > An  a<5t  for  the  better 
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fecuring  ana  encouraging  the  trade  of  his  Majefty’s  fugar  colo- 
nies in  America  for  applying  the  produce  of  fuch  duties^  and  of  the 
duties  to  arife  by  virtue  of  the  faid  aft,  towards  defraying  the  ex - 
fences  of  defending , protefting , and  fecuring , the  faid  colonies  and 
plantations ; for  explaining  an  aft  made  in  the  twenty  fifth  year  of  the 
reign  of  King  Charles  the  Second , ( intituled , An  ad  for  the  en- 
couragement of  the  Greenland  and  Eajlland  trades,  and  for  the 
better  fecuring  the  plantation  trade) 3 and  for  altering  and  difal- 
lowing feverai  drawbacks  on  exports  from  this  kingdom , and  more  ef- 
feftually  preventing  the  clandefiine  conveyance  of  goods  to  and  from  the 
faid  colonies  and  plantations , and  improving  andfecuring  the  trade  he- 
tween  the  fame  and  Great  Britain  3 it  is,  amongft  other  things  en- 
aded,  that  from  and  after  the  twenty  ninth  day  of  September , one 
thoufand  feven  hundred  and  fixty  four,  no  iron,  nor  any  fort 
pf  wood,  commonly  called  Lumber , as  fpecified  in  an  a<5fc  patted 
in  the  eighth  year  of  the  reign  of  King  George  the  Firft,  mtitui- 
Geo.

An  aft  for  giving  further  encouragement  for  the  importation  ef 
naval ficres , and  for  other  purpofes  therein  mentioned , of  the  growth, 
produdion,  or  manufadure,  of  any  Britijb  colony  or  plantation 
in  America , (hall  be  there  laden  on  board  any  fhip  or  veflel  to  be 
carried  from  thence,  until  fufficient  bond  lhall  be  given,  with 
one  furety  befides  the  matter  of  the  veflel,  to  the  colledor  or  ci- 
ther principal  officer  of  the  cuftoms  at  the  loading  port,  in  a pe-

September , one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  fixty  four,  have  not 
been  equal  to  one  third  part  of  the  fees  received  as  aforefaid  by

An  aft  for  altering  \tbe  ft  amp  duties  upon  adsnifftons  into  cor- 
porations or  companies  ; and  for  further  fecuring  and  im- 
proving the  ft  amp  duties  in  Great  Britain. 

WHEREAS  great  frauds  are  committed  in  the  feveral  du-  praBm^[e 
ties  of  one  (hilling  refpe&ively  impofed  (among  other  du- 
ties) on  admifiions  into  corporations  and  companies,  by  an  acft 
of  parliament  made  in  the  fifth  and  fixth  years  of  the  reign  of  Aft  5 and  6 
their  late  Majefties  King  William  and  Queen  Mary%  intituled,  wi“*aildMa. 
An  aft  for  granting  to  their  Majefties  feveral  duties  upon  vellum , ry* 
parchment , and  paper , for  four  years , towards  carrying  on  the  war 
ogainjl  France  ; and  by  another  act  of  parliament  made  in  the 
ninth  and  tenth  years  of  the  reign  of  his  faid  late  Majefty  King  and  9 and  19 
William  the  Third,  intituled.  An  aft  for  granting  to  his  Majefty , Will.  3. 
his  heirs , and  fuccejfors , further  duties  upon  ftampt  vellum , parch-

(hall  be  carried  from  the  mill,  a feal  of  lead,  to  be  furnifhed 
and  provided  by  the  maker  of  fuch  cloth,  and  (hall  rivet  the 
feal,  fo  to  be  affixed  by  him  on  every  fuch  cloth,  and  damp,  ,in 
words  and  figures,  plainly  to  be  read  and  diftinguilhed,  upon 
the  feal  or  rivet,  his  name,  and  the  length  and  breadth  of  every 
fuch  cloth,  together  with  the  number  of  each  of  fuch  cloths, 
milled  at  fuch  fulling  mill  fucceflively,  beginning  at  the  time  of 
his  entering  to  his  faid  office  with  number  one,  and  proceeding 
progreffively,  until  the  twenty  fifth  day  of  March  then  next 
enfuing  ; and  on  the  faid  twenty  fifth  day  of  March  then  next 
enfuing,  and  on  every  fucceeding  twenty  fifth  day  of  March , 
beginning  again  with  the  fame  number  one,  and  proceeding 
progreffively  in  numbers,  during  the  year  then  enfuing ; and 
immediately  after  the  faid  cloth  (nail  be  meafured,  fealed  and 
damped  as  aforelaid,  the  faid  fearcher  and  meafurer,  meafuring 
and  damping  the  fame,  fhall  enter  in  a book,  to  be  provided  by 
the  treafurer,  and  kept  by  luch  fearcher  or  meafurer  for  that 
purpofe,  the  name  and  place  of  abode  of  the  maker  of  every 
fuch  cloth,  and  the  colour  or  fort  of  fuch  cloth,  together  with 
the  length,  breadth,  and  number  on  the  feal ; and  (hall  give,  at 
the  lead  once  in  every  month,  to  the  fupervifor  within  whofc 
didri(5t  the  laid  mill  (hall  be  fituate,  an  account  of  all  the 
cloths  chilled,  meafured,  and  damped  at  fuch  mill  during  fitch 
month ; and  the  owner  or  maker  of  fuch  cloth  (hall  pay  to  the 
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faid  fearcher  and  meafurer,  for  meafuring  and  fealing  of  fuch 
cloth,  the  refpeCtive  fums  following  ; videlicet , 

For  the  feal  of  every  whole  or  long  cloth,  containing  in  length  ancj  w},at 
thirty  five  yards  or  upwards,  the  fum  of  fix  pence.  be  paid  for 

And  for  every  end  or  half  cloth,  containing  lefs  than  thirty  the  fame,  and 
five  yards,  and  more  than  thirty  yards  in  length,  the  fum  Qf  applied, 
four  pence. 

And  for  every  end  or  half  cloth,  containing  lefs  than  thirty 
yards  in  length,  the  fum  of  three  pence. 

"Which  faid  fums  (hall  be  accounted  for  and  paid  by  fuch  March- 
er or  meafurer,  to  the  treafurer  of  the  weft  riding  for  the  time 
being,  to  be  applied  for  fuch  purpofes  as  are  herein  after  di- 
rected. 

IV.  And  it  is  hereby  further  enabled  by  the  authority  afore-  Penalty  on  * 
faid.  That  if  any  fearcher  or  meafurer  fhall  negleCt  or  refufe  to  fearcher* 
meafure  and  ftamp  any  fuch  cloth,  end  or  half  cloth  or  to  give  ncgb&* 
fuch  monthly  account,  or  give  a falfe  or  fraudulent  account  of 

the  cloths  by  him  meafured  and  damped  as  aforefaid,  fuch 
fearcher  or  meafurer,  being  thereof  legally  convicted  on  the  oath 
of  one  or  more  credible  witnefs  or  witnefles,  before  any  fuch 
juftice  or  juftices  of  the  peace  as  aforefaid,  fhall,  for  the  firft  of- 
fence, forfeit  and  pay  the  fum  of  twenty  (hillings,  one  moiety 
whereof  (hall  be  paid  to  the  informer  or  informers,  and  the 
other  moiety  to  the  treafurer  for  the  faid  riding  ; and  for  the  fe- 
cond  offence  fhall  forfeit  or  lofe  his  office  or  place,  and  be  for 
ever  after  rendered  incapable  of  being  appointed  a fearcher  or 
meafurer  of  woollen  cloth. 

V.  And  be  it  further  enaCted,  That  no  cloth  maker  fhall  take  Makers  not 
away  his  cloth  from  any  fuch  fulling-mill,  in  cafe  the  fame  hath  to  take  cloths 
been  (beamed  or  wafhed,  before  the  fame  hath  laid  lix  hours  af-  fawn  thr  mill# 
ter  it  hath  been  fo  dreamed  or  wafhed,  or  before  fuch  cloth '.ore 
hath  lain  four  hours  after  it  has  come  out  of  the  ftock  (in  cafe  and^araped. 
it  fhall  not  be  wafhed  or  (beamed)  unlefs  fuch  cloth  fhall  be 
fooner  meafured  and  ftampedin  manner  hereby  directed,  by  the 
fearcher  or  meafurer,  at  the  mill  where  fuch  cloths  fhall  refpec-* 
tively  be  milled  or  fulled  ; and  if  any  cloth  maker  fhall  take  a- 
way  his  cloth  from  the  mill  before  the  fame  fhall  be  fo  meafured 
and  ftamped,  or  before  the  fum  of  money,  hereby  directed  to  be 
paid  for  the  meafuring,  fealing,  and  damping  thereof,  be  duly 
paid  and  fatisfied,  or  fhall  take  away  his  cloth  after  nine  of  the 
Clock  in  the  evening,  or  before  five  of  the  clock  in  the  morning, 
unlefs  the  fame  fhall  be  meafured  and  ftamped  ; every  perfon  lb 
offending  in  any  of  the  faid  cafes,  and  being  thereof  convicted 
upon  the  oath  of  fuch  fearcher  or  meafurer,  or  of  the  infpeCtor 
or  fupervifor  herein  after  directed  to  be  appointed,  or  of any  other 
credible  witnefs,  before  one  or  more  juftice  or  juftices  of  the 
peace  for  the  faid  ridings  or  any  corporation  within  thefame  (fuch  ' 
juftice  or  juftices  not  being  traders  or  dealers  in  the  woollen  ma- 
nufacture, or  farmery  or  occupiers  of  a fulling-mill)  every  per-

by  any  perfon,  to  permit  and  fuffer  fuch  infpector  or  fupervifor 
to  enter  the  laid  places,  or  any  of  them,  for  the  purpofes  afore- 
faid, the  perfon  fo  refilling  or  refilling  lhall  forfeit  the  fum  of 
ten  pounds,  on  conviction  thereof  before  any  fuch  juftice  of  the 
peace ; and  if  fuch  infpector  or  infpectors  lhall  at  any  time  find 
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any  woollen  cloth,  after  the  times  herein  directed  for  fealing  the

and  place  of  abode  of  the  maker  of  fuch  cloths  (hall  be  cut  out 
or  altered  ; in  fuch  cafe  the  owner  of  fuch  cloth,  or  the  perfon  Penalty  on 
in  whofe  cuftody  fuch  cloth  (hall  be  found,  (hall,  for  every  fuch  offenders, 
offence,  forfeit  not  exceeding  the  fum  of  five  pounds,  nor  lefs 
than  forty  fhillings.

That  it  (hall  and  may  be  lawful  to  and  for  the  juftices  of  the  make^e^ula 
peace  for  the  faid  weft  riding,  or  the  major  part  of  them;  at  Sons! re8U 
their  general  quarter  feflions  of  the  peace  to  be  held  yearly  after  * 

Eafter , and  they  are  hereby  impowered  to  make  and  iflue  fuch 
further  orders  and  dire<ftions,  to  the  feveral  officers  to  be  ap-  . 
pointed  by  virtue  of  this  a&,  for  the  more  effectual  execution 
thereof,  as  to  them  (hall  feem  meet ; all  which  regulations,  or- 
ders, and  directions,  the  feveral  fearchers,  meafurers,  infpeCtors, 
and  fupervifors,  fo  to  be  appointed,  (hall,  and  they  are  hereby 
required  to  obey  and  perform. 

XIV.  Provided  always,  and  it  is  hereby  further  enaCted  by 

the  authority  aforefaid,  That  if  the  merchant  or  buyer  of  any  'hants 
fuch  cloth  fhall  have  caufe  to  fufpeCt  the  real  and  true  lengths  frauds,  they* 
and  breadths  of  fuch  cloth  not  to  be  the  fame  as  ftamped  upon  may  wet  the 
fuch  feal  or  feals,  fuch  merchant  or  buyer  (hall  and  may,  for  cloths,  and 
proof  thereof,  have  the  liberty,  within  lix  weeks  next  after  his  havcfthcI1} 
buying  the  fame  (if  fuch  cloth  (hall  not  before  then  have  been  the*in^eaor. 
railed,  drefted,  or  dyed)  and  upon  two  days  notice  given  in 
writing  to  all  the  parties,  who  meafured  and  ftamped  the  faid 
cloth,  to  put  fuch  cloth  into  cold  water,  for  any  time  not  ex- 
ceeding four  hours,  and,  .immediately  after  the  fame  fhall  be 
taken  out  of  the  water,  to  caufe  the  fame  to  be  meafured  by

The  faid  penalties,  after  deducing  thereout  the  cofts  and 
charges  of  fuch  profecution  and  conviction,  to  be  paid  and  ap- 
plied as'follows;  videlicet , one  moiety  to  the  informer,  and  the 
.other  moiety  to  the  treafurer  of  the  weft  riding  of  the  faid  county 
of  York,  for  the  purpofes  herein  after-mentioned. 

XV.  And  be  it  enadted  by  the  authority  aforefaid,  That  in 
all  fuch  cafes,  upon  fuch  fecond  admeafurement  of  any  fuch 
clothes  as  aforefaid,  where  any  of  the  feals  affixed  (hall  be 
found  not  to  contain  the  juft  lengths  and  breadths  of  fuch  cloths, 
then,  and  in  every  fuch  cafe,  the  infpc&or  or  fupervifor,  who, 
upon  fuch  information  and  complaint  as  aforefaid,  meafured  the 
fame,  (hall  affix  on  every  fuch  cloth  new  feals,  to  be  made  and 
fixed  as  aforefaid,' which  (hall  contain  the  true  lengths  and 
breadths  of  the  faid  cloth,  and  that  the  length  and  number  of 
yards,  by  fuch  infpe<5tor  or  fupervifor  fo  ftamped  on  fuch  feals 
as  aforefaid,  fhali  be  the  rule  of  payment.for  fuch  cloth  by  me 
merchant  or  buyer  thereof,  faveonly  that  fuch  merchant  or  buyer 
(in  order  to  difeourage  the  vending  or  expofing  to  ia!c  or  any 
fuch  cloth  with  fuch  defective  and  fraudulent  leals)  (hall  and 
piay,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  impowered,  to  deduct 
and  retain  to  himfelf,  out  of  the  price  of  fuch  cloth,  upon  which 
the  maker,  fearcher,  meafurer,  or  fupervifor  thereof  (hall  have 
fixed  fuch  defective  and  fraudulent  feais  as  aforefaid,  the  value 
or  amount  of  fo  many  yards  thereof,  out  of  the  number  of  yards 
in  length  fo  ftamped  upon  fuch  feals  by  fuch  infpe&or  or  fuper- 
vifor who  laft  meafured  and  ftamped  the  fame  as  aforefaid,  as 
the  faid  cloth  (lull  fall  (hort  in  inches  of  breadth,  or  yards  in 
length,  of  the  length  and  breadth  refpedtively  expreffed  on  the 
former  fraudulent  feal  fo  affixed  by  the  maker. 

XVI.  And  it  is  hereby  enatfted  and  declared.  That  it  fhali 
and  may  be  lawful  to  and  for  the  faid  treafurer  to  deduct  and  detain 
the  fums  of  money  to  be  forfeited  by  the  fearchcrs  and  meafurers, 
infpectors  and  fupervifors  rcfpectively,  out  of  the  yearly  .‘aiaries  of 
fuch  fearchers  and  meafurers,  infpedtors  and  fupervifors  refpcc- 
tively,  as  fuch  falai  ies  refpeeftively  (hall  become  due  and  payable. 

XVII.  And  be  it  further  enaefted,  That  every  offender  or  of- 
fenders, againft  whom  fuch  information  (hall  be  made  as  afore- 
faid, (hall  and  may,  and  are  hereby  authorized  and  impower- 
ed, within  two  days  after  notice  of  fuch  information  to  him  or 
them  given,  to  go  to  the  houfe  of  the  merchant,  buyer,  or 

owner 
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owner  of  the  cloth  in  fuch  information  mentioned,  and  requeft 
to  fee  the  faid  cloth,  to  examine  that  the  crimes  and  fails  fo 
charged  upon  them  be  juft,  and  that  no  frauds  have  been  com- 
mitted by  the  merchant,  buyer,  or  owner  of  the  fame ; and  . 

that  upon  the  merchant,  buyer,  or  owner  of  fuch  cloth  refilling 
to  permit  and  fuffer  fuch  offender  or  offenders  to  fee  or  examine 
fuch  cloth  as  aforefaid,  fuch  profecution,  fo  intended  to  have 
been  made  againft  fuch  offender  or  offenders,  (hall  be  at  an  end 
and  ceafe ; and  any  conviction  to  be  made  thereupon  fhall  be 
void,  and  of  none  effeit. 

XVIII.  And  be  it  further  enaited  by  the  authority  aforefaid. 

That  every  clothier  and  maker  of  fuch  cloth  fhall,  at  the  time  Clothiers  to 
of  making  thereof,  weave  or  few  into  the  head  of  the  cloth,  i^^ames  ^eur 
diftinct  letters  or  words,  plain  to  be  read,  at  length,  the  name  pjaces 
and  place  of  abode  of  fuch  clothier  and  maker;  and  if  any  clo-  bode  in  the 
thier  or  maker  of  fuch  woollen  cloth  fhall,  after  the  twenty  beads  of  their 
fourth  day  of  June,  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  fixty  five,  cl°tlls* 
cxpofe  to  fale  any  cloth  without  fuch  feals  as  before  directed,  or 
without  fuch  name  and  place  of  abode  fo  woven  and  fewed  into 
fuch  cloth,  in  words  at  length,  plainly  to  be  feen  and  read,  fuch 
clothier  or  maker,  fo  offending,  and  being  thereof  lawfully 
Convicted  upon  the  oath  of  any  one  or  more  credible  witnefs  or 
witnefl'es,  made  before  any  fuch  juftice  or  juftices  of  the  peace 
for  the  faid  riding,  or  any  corporation  within  the  fame  (he  be- 
ing no  dealer  in  cloth,  or  occupier  of  any  fulling  mill)  who  is 
hereby  authorized  to  adminifter  the  faid  oath,  fhall  forfeit  the 
fum  of  twenty  fhillings  for  every  fuch  piece  of  cloth  fo  by  him 
expofed  to  fale  without  fuch  feals  as  aforefaid,  and  the  fum  of 
forty  fhillings  for  every  piece  of  cloth  fo  by  him  expofed  to  fale 
without  fuch  name  and  place  of  abode  fo  fewed  or  woven  into 
the  fame  as  aforefaid  ; and  if  any  perlon  or  perfons  whatfoever 
fhall  willingly  take  off,  alter,  or  counterfeit,  deface,  obliterate.  Penalty  o»t 
or  cut  out,  any  of  the  aforefaid  feal  or  feals  of  lead  fo  fixed  and  perfons  de-  , 
riveted  to  fuch  end  or  half  cloth,  or  to  fuch  long  or  whole  cloth , -t- 
or  the  figures,  letters,  and  words  thereon  damped,  made,  orfeajs 
fet,  or  therein  woven  or  fewed,  before  the  cloth  be  taken  off' fore  cloth 
the  tenters  and  brought  to  the  prefs,  every  perfon  or  perfons  fa  taken  from 
offending,  and  every  perfon  in  whofe  cuftody  any  fuch  clotli ttie  tentcr»- 
without  leals,  or  with  the  feals  defaced,  cut  out,  or  obliterated, 
as  aforefaid,  fhall  be  found,  being  thereof  legally  convidtedj  for 
every  fuch  offence  fhall  forfeit  not  exceeding  the  fum  of  five 
pounds,  nor  lefs  than  forty  (hillings. 

XLX.  And  be  it  further  enabled.  That  for  every  yard  of payments  for 
cloth,  exceeding  the  length  of  fifty  eight  yards,  whether  in  one  mining  long 
cloth,  or  in  two  fhort  cloths  or  ends,  which  lhall  be  milled  incloths, 
one  dock,  at  one  and  the  fame  time  ; the  owner  of  fuch  cloth 
or  cloths  lhall  pay  to  the  miller  of  fuch  cloth  or  cloths,  the  fum 
of  one  halt- penny  per  yard,  for  every  yard  fuch  cloth  (whether 
confiding  of  one  cloth  only,  or  of  two  fhort  cloths  or  ends) 
fhall  exceed  the  length  of  fifty  eight  yards,  over  and  above  the 
uiual  price  for  milling  a ftockful,  or  fifty  eight  yards  of  cloth.  ^ 

XX.  And 
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XX.  And  be  it  further  enafted  by  the  authority  aforefaid. 
That  all  difputes  and  demands  which  (hall  hereafter  arife  be- 
tween the  makers  of  fuch  cloths  as  aforefaid,  and  the  occupiers 
of  fuch  fulling  mills,  or  their  agents  or  fervants,  relating  to  the 
wages  for  fulling,  milling,  or  fcouring,  of  any  fuch  woollen 
cloths  as  aforefaid ; (hall,  in  cafe  fuch  occupiers,  agents,  or 
fervants,  defire  the  fame,  and  the  matter  in  difpute(hall  not  ex- 
ceed the  fum  of  two  pounds,  be  heard  and  determined  by  one 
or  more  juftice  or  juftices  of  the  peace  for  the  county,  divifion, 
or  place,  where  fuch  difputes  or  demands  (hall  arife  (fuch  ju- 
ftice or  juftices  not  being  traders  or  dealers  in  the  woollen  ma- 
nufacture, farmers  or  occupiers  of  a fulling  mill)  who  is  and  are 
hereby  required  and  authorized,  upon  complaint  to  him  or 
them  made,  to  fummon  the  parties,  and  to  hear  and  examine 
upon  oath,  and  adjudge  fuch  damages,  and  give  fuch  cofts,  not 
exceeding  ten  (hillings,  to  the  party  fo  aggrieved,  as  in  his  or 
their  difcretion  (hall  feem  reafonable ; and  to  ifliie  his  or  their 
warrant  or  warrants,  to  levy  fuch  cofts  and  damages  by  diftrefs 
and  fale  of  the  goods  and  chattels  of  fuch  perfon  or  perfons  who 
ftiall  refufe,  for  the  fpace  of  ten  days,  to  pay  fuch  cofts  or  da- 
mages by  him  or  them  fo  adjudged. 

XXI.  And  it  is  hereby  further  enaCIed  by  the  authority  afore- 
faid, That  if  any  perfon  whatfoever,  after  the  twenty  fourth 
day  of  Juney  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  fixty  five,  (hall 
ftretch  or  drain,  or  caufe  or  procure  to  be  ftretched  or  drained, 
any  whole  or  long  cloth,  or  end  or  half  cloth,  more  than  one 
yard  in  length,  in  every  twenty  yards  of  the  length  thereof,  or 
more  than  one  inch  in  every  twelve  inches  of  the  breadth  there- 
of (the  whole  yard  in  breadth  containing  thirty  fix  inches  only) 
and  fo  in  proportion  for  cloths  that  are  more  or  lefs  in  lengths 
and  breadths,  above  or  beyond  the  length  or  breadth  of  luch 
cloth,  upon  the  loweft  of  fuch  ftamps  or  teals,  marked,  fet 
down,  and  exprefied ; then,  and  in  fuch  cafe,  every  perfon  fo 
offending,  and  being  thereof  convicted  by  the  oath  of  one  or 
more  credible  witnels  or  witneffes,  before  one  or  more  fuch  ju- 
ftice or  juftices  of  the  peace  as  aforefaid,  (hall,  for  every  quar- 
ter of  a yard  in  length  fuch  cloth  (hall  be  over  ft  retched,  forfeit 
and  pay  the  fum  of  ten  (hillings ; and  for  every  inch  in  breadth 
fuch  cloth  (hall  be  over  ftretched,  forfeit  and  pay  the  fum  of 
twenty  (hillings } which  (aid  fums  (hall  be  recovered  and  ap- 
plied in  the  fame  manner  as  the  other  penalties  are  herein  di- 
rected to  be  recovered  and  applied. 

XXII.  And,  for  the  better  and  more  eafy  difeovery  of  the 
undue  ftretching  and  draining  of  cloth,  be  it  further  enacted  by 
the  authority  aforefaid.  That  every  owner  or  proprietor  of  any 
tenter  or  tenters,  in  the  faid  weft  riding  of  the  (aid  county  of 
Turk,  (hall,  and  he  is  hereby  required,  to  meafure  fuch  tenter 
or  tenters  as  (hall  be  made  uie  of  for  tentering  of  cloth,  and  to 
mark  or  number  in  figures  plain  and  fair  to  be  feen,  the  true 
length  of  yards  (computing  thirty  feven  inches  to  each  yard)  of 
each  tenter  or  tenters,  beginning  at  number  oik,  snd  fo  con- 
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tinuing  it  to  the  end  thereof,  marking  and  numbering  each 
yard  diftinCtly,  plainly,  and  fairly  to  be  feen,  upon  the  top  bar 
belonging  to  each  tenter,  on  the  forefide  thereof ; and  if  any 
fuch  tenter  or  tenters  (hall,  after  the  twenty  fourth  day  of  June% 
one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  fixty  five,  be  found  not  to  be 
meafured,  and  truly  marked  and  numbered  as  aforefaid,  the  oc- 
cupier of  fuch  tenter  or  tenters  (hall  forfeit  and  pay  the  fum  of 
five  pounds  for  each  tenter  that  ihall  be  found  not  fo  numbered 
and  marked  as  aforefaid j fuch  penalty  to  be  levied  and  recover- 
ed as  any  other  penalty  is  hereby  directed  to  be  recovered  and 
levied.  „ 

XXIII.  And  whereas  the  ufing  of  cards  made  with  wire,  or 
with  wire  teeth,  in  drefling  of  cloth,  hath  by  experience  been  ufin  <Lrdj 
found  to  be  very  prejudicial  to  the  faid  woollen  manufacture : macfe  with 
now,  to  the  end  the  faid  woollen  manufacture  may  be  im-  wire  or  wire 
proved  as  much  as  poflible,  be  it  enaCted  by  the  authority  afore-  tcctil* 
faid.  That  if  any  perfon  or  perfons,  within  the  faid  weft  riding 
of  the  faid  county  of  York , (hall,  from  and  after  the  twenty 
fourth  day  of  June , one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  fixty  five, 
ufe,  or  caufe  to  be  ufed,  in  drefling  of  cloth,  any  cards  made 
with  wire,  or  with  teeth  of  iron,  or  any  other  metal  whatfo- 
ever ; every  fuch  perfon  or  perfons  fo  ufing  the  fame,  fhall,  for 
every  fuch  offence,  forfeit  forty  (hillings. 

XXIV.  Provided  always,  and  it  is  hereby  further  enaCted, 

That  information  upon  oath  (hall  be  given  of  the  offences  Salt be  ro^ 
mentioned  in  this  a Ct,  within  the  fpace  of  twenty  days  next  fecuted,Pand 
after  fuch  offence  (hall  be  difcovered  5 and  all  and  every  the  of-  forfeitures 
fences  in  this  aCt  mentioned  (except  fuch  for  which  any  other  applied, 
remedy  is  hereby  provided)  (hall  be  enquired  of  and  determined, 
and  convictions  thereon  made  upon  oath  of  one  or  more  cre- 
dible witnefs  or  witnefles,  by  any  one  or  more  juft  ice  or  juftices 
pf  the  peace  (not  being  a dealer  in  woollen  cloth,  nor  occupier 
of  any  fulling  mill  as  aforefaid)  notice  being  firft  given  of  the 
charge  to  the  perfon  or  perfons  therewith  charged ; and  that  all 
fuch  penalties  and  forfeitures  as  (hall  or  may  happen  by  reafon 
of  this  aCt,  fhall  go  and  be  difpofed  of,  one  half  to  the  perfon 
or  perfons  who  (hall  give  information  of  the  offence  on  which 
the  conviction  (hall  be  made,  and  the  other  half  to  the  treafurer 
of  the  faid  riding  ; and  if  any  offender  or  offenders  (hall,  by  the 
fpace  of  ten  days  next  after  he  or  they  (hall  be  convicted  of  any 
of  the  offences  aforefaid,  and  have  notice  thereof  to  him,  her, 
or  them  given,  at  his,  her,  or  their  dwelling  houfe,  or  place 
of  abode,  refufe  or  negleCt  to  pay  any  forfeiture  by  him,  her, 
or  them  incurred,  by  reafon  of  this  aCt,  or  fhall  not  appeal,  as 
is  herein  after  provided,  to  the  quarter  feflions,  then,  and  not 
before,  it  fhall  and  may  be  lawful  to  and  for  the  juftice  or  ju- 
ftices of  the  peace,  before  whom  fuch  conviction  fhall  be  made, 
or  any  other  juftice  or  juftices  of  the  peace  for  the  faid  riding, 
or  any  corporation  within  the  fame  (not  being  a dealer  in 
woollen  broad  cloth,  or  occupier  of  any  fulling  mill)  upon  a 
certificate  of  fuch  conviction  fent  to  him  or  them*  from  the  ju- 
ftice 
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dice  or  juftices  before  whom  ftich  conviction  was  made ; and  he 
or  they  is  or  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  iflue  out  one 
or  more  warrant  or  warrants,  under  his  or  their  hand  and  feal, 
or  hands  and  feals,  to  the  conftable  of  the  town  or  place,  or 
'bailiff  or  bailiffs  of  the  liberties,  wapentakes,  or  limits,  where 
fuch  offender  or  offenders  doth  or  (hall  inhabit,  thereby  com- 
manding him  or  them  to  levy  the  fame  by  diftrefs  and  fale  of 
the  offender’s  goods  and  chattels,  returning  the  overplus  (if  any 
be)  after  paying  likewife  the  charges  of  fuch  diftrefs  and  laJe,  to 
the  offender  or  offenders  demanding  the  fame ; and  where  no 
fufficient  diftrefs  can  be  found,  to  commit  the  offender  or  of- 
fenders to  the  houfe  of  correction,  for  any  time  not  exceeding 
thrfee  months.  * 

XXV.  Provided  always,  and  it  is  hereby  further  enacted  by 
the  authority  aforefaid.  That  if  any  perfon  or  perfons  fhall  fine! 
him,  her,  or  themfelves,  aggrieved  by  any  order  or  warrant 
made  by  any  juftice  or  juftices,  or  upon  any  conviction  before 
him  or  them,  in  purfuance  of  this  acfr,  fuch  perfon  or  perfons 
may  appeal  to  the  next  general  quarter  feffions  to  be  held  for 
the  faid  weft  riding  of  the  faid  county  of  Tork , which  (hall  not 
be  held  within  fourteen  days  next  after  the  caufe  of  appeal  fhall 
arife,  giving  ten  days  notice  of  fuch  appeal  to  the  perfon  or  pen- 
fons  difeovering  the  offence  on  which  the  conviction  was  made; 
and  if  the  juftices  at  the  faid  quarter  feflions  either  confirm  or 
difannul  the  orders  or  proceedings  of  the  faid  juftice  or  juftices, 
they  fhall  allow  fuch  cofts  and  charges  to  the  party  aggrieved 
thereby,  as  they  fhall  think  reafonable  ; to  be  levied  and  paid 
in  fuch  manner,  as  is  ufual  in  cafes  of  appeal  from  any  order  of 
the  juftices  of  the  peace  to  the  feffions,  whofc  order  herein  fhall 
be  final.

furers,  infpectors,  and  fupervifors,  fo  to  be  appointed,  (hall, 
and  they  are  hereby  required  at  the  four  general  quarter  fefiions 
of  the  peace  in  and  for  the  faid  riding,  held  quarterly  in  every 
year,  to  return  and  tranfmit  to  the  juftices  of  the  peace  aflembled 
at  fuch  general  quarter  feffions,  a true  and  perfect  account  in 
writing,  of  all  the  convictions  to  be  made  purfuant  to  this  act 
that  fhall  happen  within  their  knowledge,  and  of  all  the  penal- 
ties and  forfeitures  inflicted  or  levied  by  means  or  on  account 
thereof,  which,  by  virtue  of  this  act,  are  made  payable  to  the 
faid  treafurer  for  the  time  being ; and  fhall,  at  the  fame  time, 
pay  or  caufe  to  be  paid  to  the  treafurer  for  the  time  being,  all 
and  every  fum  and  fums  of  money  by  them,  or  any  of  them,  or 
for  their  or  any  of  their  ufe,  had  or  received,  for,  or  on  ac- 
count of  any  fuch  conviction  or  convictions,  and  which  by  this 
act  are  made  payable  to  the  faid  treafurer ; and  every  perfon  and 
perfons  neglecting  or  refufing  to  return  and  tranfmit  fuch  ac- 
count, or  to  pay,  or  caufe  to  be  paid,  fuch  fums  of  money  foby 
them  received,  or  in  their  hands,  or  any  part  thereof,  for  the 
.v*  2 fpace 
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fpace  of  twenty  days  next  after  any  of  the  faid  fefliorts,  and  be-; 
ing  thereof  convifted  upon  the  oath  of  one  or  more  credible 
witnefs  or  witneffes,  before  any  two  juftices  of  the  peace  of  and* 
for  the  faid  riding  (not  being  dealers, in  cloth,  or  occupiers  of 
any  fulling  mill)  (hall  forfeit  and  pay  the  fum  of  ten  pounds, 
over  and  above  the  fevcral  fums  by  him  or  them  received,  or 
being  in  his  hands  as  aforefaid,  to  be  recovered,  paid,  and  ap- 
plied, in  fuch  manner  as  the  other  penalties  inflifted  by  this  act* 
are  directed  to  be  recovered,  paid,  and  applied. 

XXVII.  And  be -it  further  enafted  by  the  authority  aforefaid,  TllIs 
That  this  aft,  and  all  the  penalties  and  claufes  therein  contain-  extend  to  all 
cd,  (ball  extend  to  all  woollen  cloth  which  (hall  be  made  and -woollen 
milled  in  the  weft  riding  of  the  county  of  York ; except  fuch  -cloth*»  <jx' 
narrow  woollen  cloths  as  are  mentioned  and  defcribed,  and  for  row  doth*  as* 
which  provifion  is  made  in  and  by  one  aft  made  in  the  eleventh  are  defcribed  ' 
year  of  the  reign  of  his  faid  late  majefty  King  George  the  Second,  in  aft  11  Geo. 
intituled.  An  aft  for  the  better  regulating  of  narrow  woollen  do  tbs.'1' 
in  the  weft  riding  of  the  aunty  of  York. 

XXVIII.  And  whereas  there  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  trea-  . 

forer  of  the  weft  riding  of  the  county  of  York  a confiderable  fum  ^JJoney now 
of  money,  which  hath  arifen  by  and  out  of  the  duties  granted  jn  the  hands 
by  the  faid  former  afts  for  the  (lamping  and  meafuring  of  cloth  :tof  the  tr*a- 
now  it  is  hereby  further  enafted  by  the  authority  aforefaid,  fl,rer  ?f.the 
That  the  faid  treafurer  of  the  faid  weft  riding  for  the  time  being,  wc^ 
fhall,  out  of  the  money  remaining  in  his  hand?,  .and  which  (hall 
hereafter  be  received  by  him  on  account  of  the  duties  herein  be~ 
fore  directed  to  be  paid  to  fuch  treafurer  as  aforefaid,  in  the  firft 
place,  pay  the  charges  and  cxpences  attending  the  pafling  this 
a<ft,  and  (nail  afterwards  pay  and  apply  the  faid  duties  and  pe- 
nalties, as  the  fame  (hall  come  in  and  be  received,  to  the  pay- 
ment of  the  falaries  of  the  fearchers  or  meafurers,  infpeftors  and 
fupervifors  of  cloth,  herein  before  direfted  to  be  chofen  and  ap- 
pointed as  aforefaid,  in  fuch  proportions,  and  in  fuch  manner, 
as  the  juftices  of  the  peace  of  and  for  the  faid  riding,  at  their 
general  quarter  fellions  yearly  to  be  held  next  after  Eajler^  (hall 
direft  and  appoint. 

XXIX.  And  it  is  hereby  further  enafted  by  the  authority  a-  ^ . -. 

forefaid.  That  after  all  the  money  to  be  expended  in  and  about  may^ncreafe* 
the  obtaining  this  aft,  (hall  be  totally  paid  off  and  difeharged,  ordiminifh
